In the firat place Cauada had no panic 
bebause she had n> cause of panic. 

She had noo@heyman silver Jaw in 
Opeyation, potwing milliona of treasury 
notes into the circulation whether they 
Were wanted or not, Tho banks, and 
not the Government, supplied the cur- 
Pency of the country, os it waa wanted, 
and redeemed it when it was not want- 
ed, The results of the two different sys- 
tems stand io glaring contrast to eachh 
otlher, The deposits in the hanks of 
the United States fell off 20 per tent. be- 
tween May and September, 1898, while 
those of Canada fell off only @ perrent. 
The loans Bnd discounts on our side of 
the line fell off 121-2 per cent., while 
on the other side the shrinkage was only 
11-8 per cent. 

Savings bank deposits in the United 
States during the same time declined 8 
per cent., and would have declined much 
more, but for the enforcement of the 60 
day rule. In Canada these deposits re- 
mained stationary, or slizhtly increased. 
In fact the only trouble in Canada was 
due to its proximity to us. It was o 
sort of induction from the great distur- 
bance in the neighborhood, but Cannda 
fortunately had the means for minimiz- 
ing even this. Her bank system was #0 
arranged that the demands for more cur- 
rency could bo met on every day and 
hour when it came, and did not require 
the banks to put up $114 in order to 
get $90 of circulating notes three or 
four weeks after the event. The differ- 
ence between the two countrics is stated 
rby Mr. Cornwell thus: The business con- 
ditions in Canada have been somewhat 
similar to our own during tho time un- 
der consideration as to dull trade, etc., 
but with this vital and all-important 
difference that she has had no panic. 
This is due to the difference in conditions 
as to currency, Canada’s bank note cir- 
culation, while it increased slightly, was 
on June 80, 1898, (perhaps our hottest 
yinic date) in ne numbers $33,500,- 
00, and in November, 1893, $38,000,- 
000, Bank note circulation is limited by 
the capital of the banks, in round num- 
bers $60,000,000, so that Canada had all 
‘soni ime a Wide leeway, which was not 
used, ; 





KILLED BE HIS TOOTH BRUSH 


A Camd-n Physician Got Bristics in His 
Throat. 


Camden, N.J., Dec, 1.—One morning in 
Marck last while Dr. George R; Fortiner 
of this city, was brushing his teeth some 
of the bristles lodged in his throat. He 
died yesteyday from the effects of that 
seemingly trivial accident. 

Dr. Fortiner lived at No. 617 Cooper- 
stxyeet, and was one of the best known 
physicians in the city. His age was 62 
years. His brother physicians have been 
very much interested in his case, wnd it 
is probable that his wife, who is also 
fbaptising physicipo, will aonsent to an 
autopsy. 

Though Dr. Fortiner did everything pos* 
sible to remove the bristles, he was unable 
to do so, and from month to month 
erew worse, though he was able to con- 
tinue his practice. 

At times he ws seized with terrible paar+ 
oxysms of coughing and strangling, be- 

oming utterly helpless and gaining re- 
ief only when stood on his head by those 
who chanced to be with him. His son, 
who isa successful dentist, tried to be 
near him as much as possible, 

The constant irritation predisposed the 
physician to pulmonary trouble, and so 
weakened him that he became an easy 
prey to disease, 

While quite illon Friday last he an- 
fwered a midnight summons tothe bed- 
Bide of a patient who was dying of pneu- 
monia, The doctor, forgetful of his 
own ailment, remained at the bedside for 
three hours, and then returned to his 
home. ‘ 

He was then seized with pneumonia l§m-

Southbridge, Maas, Dee. 1.—The 9.35 
im. paasouger train on the New York 
& Now England Railroad atruck o barge 
containing the Southbridge Y, M. Cc. A. 
football clevew and substitutes aa it wae 
crossing the tracks at Contro-street, on 

Thursday, on the way to the football 
field to play the Worcester Polytechnic 
Institute eleven, and aa a reault of the 
disaster, two of the young men are dead, 
five others mmy dic, and nine othera re- 
ceived serious injuries. 

The dead are; Charles Gauthier, > 
Southbridge, farm hand, leaves 4 ws 
and two children; Joseph Cook, 13, 
of Mrs, Fannie Cook, Southbridge, ~ m- 
ployed in the American LOptical Works. 

The football ebeven of the Y. M. CO, A. 
bad started from their rooms to walk to 
the grounds, and, meeting the barge that 
had carried their opponents, the Worces- 
ter Polytechnic Institute eleven, return: 
ing, they tumbled in, and urged (ho 
driver to hurray ow they wero late. 

The horwea were ou tho track at tho 
Contralpstreet crossing, when a sharp 
whistle from the locomotive, hidden by 
a curve and a high building on tho deft 
side of the atrect, Waa the first warning 
to the 16 occupants of the barge. 

Driver E. D. Chat%priain lashed his 
horses and the man on the seat by bis 
side jumped. They were too late. Tho 
engine struck the bawgo on tho left side, 
between tho wheols, and tore along for 
150 yards, crushing the barge. 

The crowd on the football field could 
see the engine when itt camo to a #tand- 
still, and scorea of persona were soon At 
work searching for friends and relatives 
in tho wreck, 

Charles Gaunthier wag found dead near 
tho crossing, evidently instantly killed 
by being dashed against the rocks, Fur- 
ther along were found many others, 
bleeding profusely and ntwoning. 

Pinned in the debris in front of | the 
engine were John Street, quarter+back 
of the Williams’ College eleven, who was 
visiting the Taylor boys, his college 
friends, and was to help out on the 
Southbridge eleven. 

Joseph Cook died in 20 minutes at the 
electric light station, where the injured 
men were taken. Improvised ambulances 
conveyed most of the men to their homes, 
and Fiskdale, Sturbridge, Webster and 
Worcester were called on for physicians. 

Everything possible was done for the 
injured men, but little hopes of recovery 
are expressed for four or five of them. 
The Central-street ‘crossing has long 
been considered dangerous, but to-day’s 
disaster completely surpasses anything 
the iprenta of Southbridge ever dreamed 
could happen, 

The Worceater Tehuology team returned 
to the city on the noon train, completely 
unnerved by the accident. 
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SPENT THANKSGIVINE DAY IN JAIL. 


One New York Man Who Was Not Very 
Thankful. 


New York, Dec. 1.—There was at 
least one man in New York who was 
not in a thankful mood on Thanksgiv~- 
ing. Louis Goldberg, an honest, hard- 
working painter, of No. 172 Heury- 
Street, ond it was his hard fate to be 
taken from his home Tuesaday evening by 
4 sheriff's officer and locked up in Lud- 
Jow-street jall on u judgment against 
Alexander Goldberg, obtained in the 
Fourth District Civil Court for $38.50 
in favor of Harry Reingold, though 
Goldberg stoutly alleges that he never 
even heard of Reingold, and does not 
owe any man in the worlt_a dollar, 

The victim of mistaken identity could 
not furnish the bail require€d—$300—s0 
he languished sin jail all day yesterday. 
bemoaning his lot and trying to con- 
tent himself till this morning, wheu 
Lawyer Klein of 253 East Broadway, 
will endenvor to secure his liberty by 
& writ of habeas corpus returnable then 
belore Judge Creedman. 

It all came about in this way. Gold- 
berg was served with o summons o 
mouth ago to defend a suit for $38.50 
brought against him by; Jeweller Harry 
Reingold. The legal papers was ad- 
dressed to Alexander Goldberg, and as 
Louis bad no debts of any kind and never 
Wore jewelry in his lifo, he knew that 
& mistako had been made, and he felt 
sure that the officer would return for 
the summons and serve it on the real 
delinquent. Goldberg did nothing in 
the matter, but a few days ago he heard 
that um Sheriff's officer was after him. 

When Goldberg returned home after 
a hard day's work, tho firat job hehad 
in © week, he was arrested by tho 
winion of the law. 

“Tam not the umn!’ protested Gold- 
berg, as he was hustled off. “ My name 
is Louis, not Alexander!" 

Mu Oh, that’s an okd game,” 
sapient bailiff. “There's Reingold 
himself to identify you.” 

“Yes, that’s tho man! At least, [ 
think so!" said the latter, and though 
protesting loudly, the victim was led 


away to the glopmy prison in Ludlow-~ 
street.

Great Skill Required in Vasioning } 


Valuable Gomes 


Few pooplo outside the jowelry trade | 
have auy idea how the brilliants thoy 
buy and wear are fastened into their 
settings, and a great many retail 
jowolers, who have soll jewelry for 
yours, are equally ignorant, Tho art of 
Botting: jowels is comparatively simple, 
the skill of a setter depending upon his 
knowlodge of the strongth of the material 
and the delicate touch required, which 
can only be gained by yours of practice. 
‘There are only four distinct mothods of | 
setting a diamond, though mountings 
are made which involve two or more of 
these methods, The most common tis 
the clamp or claw settings. ‘This comes 
to the setter with every clamp as straight 
and square as a fence picket, He im 
bods this mounting, whatever it may be, 
in warm shellac on the end of a stick 
(six inches of broom handle is generally 
usod) loaving the sotting oxposed, This 
coola and holds the delicate pieces of 
jewelry firm in all parts. 

He then, with « thin file, sharpons all 
the clamps, bringing them upto sharp 
points. ‘Then, with a scraper or graver 
bhaped like a chisel (all of his cutting 
tools are miniature chisels of different 
shapes), he digs out a bearing or shoul 
der for the edge of the stone on the In- 
side of oachclamp; he now, with a pair 
of sharp-pointed pliers, bends the clamps 
inward or outward, as they happen to 
require, until the stone will just squeeze 
into tho clrcle of clamps. Then tho 
stone is pressed firmly down until the 
edge resta squarely on the bearing of 
cach clan. This leaves the ends of 
the clamps sticking up past the edges of 
the stone. The next step is to push all 
these ends over the edge and burnish 
them tight. A pushing tool is used for 
this, a piece of soft steel about three 
inches long, filed to a small square end 
and fitted in a round handle. 

When the clamps are all firm in their 
places they are bright-cut, as the term 
is. Tho clamps are trimmed to a point 
with three cuts, two on the sides and one 
on the top. The setter cuts away from 
the stone, and must be careful not to dig 
too deep Into the gold or he will push tho 
whole clamp away from the stone; then, 
to make a good job, the stone must come 
out and the clamp bent forward again. 
Some who manufacture the finest goods 
do not believe in bright cutting clamps 
or rings, a8 the sharp edges left are very 
severe on gloves worn over them. 
setter employed by these firms merely 
sots the clamps toa point, and the pol- 
isher buffs it round on top, when the 
work gets its last finish, 


CHRONIC CHILLINESS, 





The Remedy Suggested js Outdoor Exer- 
olse Even in Winter, 


How some people suffer in winter! 
They are constantly having chills; a 
feeling of cold water trickling down the 
back or some local stagnatiou of blood, 
with altered nervous sensations, is ex- 
perienced ; the hands, feet, nose or ears 
are especially likely to give inconveni- 
ence. Such individuals cannot get warm 
even in bed, and, as a consequence, 
often suffer from insomnia. for sleepless- 
ness is often caused by cold feet. Many 
such conditions arise from the fear 
of taking outdoor exercise, because the 
weather is too cold. Hence the circula- 
tion ig not kept going, and tho blood, 
vitiated by the close, impure air ofithe 
house, has no chance offered it of being 
allowed to purify itself. The foulest 
river or stream of water is rendered pure 
by exposure to the airas it comesalong, 
and after a run of a few miles becomes 
fit for consumption. Why, then, will 
delicate people deny the stream of life 
an opportunity to purify itself as it 
comes throligh their veins? Here isthe 
secret of how to keep warm in winter— 
outdoor oxercise in pure air. 

Many individuals mistake the feelin 
ofcold for ‘catarrh.” But geolings col 
and “‘taking a cold” are different things. 
A shiver from exposure to cold—indced, 


a half-frozen condition—is not in itself 


likely to end in a so-called ‘‘cold,” so 
long asthe exposure has been in tho 
open air; but we hold that by breathing 
the impure air of badly ventilate rooms 
a chill may be very easily contracted 
that willend in a “cold.’’ In cold wea- 
ther we distinctly recommend the ordin- 
ary healthy man or woman to try the 
effects of outdoor exercise, especially 
when the feeling is strong that it is too 
cold to go out of doors Exercise under 
such circumstances will usually act as a 
tonic fo the whole frame and brace up 
the nervous system, the special function 
of which is to regulate the heat of the 
body. The skin should be aNd exposed 
to the air before dressing in the morn- 
ing, and after the morning washing or 
cold tepid bath rub the body into a glow 
with a coarse towel, and you will be 
very nearly cold and waterproof.— 
Philadelphia Times. 


Biackheoads. 


Blackheads, or comedo, as it is called, 
isa disorder of the sweat-glands by 
which they become distended. with yel- 
lowish or whiteish matter, In the center 
of the elovations, which are only of pin- 
head size, are to be seen the blackish 
points which give the disease its 
name. 

The spots are usually numerous, and 
make their appearance mostly on the 
face and neck, They run a peculiarly 
sluggish course, and py their presence 
the skin acquires a thick, muddy com- 
plexion. 

Blackheads are almosf invariably an 
indication of general UNG os they 
are a sign of a badly workiug skin. 
Their appearance is usually accom- 
panied by marked dyspepsia and con- 
stipation., 

The treatment of blackheads is iden- 
tical with that for toning up the system 
in general. Clean out the bowls, sharp- 
en the appetite, enrich the blood, and 
the tendency tothe trouble will be re- 
moved or lessened, Saline aperient 
waters should be drunk freely and every 
attention paid to the diet. 

Asa local treatment the skin should 
have frequent applications of water as 
hot as can be comfortably borne, to 
gether with plenty of castile soap and 
Irictione ‘The little black cones may be 
easily expelled by means of a watch- 
key. Stimulating ointments and washes 
should be used, especially these con- 
taining sulplinr, as this substance is not 
only a good skin tonic, but is specially 
useful in the disorder of which we are 
speaking, 

A lotion containing equal Vobdey ol 
sulphur, glycerine, carbonate of potash 
and alcohol isa valuable remedy, as it 
is cleansing and soothing. 

Sometimes the swollen sweat-gland 
contains a small curled hair, sometimes 
a parasite known as Demodex fallicu- 
lorum, which, however, is harmless and 
in no way the cause of the disease. 

Attention must of course be directed 
to any disease of the stomach or bowels 
that may oxist.

Is it possible to stamp out tubercu- 
losis among cattle? The Department of 
Agriculture is about to issue a bulletin 

iving some advice on the subject. 
Small hope is held out of eradicating 
the disease entirely, because of its 
Wide prevalence among other domesti- 
such as dogs, cats, 

_ horses, goats and above all, its preval- 
ence among human beings. 

Tiere is no doubt that consumption— 

Le., tuberculosis of the lungs—is com- 
municated to human beings largely 
from infected cattle. The same com- 
plaint attacks varion sother parts of the 

-lintuan body, too often “derived from the 
milk of sick cows. Milk, indeed, isa 
noat frequent source of mischief of this 
Nature. It has beeu calculated that 
eget people inthe United States die 
ol consuinpuon every year, and th: 
1,009,000 human hainew in Europe ars 
killed by it annually. j 

Ifany other kind of epidemic de- 
Stroyed one-tenth as many individuals 
fora single season, nations would be 
terromstricken; but tuberculosis has 
come to be regarded as one ot the ills to 
which flesh is necessarily heir, and, 
therefore, not to be seriously considered 
Itis so widespread among cattle in 

Overy partof the world that it is not 

practicable to kill all the animals 
affected, though this is being attempted 

raduallyin Denmark, It is not as if 
the complaint existed among cattle only. 
If they were free from it they would be 
exposed constantly to infection from 
otlicr domesticated animals and from 
mau, 

Cows in au advanced stage of tuber- 
culosis are actively engaged in propa- 
eating tubercle bacilli and in shedding 
them.

from the nose. He should treat in the 
Same way animals with enlarged glands 
about the head—in front of the ears, 
under and behind the lower jaw—or 
enlarged glands infront of the shoul- 
der, in the flank and behind the udder. 
It goes without saying that animals 
suspected of tuberculosis of the udder 
should be promptly slaughtered. 

It should be remembered that diseased 
animals are the only breeding places of 
the germs. After they have been re- 
moved attention should be paid first of 
all to the stables. Here during the lone 
confinement in the winter months one 
may look for the condition requisite for 
rapid infection. The stables should be 
carefully cleaned and washed with dis- 
infectants. A good recipe is one ounce 
of corrosive sublimate in eight gallons 
of water. The water should be Kept in 
wooden tubs or barrels and the sub- 
limate added to it. The whole must be 
allowed to stand for twenty-four hours. 
It may be applied witha broom or mop 
freely in all parts of the stable. 

Whitewash is not in itself of sufficient 
strength to destroy tubercle bacilli, but 
by imprisoning and incrustiug them on 
the walls of the stable thoy are made 
harmless until destroved by prolonged 
drying. Thorough cleaning should pre- 
cede whitewashing. All dust and cob- 
webs should be periodically washed 
down. Manure ought to be proinptly 
removed, aud ventilation should be per- 
fect. Good air has the eftect of dilut- 
ing infected air. thereby reducing the 
chance of inhaling ‘dried, floating 
tubercle bacilli, y 

Cattle should not be placed so that 
their heads are close together, Each 
animal should have at least 600 cubie 
feet of air space, and should occupy the 
same place in thej stable at all times. 
Phese preeautions will prevent the dis- 
charges of one animal trom coming into 
contact with anothey, or with the feed 
of the later. Cattle should have as little 
house and as much pasture as possible. 
Stables, futhermore, should be carefully 
PeOL ae from tho expectorations of 
uman beings troubled with consump- 
tion of the lungs.

SCUDDING ALONG AT THE RATE OF 
118 MILES A DAY. 


The Yacht of the Asphalt—Clever Mr. 


Ganz of the Oceanless West LIutro- 


duces a New Nautical Idea for the 


Benofit of Wheelmen, 


For the last few weeks, says Harper's 
Young People, there has been in the vi- 
cinity of New York another new deyel- 
ment of the bicycle idea. This is an ar- 
rangement made by Mr. Christian Ganz, 
of Omaha, Nebraska, by which he can 
set a sail from the handle of his bicycle, 
andon a level road with the wind 
abeam can travel all day without usin 
his own strength at all except to chec 
the speed of the bicycle when the wind 
force it ahead too fast. The sail is ad- 
justedin the following manner, and 
any bright boy, by studying the illus- 
tration which accompanies this article 
and reading this account, can amuse 
himself by making a sail for his own 
bicycle. 

Mr. Ganz has taken a_ stout piece of

SMALL FRUITS IN AUTUMN. 


Fall Setting Preferable to Waiting Until 
the spring. 


Those desiring to start a small-fruit 
plantation will find fall setting prefer- 
able to waiting until next spring. Other 
duties are more pressing then, and this 
work is apt to be delayed, Plants set ! 
out in the fall are ready to start with 
other vegetation at the first appearance 
of favorable weather. Young roots and 
new buds will have started before 
the ground jis in good condition 
for spring planting. Breaking these

will stunt growth and produce a} 
lack of vitality. Fall setting gives 
time for the callusing of wounded root- 
lota. In sotting, see that the earth is 
closely packed about the roots, leaving 
no air spaces. Select good, sound 
plants. The illustrations represent two 
types. ‘The one at a is a root cutting ; 
b is what is called a sucker. The es- 
entials for good results are good loca- 
tion, well-drained, thoroughly pulveriz- 
ed rich soil, and good, sound roots, set 
in their natural position. Blackberries, 
raspberries, currants, gooseberries, and 
grapes can all be planted this fall before 
a goneral freeze-up.—American Agri- 
culturist.

Some Little Matters That All Mothers and 


Housokeopers Should Know. 


There ere many little matters pertain 


ing to the injuries and aceidenta which 
are constantly occurring in every house 
hold which need to be reiterated con 


tinually until every intelligent person 
haa learned them by heart 

The first is, that the 
modern physician in treating wounds of 
any kind is to the parte reat from 
any form of motion, to keep the wound 
and all dressings absolutely clean 
surgical as well as a physical sense 

‘To this ond the physician applies only 
water which has been boiled recently; 
he applies bandages and dressings which 
have been especially prepared 
werma,” and if he has to use instruments 
of any kind, ho carefully cleanses them 
by prolonged heating or other moans 
He also most particularly cleanses his 
own hands by the nse of powerful anti 
septics. 

The doctor's work done, he may or 
may not loave any (definite instructions 
as to what the mother or wife should do 
to carry ont this line of treatment so 
carefully begun. Because he knows so 
well what to do, he often seoms to think 
that the friends shonld know also, and 
forgeta to make provision for the future 
treatment. 

Usually the case goes on all right until 
tho first dressing is changed. This the 
mother will do, because the bandage is 
getting dirty, or because of a great de 
sire to see “how it is getting along.” 

Either excnse is utterly absurd, and 
the latter especially has often proved 
fatal to the patient. So long as there is 
no severe pain in the part, and no fever, 
always let the dressing alone for, at 
least, one week, and usually for two 
weeks. 

To change the dressing on a serious 
wound is a serious business; on a trivial 
wound it muy be only very annoying in 
its results. Why? 

Because, unless you take the same pre- 
cautions as did the doctor in the first 
place, you will inevitably coutaminate 
the wound with some form of impurity, 
healing will stop, and inatter will form. 

The severest and most extensive sur 
gical wounds should ordinarily heal 
under the first dressing. How much 
more, then, a trivial cut or sore, provid 
ing that the first dressing is of the pro- 
per nature. 

If it becomes necessary, on account 
of pain, fever or discharge, to change 
a dressing on a seyere wound, first pre- 
pare your dressing or bandage by boil- 
ingitfor half an hour in carbolized 
water, a teaspoonful of carbolic acid to 
a pint of water, to make the destruction 
of any germs certain. 

Then, if possible, immerse the wound 
in the same solution, as hot as is com- 
fortable, until the old dressings have 
been thoroughly softened, so that their 
removal is nbt difficult. With aportion 
of the prepared dressing, cleanse the 
wound of any discharge, if necessary, 
andthen bind it up with the prepared 
dressing without touching it with any- 
thing else if possible, In this way con- 
tamination may usually be ayoided. 

The practice of doing up trivial cuts 
in their own blood, without washing, is 
usually a good plan where the cut has 
been made with a clean instrument. 
This is because the blood, fresh, is of it- 
self a powerful antiseptic, and after co- 
agulation it holds the parts firmly to- 
gether, thereby, placing them in a con 
dition of rest. 

Court- plaster is very seldom a propor 
dressing for any but the merest scratches 
because it retains und contaminates the 
secretions from the wound, 

Where it is necessary to useit to bring 
the edges of the wound together, let it 
be done by using long, narrow strips 
across the wound, leaving plenty of 
chance for any secretion to drain away 
and be absorbed by the prepared dress- 
ing before mentioned, 

What shall be done with sores that 
are matterating? These should have their 
dressing changed just as often as is ne- 
cessary to keep the discharge absorbed 
by the dressings. 

Here we would remark that cheese- 
cloth, prepared as stated for dressings, 
is really the best dressing for household 
uso, becanse it can be so readily steri- 
lized, and is such a good absorbent and 
it does not mat together in a hard bunch 
like even the best of prepared cotton. It 
should always be applied in from six to 
twenty-four thicknesses, directly upon 
the wound, and nsually covered by a 
sheet of oiled muslin, that it may more 
readily absorb the discharges,—The 
Household. 


PEARLS OF GREAT PRICE. 


The Finest Known Gem, Owned by Prin- 

coss Yousoupol!, In Worth 8180,000, 

The Iman of Muscat possesses n pearl 
weighing twelve and a half carats, through 
which you can see the daylight; it is worth 
about $165,000, The one owned by Princess 
Yousoupoff is unique for beauty, says the 
Gentleman's Magazine, It was sold by 
Georgibus of Calais, in 1620, to Philip TV. 
of Spain for 80,000 ducats; its present value 
is about $180,000. The pope, on his acces- 
sion, became the owner for the time being 
of a pearl, left by one of his predecessors 
upon the throne of the vatican, which can- 
not be of less value than $100,000. The Em- 
press Frederick has « necklace composed 
of thirty-two pearls, the total value of 
which has been estimated at €175,000. Her 
mother, Queen Victoria, has a necklace of 
pink pearls valued at $80,000, That of the 
Baroness Gustave de Rothschild, made up 
of five rows of these precious stones, is val- 
ued at $200,000, while that of the Baroness 
Adolphe de Rothschild is even more costly 
still, Both these ladies have given orders 
to their jewelers to bring to them any 
‘pearls of great price’ which may come 
into their hands in the way of business; 
the gems are usually purchased by one or 
other of these ladies and added to her 
necklace. 

Good judges are doubtful whether to 
award the palm to either of the above two 
or to that of the Empress of Russia, which 
has two rows of pure white pearls valued 
at something like 80,000 rubles, but the 
stones of which are perhaps less beautiful 
to the eye The one belonging to the 
Grand Duchess Marie has «lx rows, and Is 
sald to have cost 8180,000 

Mile. Dosne, a sister of M, Thiers, hasa 
necklace of several rows, which has taken 
her thirty years to collect, and has cost 
her upward of $75,000, The Empress of 
Austria possesses some of the most beauti 
ful black pearls it Is possible to find; her

How the Stirring Verses Cameo to Be Writ- 
ten by Oliver Wendoll Holmes, 


“Old Ironsides,” Dr. Holmes’ most stir- 
ring lyric and the one which brought him 
recognition as a poet, was first printed In 
the Boston Advertiser. In 18380 the frigate 
Constitution, the conquering hero of many 
a sea fight, lay at Chirlestown navy yard, 
condemned by an unsentimental depart- 


ment, to be destroyed as no longer sea | 


worthy. Br. Holmes was then a youth of 
21. He had been graduated from Harvard 
the year before nud had spent some time 
in the study of law. Abt that moment, 
however, his lezal studies had been aban- 
doned and he was living quietly at home, 
uncertain of his future occupation. It was 
in the interval between his desertion of the 
law and his resolve to study medicine that 
“Old Lronsides’”’ was tvritten. The young 
man’s mind was filled with enthusiasm 
for the achievements of our navy, and that 
its most famous vessel should be chopped 
up like any unhallowed wood naturally 
provoked and galled him. The feelings 
which the action of the department aroused 
in him found spontaneous expression in 
the poem. There was nothing deliberate 


‘ about its composition, according to the 


Boston Post; it was wholly impromptu. 
To the best of his recollection, he says, he 
wrote it on ascrap of paper with a lead 
pencil while standing one day before the 
fireplace in the old house at Cambridge. 
Aud then, without dreaming of the great 
popularity itwould win, or of how effectual 
its protest would be, he sent it off to the 
Advertiser, where it appeared in the issue 
of Thursday, Sept.16. Asit gave cloguent 
voice to the sentiment of the whole country, 
its success was both sudden and universal. 
The poem was copied with applause from 
paper to paper, while in Washington it 
was struck off on handbills and distributed 
through the city.

Iron rust can be re- 
moved by wetting the spot with lemon 
juice and then covering it with salt and 
laying it in the sun, or by wetting the 
spot in hot water and then in a week 
solution of oxalic acid and brushing it 
thoroughly with a stiff nail or hand 
brush. If one application does not suf 
fice, apply another, and rub until the 
spot is removed. Wash the article very 
thoroughly afterwards, or the acid will 
injure the fabric. Many fruit stains 
can be removed by stretching the dis- 
colored part over a pail, and pouring 
scalding water over it, before if has 
been in suds.

Cold Light 
Lhe recent investigations of Professor 

Ebert form an interesting sequel to the 
researches of Telsa on the production of 
électric light with the minimum amount 
ofheat. The goal, of course, is to get 
the light with no heat at all, except that 
which naturally belongs to the luminous 
rays; that is, to get rid of the obscure 
or dark heat altogether. Only about 5 
er cont, of the energy expended in an

Municipal Pawnshops. 


There are records of a pawnshop re- 

ulated in the interest of the borrowers 
n Bavaria, in 1198, and one in the 
Franche Comte in 1850, before the first 
Italian monte di pieta was established 
by a priest at Perugia in 1440. Tho 
movement for State-regulated pawn- 
shops received its great impetus from 
the action of that Statesman-monk and 
Social Democrat Savonarola, who 
liberated the Florentines from oppres- 
sion and gave them popular institutions. 
In no other direction were his services 
to the people more successful than in 
founding monti di pieta. The law for 
creating his monti di picta was passed 
in 1495, and before many years thoy 
were established in all the principal 
towns in Italy and had spread through- 
out Europe, 

The first mont de piete in France 
was started at Aviguon in 1577 andstill 
exists. Their establishment in the 
Netherlands dates from the sixteenth 
century. A Spanish priest, Don: Fran- 
cisco Piquer, founded the mont de piete 
of Madridin 1705, starting with the 
modest capital of 5 pence, which ho 
found in the offertory box he had plac- 
edinthe church to receive contribu- 
tions for the institution. By the end of 
the seventeenth -century there were 
monts de piete formed more or less after 
the Italian model, in most countries of 
europe, 

The characteristics of the original in- 
stitutions remain with those of to-day, 
although they have long since ceased to 
be managed by the priests, or to be 
under the influence of the churches, The 
main object which Savonarola and other 
early founders had in view—the protec- 
tion of the poor from usurers and their 


! relief in periods of distress—is still main- 


tained, and the monts de piete in all 
countries are associated with 
charitable institutions and hospitals,— 
The Contemporary Review. 


Using Phosphates. 

In the annuaPreport of the Maine Ex- 
periment Station, they show the results 
ofusing South Carolina rock phosphate 
asa fertilizer, either fine ground, but 
not treated with ac&l or a larger amount 
after it has been trafited with sulphuric 
acid, whereby the amount of soluble 

hosphoric acid was increased and the 
iisoluble decreased, though the total 
phosphoric acid was decreased by a part 
of the weight of the acid used. Tho 
test was made in boxes 15 inches square 
and 12 inches deep, in a fine sand 
thoroughlysnixed, of which 120 pounds 
Was used in a box, and which contained 
less than one pe cent. of potash and 
less than one eightieth per cent. of phos- } 
phoric acid, Wheat, barley, corn, peas 
and turnips apparently appropriated 
the insoluble phosphoric from the crude | 
rock with greater or less ease, while | 
beans and potatoes derived no benefit 
from it, the turnips gave a larger 
weight of dry matter and a larger 
weight of fresh roots from the finely- 
ground South Carolina rock than from | 
an equal amount of soluble phosphoric 
acid in acidulated rock, and there were 
indications that point to a profitable use 
of finely ground rock as ® manure for 
barley and peas, as well as turnips, The 
acidulated rock increased the amount of | 
straw in barley, but lessened the yield ' 
of grain; but In wheat, both grain and 
straw were increased by the treatment | 
of the rock with acid. As this is but a 
single experiment it may not be con- 
clusive, See ee

Big Coins, 


When the area and square inches of 
surface are taken into consideration the 
largest coins everissued by any govern- 
ment on the globe were those put into 
circulation by Sweden during the six- 
teenth century. These mammoth 
pieces are neither round, square, oval 
or octagonal, in shape, but are great ir- 
regular slabs of copper described as 
“resembling pleces of a boiler after an 
explosion.” The smallest piece issued 
under the law, which aut 1orized a 
rigantic coinage, was an irregular 
e rlangular wind of about 12 square 
inches of surface, and about a half an 
inch thick. It was worth about 80 cents. 
The largest of the same series was about 
a foot square, and had a face value of 
$4. Each of these copper slabs is stamp- 
ed in several places on tho face, the 
various inscriptions giving the date, 
| denomination, etc. The $4 piece mon- 
tioned last above is nearly an inch in 
| thickness, and woighs four pounds lack- 
ing a fraction.

In England it has boon a week of 
very littlo political activity, except, 
perhaps, in the Cabinet, and except one 
trong speech from the Duke of Devon- 
shire. The Cabjnet councila aro under- 
stood to be ovpr for the present, and 
the Prime Minister has gone north, 

The program Yor the next session is 
eottlod so far as it is in the power of 
the Ministers to settle it. Certain bills 
hnve been agreed on in the outlines and 
th» order of thoir precedence. Even the 
famous rekolution which is to demolish 
the House of Lords must be supposed 
to havo beon framed, presented to the 
Cabinet and approved with more or less 
cordiality. 

Tt is no secret that on this, ns on 
some other important subjects, the Cab- 
inct is divided against itself. Half of 
Lord Roscbery’s colleagues were against 
him on the question of the second cham- 
ber. He is in a position to enforce hia 
views if he chooses, but Mr, ‘Asquith 
has not been, 60 far oa the public know, 
disciplined for his Birmingham speech. 
Men of far loss ability and importanuco 
than Mr, Asquith aro still allowed to 
provlaim publicly and privately, that 
they differ from their chief on this 
question, 

They all know, nevertheless, that Lord 
Rosebery is inevitable; that ho cannot be 
turned out without an appeal to the 
bountry; that he cannot be superseded os 
the party leader any moro than he could 
be replaced as Prime Ministér, except by 
bringing in Conservatives. ‘He could 
have his own ‘way if he cared to. ‘The 
fact that he loosens the bonds and re- 
laxes his authority fis knowi to mean 
that he has other means of attaining his 
real end than those fwhich lie on the 
surface. Week by week it has to be xaid 
that the doubts whether he means or 
expecta to abolish either the Lords or 
their yeto goin strength. It is evident 
that the Radicals do not trust him, Sir 
Charles Dilke, who knows well what the 
Radicals think, though lead them he can- 
not, has come out against Lord Rosebery 
nnd against the House of Lords program 
and axainst his second (chamber.’ He 
implies, if he docs not say, that Lord 
Rosebery is betraying hix party, or that 
wing of his party with which Sir Charles 
wishes to be identified. Discredited and 
distrusted o# hoe is, his testimony. on this 
point is of yalue. 

The dispute on the sessional program 
goes on. The party that wants to fill 
the cup of the Lords’ iniquities, and the 
party that regards the cup as filled, are 
also at odds, So insignificant an item 
in the Cabinet as Mr. Shaw-Lefevre is 
Ollowed to write o letter to the papers 
announcing that in hia view the Govern- 
mount still has « session before itjin which 
to enact the Newcastle program into law.

Mr. Shaw-Lefevre belicves that he and 
his little squad of friends can achieve 
what the head of the Government regards 
as impracticable. Nobody quite aces to- 
ward what this ministry is drifting. 
Everybody sees that it is drifting and 
Lord Rosebery himself, for one reason or 
another, seems content to drift with the 
rest. 

Not much is added to the discussion 
by Lord Salisbury’s article in The Decem- 
ber National Review. His friends in the 
press call it disappointing. The paper 
is almost entirely critical. Some of it 
is very good criticism, but what the 
country wants from Lord Salisbury is on 
affirmative statement of policy. The 
agitation against the Lords has for the 
present fallen’ flat. It is a party move. 
Still a great party is committed to it 
ond something must be done to bring the 
House of Lords into line with modern 
ideas. Lord Salisbury says in a vague 
way that he would favor some reform, 
The country has a right to know what. 

The Duke of Devonshire spoke far more 
to the purpose when he eaid that revolu- 
tions such as Lord Rosebery proposes 
cannot be manufactured and do not come 
from above, but neither does the Duke say 
what he would do or how far he ‘would 
ko in putting the House of Lorda on jan 
clective basis, Probably neither of them 
regards the agitation os very formidable. 
If it becomes formidable it will be  be- 
cause such men as Lord Salisbury, and 
the Duke of Devonshire do not see the 
danger in time and do not avert it. 

The old London School Board held its 
last meoting this week and went out 
with a wrangle over the question whe- 


ther they should pass a resolution of 
compliment to their chairman, The pro- 
areesives opposed it. They admit Mr. 


Digzle's ability, but deny his impartial- 
ity. The resolution was carried by 27 
to 2, most of the minority refusing to 
vote cither way. The probable result 
of this not very graceful or discreet op- 
position will be the re-nomination of 
Mr. Dizzle. ‘The moderates haye the 
power to re-elect him if they choose. 
The progressives are unable to clect a 
man of their own and want a neutral 
outsider chosen. ! 

Many of the moderates favor thia plan, 
including their most powerful supporter 
in the press, It is, perhaps, the only 
chance of preventing tha renewal of the 
clerical conflict, which bas one on for 
the last three years, and of governing 
the schools on really moderate and fair 
principles, Partisanship is, however, os 
bitter on one side os tha other, and Mr. 
Athelstan Riley still hopes to force the 
moderate majority to follow him net a 
kind of Anglo-Catholic school board pope. 

Between Mr. Riley and Mr, Lyulph 
Stanley there is ample room for a man 
of sense, discretion and some impartiality 
to whom the efficiency of the schools 
would be the first object. 

The Manchester ship canal ie thought 
by The Times to be both a financial and 
& commercial failure, It has been open 
eleven months. Ite business shows no 
sign of increase since tho beginning, but 
of late diminishes rapidly. If there 
were paying business to do there is not 
sufficient dock equipment. The gross 
receipts of the canal for a year will bo 
leas than $400,000, leas than ia nooded 
to pay interest on the firat dobontirés, 
The debt is $25,000,000; the resources re-

Tho derelict scare has been pretty well 
laid to reat by the roport of the joint 
committee of the Adiniralty and Bonrd 
of Trade, This committee consists of 
naval and other maring exports They 
are untinimously of the opinion that the 


danger from Jerelicts in the Atlantic 
hos been greatly exaggerated. Their 
couiputation is that oot more than 


nineteen exist at any ove timo over oan 
area of 10,000,000 square miles, and very 


much less than nineteen along the At- 
Inntic trade routes. The cost and dif 
fleulty of discovering and deatroying 


these few would vastly exceed any bene- 
fit to be obtained. They oppose any 
such undertaking, and they do not favor 
on International conference, They pro- 
pose, however, that wesetera of veascla 
should be roquired to report all dere- 
licts they fall in with, and that all pos- 
sible information shoula be published, 
Boyoud that they decline to go. 

The Prime Minister and the Amorican 
Apibassador haye now joined the com- 
mittee for raising funda to buy Carlylo’s 
house in Chelsea and make it a perma- 
nent international momorial of the great 
writer, It is hoped that othor eminent 
Awoerlcans will act with Mr. Bayard, 
and that American subscriptions will bo 
sent. The amount needed is but $20,- 
000, Mr, Bayard, in presiding last 
evening over the 280th Scottish cor- 
poration festival, referred to this pro- 
ject a# one in which all Scots and Am- 
ericans who cared for ono of the great- 
est forces in modern literature 
have an interest, He spoke, as 
with admirablo effect. 

He is the representative of his Govern- 
ment, and in this, as in most other mat- 
ters, of his countrymen also, They owe 
him something, and they may well sup- 
port him in a matter he haa at heart, 

It is long since archaclogical art in 
England has sustained such a loss o# In 
the death of Sir Charles Newton, There 
remains no one of equal importance to 
lose. He was tho creator of his own de- 
partment in tho British Museum; at 
least he raised it from the third-rate 
to tho first-rato. It is now probably the 
best classical museum in Europe, and it 
is his work—a work to which he deyot- 
ed 40 yours of the most intelligent and 
learned work, He had an immense knowl- 
edge of ancient art, and with it—the two 
are not always found together—a sure 
taste, He cared as much for the beauti- 
ful as for mere antiquity. With all this, 
he was no pedant, but o man of the 
world and of affairs, able to conduct ex- 
Plorations on a great scale, to negoti- 
ate, to influence public opinion and to 
create the taste which he sought to 
gratify. Bo has written, and written 
well, while of his talent as organizer and 
administrator hia department in the 
British Musoum is the best cvidence. It 
is to him that England owes the Blues 
and Castellani collections, and much else. 
His two chief posts at the museum and at 
University Colloge are Tilled by able men, 
but to Sir Charles Newton there is no 
successor,

At the St, Andrew's Dinner—The Soul of a 
Nation—Chauncey Dopeve's Remarks, 
New York, Dec, 8,—At st, Andrew's din- 

ner Friday night Chauncey M, Depew wis 

hailed as “the peach,’ talked of “ The 

Land We Live In,” and tickled the na- 

tional modesty of the Scots by telling 

them what fine people they were and how 

they thrive under all conditions und in 

all climates, 
“ There's 


no place where you won't 


find a Scotchman aud another man carry- | 


ing his trunk,” said he. “Lhe Scotch 
here have not ‘bothered us by taking pos- 
session of our offices like the Irish, but 
they have loaned the Irish the money to 
do it With at good iuterest. Every time 
Gladstone has been in power Scotland has 
governed Britain. Whenever Britain 
finds it is likely to lose any colonial 
possessions it sends a Scotchman to re- 
claim them, ~ When Canada was gravi- 
tating to us, Gladstone sent over Aber- 
deen and annexation was postponed for 
o time.” (Laughter and cheers.) ° 

The Earl of Aberdeen was then introduc- 
ed and the company sang “For He's a 
Jolly Good Fellow.” His ‘toast was 
“Our Neighbors of the North,’ 4 
_ After narrating in a jocular way some 
of tl supposed taunts and gibes which 
Scotchmen Jhaye to endure patiently, he 
paid his respects to Mr. Depew. He also 
amused himself at Mr. Choate’s expense 
for a time and then told several Scotch 
stories, which were well received. - 
tinuing, he said: 

“ Even our churchgoing tendencies are 
sometimes made fun of. For instance, 
when some Southron pretended that he 
overheard the following conversation be- 
tweon two olders returning from church. 
Said the first elder: ‘Did you hear Dun- 
can snoring i’ the sermon?’ The second 
elder answered: “ Pairfectly disgrace- 
ful; he waukened us a’,’ 

“Ishall not dilate on Scottish character- 
istics in detail at a wathering like this, 
however, where our nationality is so 
fully and conspicuously represented. It 
may be allowable to express the hope 
that we shall never think it necessary 
to diszuise, still less to be ashamed of 
that nationality. I know that it may 
be, and has been, suggested that the 
maintenance of these societies may hin- 
der that fusion, that harmonious co- 
operation which is so much to be de- 
sired in every community.. But I have 
no Apprehension on that score. Rather 
should the celebration of our love for 
the land of our origin be a stimulus and 
an incentive to take a real share in 
prompting the country of our adoption. 

“And, besides, the individuality of ao 
race is a thing not lightly to be lost 
sight of. If we aim at getting rid of 
our distinctively Scottish features in 
order to acquire similarity to others of 
o different nationality, we shall probab- 
ly only succeed jn becoming common- 
place. 

“There is, 60 to speak, a soul belomzing 
to o nation os well as to individuals, 
Rob them of what is distinctively) thoir 
own, and you rob them of their soul- 
like quality. I trust both here und in 
Canada, which I am proud to ropresent 
to-night, Scotchmen will show that they 
appreciate not only good business, but 
good zovernment,and that what we claim 
to be a Scottieh trait—namely, the love 
of right—will be carried into practice 
in supporting every well-directed move- 
ment lor securing more and moro of 
righteousness and of equity in tha ad- 
ministration of our public affairs,”

ENGLAND AND RUSSIA INTERVENE 


Possible Mesults of the 
Entente Already Being Discussed 
(zar's Forces May De 


Anglo~-Russian 
The 
Asked to Occupy 
Armenta—Talk of the Coming Session 
of Parliament, 


Jondon, Dee, 8,—Pustem Pasha, the 
Turkish Ambhesador to Great Britain, 
hid a long interview Saturday even- 
ing with the Earl of Kimb rley, Secretary 
of State for Foreign Affairs, in which 
itis understood he gave Lord Kimberley 
such o detailed statement of the inten- 
tion of the Porte to make an honest 
investigation in regard to the Armenian 
Atrocities, as satisfied the Foreign Secre- 
tary that the matter would be thor- 
oughly sifted. Sir Philip Currie, British 
Ambassador to Turkey, has also cabled 
to the Foreign Office a statement giv- 
ing rensons which led him to suppose 
that the commission f&ppointed to in- 
vestigate the matter intend to make 
an unbiased report. This semi-official in- 
formation conveys what the Government 
wish the public to believe, but withholda 
the exact truth rogarding the position 
of affairs, which {s that tha Porte is 
acting under an explicit warning from 
England that Article 61 of the Berlin 
Treaty, which guarantees the security 
of the Armeninas, will be enforced 
through the intervention of the powers 
unless the result of the commission's 
labors shall be absolutely satisfactory 
and the reform promised in Armenia be 
effected without delay. 

The Speaker in an article on the sub- 
ject. predicts the failure of the Porte 
to meet England's demands, and fore- 
casts po Ajglo-Russian intervention in 
Armenia as the inevitable outcome of 
the present condition of affairs. Tho 
paper says the Porte, after a long de- 
lay, will produce a plan for illusory re- 
forms, and that in the ameamntime the 
provess of extirpation of the Armeniaun 
will proceed unchecked; and adda; ‘The 
Goveynmont ought to ‘recognize that 
the time Ior wo¥ds is past.” 

The first fruits of the proposed Anglo- 
Russian entente, The Speaker contines,

ABOUT BACTERIA 


Faotse Concerning Gerawe Kveory Woman 


Should Know—Mea and the Germ 

Theory 

The word ‘microbe ‘is a bete noir to 
thoae who have not overcome their re 

“pugnant oto the thought that the air ia 

tecming with an tnvi ible army of 
cavengers, upon whic h we depend for 
many conditions necessary to our very 
exiatance, The rovelation of the microbe 
is no exception to the rule of all fro ut 
discoveries, Tlostility and ineredulity 
have marked the advent of its prode 
. It is not always folly to be wise, Gen 
Grant said, “What you aro not afraid 
of won't hurt you.’ Tho layman thinks 
the selontist has “gone mad over mi 
crobes,” but when the former is attac kod 
by some germ disoase, the latter gener 
ally knows protty woll the kind of 
mnicrobe is causing tho misc hief, while 
much speculation is indulged in by tho 
sufferer, 

The ubiquitous microbe has no re 
spect for unbollovers It follows out its 
life history. It is only since that won 
derful bil. of transparency, the micro 
scope lens, has enabled us to see and 
study the infinitely small that greator 
success attends the warfare between 
human life and its ravages. Few un 
healthy conditions are now mysteries, 
Generally they can be traced to micro 
scopic lite. Decomposition, formenta- 
tion, putrefaction, stagnant wator, foul 
odors, bad air, which has been breathed 
and rebreathed in a room and received 
the exhalations of many people, are the 
result of bacterial action, It surrounds 
us on all sides In air, water, soil, food, 
dust.. Existing in tho air the toilers, 
more busy than bees in a hive, fall 
upon congenial soiland begin immedi- 
ately to reduce it to conditions favor- 
ablo to some other sort of bacteria. 
These change it into food fit for a third, 
and so the work of mutation goes on 80 
long as there are clements to be 
changed and bacteria present to work 
the change. 

Itisa germ which turns milk sour, 
One which curdles it, another that gives 
it a blue tint and another makes it red. 
There isan “‘ecclesiastical’’ germ, so- 
called because it forms blood-like spots. 
The ancients used to find their sacred 
bread, left on the altar over night, spot- 
ted with blood and they believed that a 
direct messenger had been sent from 
God. Now almost an labratory will 
show you just how such spots forming 
ina test tube by an “invisible mid- 
ret." 2 

The iridescence seen on old wood and 
decayed meat, on fish, and on the sur- 
face of stagnant pools, the light along 
the wake of aship, the decay of teeth, 
the changing of wine into vinegar,sugar 
to alcohol and carbonic gas, these and 
hundreds of other familiar condi- 
tions are due to our friends or foes, as 
the gase may be, There is a_speci- 
fic germ for every disease as there is 
apeciic seed for every fruit or vegeta- 
ble. 

“The germ of fermentation finds fav- 
orable soil in grape juice, the germ ‘of 
scarlet fever finds the soil in the human 
body.” Whether they are friend or foe 
depends upon their kind, our ability to 
offer hospitality or hostility, and their 
capacity to carry on antagonistic war- 
fare among themselves, 

There are those which live on other 
kinds. Some live in the human body 
and destroy intruders when they ap- 
proach. Each kind has its own place in 
the world and mors work for us than 
against us. Scientists distinguish them 
as readily as we do a daisy froma dan- 
delion, “They cultivate them as easily 
asa farmer grows his corn and beans. 
They require for grewth just what 
plants do,a proper soil, warmth and 
moisture. 

Though one must be magnified 2, 
times to be photographed, and it takes 
1,500 put end to end to cross the head of 
apin, they are seen through the lens 
dancing and wriggling, gliding, push- 
ing, knocking about like a “‘lot of fran- 
tic skaters.” 

Some very big names have been 
given them, Those that look likea 
tiny dot are called “‘micrococcus.” The 
little straight rods are ‘*bacillus,” and a 
kind that look like a comma, or, when 
elongated, resemble a corkscrew, are 
“spirillum.” 

‘Sachagonyces cereoislac” is a_ bi 
name, but considering its importance it 
is not inappropriate. It is the name of 
that little agent which makes yeast, 
called so from “gheast,’ meaning 
“spirit” in German. It used to be 
thought that spirits got into wine, beer 
and other fermenting substances. Now 
we cultivate the little plant and know 
just what it is doing, Some bacteria 
work rapidly, some slowly. Some grow 
so fast as to multiply one to 16,500,000 
in twenty-four hours, while the slowest 
grower doubles in the same time. 

It is frequently stated by micros- 
copists that inless than a week every 
ocean on the globe could bo filled by 
bacterial growth provided conditions 
were favorable, 

Luckily for us, no such thing can 
happen. ‘Toomany of our friends stand 
Waiting to destroy encrooching armies. 
So long as our physical and terrestrial 
soils are kept in cleanliness and purity 
we need not fear bacteria, 

Deteriorated health affords a favor- 
able field for germ ropagation, not 
only because weakened tissues are more 
readily consumed or changed, but be- 
cause the friendly invisibles are weaker 
and unable to destroy the enemy. 

Some bacteria are more tenacious of 
life than others, the typhoid bacillus and 
tuberculosis germ being the greatest. 
Freezing renders harmless fora time, 
but in rare cases kills. Heat at the 
hoiling voint is a germicide

The Noted Labor Leader on His Way to 
Denver. 


New York, Dee. 8.—Johbn Burns, M.P., 
and representative of amalgamated la- 
bor in England, arrived here Monday on 
the Cunard steamer Etruria, Samuel 
Gompers, President of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, and a couple of local 
labor leaders went down the Bay on a 
revenue cutter, and boarded the big 
liner at quarantine to receive the noted 
Englishman. The real welcome, how- 
ever did not occur until Mr, Burns ran 
down the gangwa} and landed breath- 
less among o hundred members of differ- 
ent trades unions, who had gathered to 
meet. him, 

Mr. Gompers in a few words welcomed 
Mr. Burns in the name of the united 
trades unions of America, In the cen- 
try of a circle, formed by the members 
of the Federation, Mr Burns stood con- 
spicuous, but not cmbarrassed by his 
Warm reception. As Mr, Gompers finish- 
ed, Mr. Dumas, represonting Typographi- 
cal Union, No. 6, stepped forward and 
delivered an address, in which he said 
that on behalf of one hundred thousand 
members of the local organizations of the 
city of New York he welcomed him to 
the Metropolis of the New World. It 
Was several minutes before Mr. Burns 
could be heard in reply, owing to the 
continued cheering. He said in part; 
“TI wish to express my thanks for your 
many kind words and the splendid wel- 
come you have accroded me. It is a plea¢ 
sure for me to be ip America at last, 
I come not to take sides with any fac- 
tion particularly in labor organizations, 
but to do all I can to promote fratern- 
ity in the laboring people of England 
and America. 

_1 am particularly pleased. that my 
first reception should ttake place ona 
dock, I $ave been the leader of the 
dock strike in London, and it seems sin- 
gularly appropriate thnt my landing 
here should be among a working people 
in the midst of noise and bustle pecu- 
liar to w big dock.” After some hand- 
shaking with labor leaders, Mr. Burns 
was escorted to his hotel. 

On his way fp West-street many 
&tevedores who had worked on the Lon- 
dou docks recognized their champion 
and gragfping his hand, daluted him with 
a * Good luck to you, John.” Mr Hurna 
bommented on the incidents later at hia 
hotel, and speke of the pleasure he e x- 
perienced when he was remembored and 
addressed so familiarly. 


Congress Will Mect To-Day. 


Washington,Dec, 3.--At 12 o'clock Mon- 
day the House of Representatives will 
convene in the third and final session of 
the 58rd Congress, The attendance of 
members on the opening day is not ex- 
pected to number more than a quorum. 
Besides listening to the reading of the 
message of President Cleveland it is not 
likely that anything will be done to- 
morrow, No program of business has 
been arranged by the Committee on Rules. 
A meeting of the committee will be held 
after the adjournment to-morrow, Among 
the bills that are likely to coma up dur- 
ing the seasion are the Nicaraguan Canal 
Bill and the bill to permit railroad com- 
panies to pool passenger and freight 
business under regulation by tho Inter- 
State Commerce Commission. The con- 
tested clection case of Williams y. Set- 
tle from the fifth North Carolina 
trict, which was postponed from last 
district of Ohic in relation to hia 
keasion by agreement, will also be con- 
sidered. Aside from the regular ap- 
propriation billa there ia not now much 
business in sight that is likely to re- 
ceive final or decisive action. A new 
financial policy, the recent bond iasue 
and the investigation of Judge Ricks of 
the United States Court for the northern 
district of Ohio in relation to hia 
action na clerk of the court will doubt- 
lows be discussed.

Washington, Dee. 4.—The lost session 
of the 63rd Congress of the United States 
Was commenced yesterday, The reading of 
the President’s annual message was the 
only important item in the day's busi- 
n0se, 

At 11 o'clock the public galleries in 
the House of Representatives were filled 
to the doors. At that hour the acone 
on the floor was an animated one, Fully 
100 representatives were present. 

Something like o sensation was created 
when four men ecnterod tho Chamber 
Carrying on their shoulders a floral 
school-house, which was placed on the 
desk of Mr. Linton of Michigan. Ita ap- 
pearance was greeted with a round of 
applause, principally on the Republican 
side. This piece wae the gift of the Am- 
erican Protective Association of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, presented os a token 
of appreciation of Mr. Linton’s services. 

On ex-Speaker Reed's desk was a mag- 
nificent. Moral ship full rigged, On a 
card attached to the offering was the 
following :—** Advocate as you have 
always, protection and American labor, 
and the ship will guide you into 4 haven 
of peaceful waters.’ Amidships on the 
deck of the vessel in blue immortelles were 
the significant figures 96. There were 
many other floral offerings. The most 
notable event of the day was the recep- 
tion given to ex-Speaker Reed, 

A round of applause greeted Speaker 
Crisp as he took the chair and called 
the House to order. At 12.22 the roll- 
call was completed, and Speaker Crisp 
reported that 210 members—more than 
& quorum—were _ present, 

Messrs. Wilson, Holman and Reed were 
appointed a committee on behalf of the 
House to walt upon the President and 
notify him that the House had assem- 
bled and was ready to receive any mes- 
sage he might send. 

Major Pruden, the President's assistant 
secretary, appeared with the auunal mes- 
sage. As Clerk Kerr began the reading 
of the document nearly all the members 
who had answered to their names were 
in their seats, and the attention given 
was something remarkable.

Early in the present year an  agree- 

ment was reached with Great Britain 


concerning the instructions to be given 


to naval commanders in Behring Sea 
for the protection of seal . fife.

understanding has also been reached for 
the payment by the United States of 
$426,000 in full satisfaction of all claims 
which may be made by Great Britain 
for damages growing out of the contro- 
vorsy as to fur seals in Behring Sea, or 
the seizure of British vessels, Thus far, 
only France and Portugal have signified 
their willingness to adhere to the regu- 
lations established under the award of 
the Pario tribunal of arbitration. 

Affairs in Hawaii and Mexico are dis- 
missed with few words, but the  Blue- 
fields incident is dealt with at length.

The Earl of Jersey Makes His 1 
Report. 


THE CONFERENCE WAS A SUCCESS. 


Tho Delegate From Great Uritain to the 
Late Otlawa Conference Has Made Mis 
Keport to Lord Kipon

eal Arrangements

clusions as to the cable, bteamship: and 
trade the empire. 

These conclusions are described by him 
o# sound, practical and likely, if realix- 
ed, to be of the groatest advantage ta 
Great Britain. The Earl of Jersey | 
curnestly advises the Government to 
consider favorably the unanimous request 
of the conference of the removal of any 
restrictions, treaty or statutory pro- | 
hibition standing in the way of inter- 
colonial trade. ‘The power to make 
fiscal Arranzements, he siya, may or 
may not be largely wed, but in granting 
it to sell-zoverning colouiea Great 
Britain will be developing the policy 
long pursued, of enabling them to make © 
use ol such resources within the Empire 
oa they think best. Experience has shown 
this policy to be the safest, he thinks, 
Méiud the most satisfaetory mode of pro- 
moting advancement. He remarks that 
there is nothing on the statute book to 
prevent Canada, the Cape, and even Crown 
colonies, from making differential con- 
ventions, but a statutory prolubition of a 
very exceptional character still precludes 


relations in 


Australians entering differential tariff 
agreements, The only conventions that 


the Australian colonies contemplate, be 
finds, are those with Canada, ond pos- 
sibly the Cape. These, if concluded,would 
not, he believes, materially affect the 
tommercial interests of Great Britain. 


He adds: “1 consider it will be a con- 
sistent and successful policy to recog- 
nize the reasonable naturé of the 
request that autonomous colonies 


have power, subject to the veto of the 
brown, to make such fiscal arrangements 
with each other as mayscem to them 
reat conducive to commercial prosper- + 

EYci 

As to the treaties with Belgium and 
Germany, the Earl of Jersey is satisfied 
that they do not preclude\ making pre- 
ferential arrangements among the colon- 
ies themselves, without the specjal ad- 
vantages, so accorded, being extended 
to the countries in question. Never- 
theless, he thinks these treatis would 

mevent Great Britain from sharing any 

enefit which might be given by one 

colony to another, althought they would 
not prevent Great Britain from giving 
tppecially advantageous terms to 
the colonies. Great Brituiu, he holds, has 
by treaties bargained away her power 
to receive better terms in the colonies, 
regarding her exports, than are given to 
Belgium and Germany. He will suggest 
that Great Britain might consider whe- 
ther it would be possible, without de- 
nouncing the treaties, to induce Belgium 
and Germany to consent to the abroga- 
tion of the clauses specially referring to 
the colonies. 

As regards the suggestion to establish 
@ maximum tariff for foreign nations, 
and a minimum tariff for members of the 
Empire, the Earl of Jersey remarks that 


euch a proposal would —_ inyolve 
a fundamental) change in the 
financial policy of Great _Bri- 
tain. As far as the colonies are con- 


cerned, he thinks it would mean the re- 
mission of existhug taxation, but, as 
applied to Great Britain, it would compel 
the introduction of « new system and the 
creation of new taxation. 

“Canada, Australia and the Cape,” he 
writes, “with their exuberant products 
of food antraw material compared withi 
their population, regard import duties 
with a different experience from that of 
the United Kingdom with its insufficiency 
of home-grown food, and the necessity of 
the free importation of raw material for 
industries,” 

Coming to the mail service, the re- 
port is distinctly sympathetic, bug wacns 
the Australian colonies that mpich will 
depend on their action. It mentions that 
the assistance required from the Imperial 
Government might be easily rendered by | 
diverting some of the mail poundaze , 
from the existing New York Jines, On , 
this point its lanzonze is: “If, instead 
of weekly mails sent by the Cunard and 
White Star lines, one were sent by the 
proposed route to Canada, not only 
would certain political and naval  ad- 
vantazes be secured, but about 562,000 
pounds or half the potndazge now, paid | 
yearly to the New York lines, wotuld be | 
saved, as the subsidized service would | 
carry mail matter free ta the exteng of 
the subsidy. Then there would be a 
lanze set off against the contribution of 
76,000 pounds and the remainder would , 
be still further reduced by the free car- | 
riaze of any mails from Vancouver ta 
New Zealand and Australia.” t 

It is sygeested that the difference be- 
tweon the poundage and £75,000 might 
be made up by the admiralty subvention 
on account of the fast cruisers. The 
new company could supply something 
like £89,000, If Great Britain makes 
these concessions, the report continues, 
she will have done her part toward forg-

SWINDLED UNCLE | 


A Shrewd Gang of Smugglers 
Captured. 


TWO OF THEM WERE CANADIANS, 


Selma Ghobroeom Voses As a Convert to 
Christianity aud Was Very todustrious 
in Making Money for Herself The 
United States Has Lost 
Ovor $10,000 Io Dulles. 

Detroit, Dec, 4,—Within the past 45 
hours tho authorition in this city have 
unparthed one of the ‘most oxtonsive 
smuggling schomes over brought to the 
notice of the Federal Government, Five 
porwons havo already been arrested and 
in all probnbility other arrests will be 
made, The operations of the smugglem 
have oxtonded over a period of about 
oue year and a half as far on the au- 
thoritics have been able to determine, 
and tho amount of goods smuggled into 
the country at Detroit during that time 
will amount to over $20,000, 

In connpetion with the arreat of the 
smugglers, tho officers discovered and 
velsod about $8000 worth of property. Of 
the five porsons arrested, threo are wor 
men, twoof thom, Kate Moore and Mra, 
Annic Kirk, a siater of the Moore womnts 
being residents of Windsor, Ont., and liv- 
ing at No. 17 Chatham-«treot, rhe 
man arrested and the other woman are 
natives of Syria, and are brother and «is- 
ter, Selma Ghobreon, a lecturer on Syria, 
and Asaph Ghobrwon, The class of goods 
handled by the band were the very fin- 
est products of Syria and Turkey, con- 
sisting of spreads, tapostrios, shawls, 
eoverleta and othor fancy articles, hand 
embroidered in gold, and the duty on this 
tlass of goods is 60 por cont. 

The woman, Kate Moore, who ia 563 
years of age, already admits hor guilt 
and says she was hired to do the work. 
Just how many shipments have ‘been 
smuggled into the country is not known, 
but the authorities believe it was not 
loss than five, 

The modus operandi of the smugglers 
was to have the goods shipped from Con- 
ptantinople to Montreal, Hamilton and 
Toronto, where they were unpacked and 
sent forward in small packages to Wind- 
sor, where the smugglors concealed them 
on their persons and crossed over to De- 
troit. The rest was then easy. Express 
parcels to New York and other Eastern’ 
points speellily carried the contraband 
articles to the best markets, whore they, 
Nero disposed of to Jarge dealers in Or 
ental goods,

tions.” 

The Gazette, however, disapproves of 
the plan of assisting a new 
steamers by dividing the subsidy now 
paid for carrying the mails to New York, 
adding: “The Government is quite 
rich enough to pay for its bi-weekly ser- 
vice to New York and for a weekly line 
to Canada as well.

In 1801 Mr, Avery wae one of the moat 
highly respectod citizens of Cloveland.

Invuaoy echoola ha text-booka, Prom 
ISS88, until Feb. 5, 1891, ho waa a eandi- 
date for the office of postmaator of Cleve- 
Jand, But upon that date he waa = ar 
meted on & warrant eworn out by Mr. 
Spaulding, charging Avery with having 
étolon a gold watch from him in 1865, 
While the 11th Michigan Cavalry was 
noir Athens, Clark Co., Ga. Tha caso 
was tried before a justice of the peace 
and Mr. Avery was honorably discharg- 
od, till the Cleveland papera wore full 
of accounts of the sensational arrest. 

Mr. Spaulding claimed that one night 
while in camp in Georgia Mr. Avery, 
Who was a sergeant-major in the troop, 
while Mr, Spaulding waa a private,came 
to Mr. Spaulding’s tent and domanded a 
wold watch he had valued at $250, Mr, 
Avery was accompanied by f civilian, 
and the two took the watch from Mr. 
Spaulding. Mr. ‘Avery and Spaulding 
both lived in Monroe County, Mr,Spauid- 
ing in Dundee and Mr. Avery in Monroe, 
Alter tho troops returned home Spauld- 
ing told a Monroe jeweler about the 
loss of the watch and described it. About 
two weeks later he was called into the 
jeweler’s store and shown the watch leit 
by Mr. Avery. He did nothing to ro- 
cover the watch, but meeting Avery in 
the street some timo later demanded {t, 
Mr. Avery struck him and ‘the two had 
& rough-and-tumble fight. Mr. Spaulding 
said he had-ahwaya intended to get pos- 
session“of the watch, but lost sight of 
~ Avery for yoars, until he heard of 
him in Cleveland, 

When arrested in Cleveland Mr. Avery 
gave his story of the watch offair to the 
nowspapers. He claimed that while in 
Georgia a planter of that statq came to 
the camp and told 8, B. Brown, the coms 
mainder, who was afterwards known as 
Col. Brown, that ho bad lost eome horses 
ond a gold watch by Yankee raiders. 
The planter’s name was P. H,. Pond. 
Mr. Avery was detailed by Col. Brown 
to find the watch, and found it in 
Spaulding’s possession, and took it to 
the colonel. Mr. Pond was afraid to 
keep the watch in hie possession, through 
fear of raiders, so asked Mr. Avery to 
keep it-for him, and send it to him after 
the war was over. Mr. Avery so agreed. 
Later on he found out that Mr. Pond, 
the Southerner, was a relative of his 
prospective wile, so he kept the watch 
until it was safe to send it to the south, - 
aud then sent it to its owner. 

Mr. Avery was on the witness stand 
yesteyday. He snid that after jfoming 
home from the war he had worked his 
way through Ann Arbor. Then he was 
an editorial writer on a Detriot paper and 
went to Cleveland in 1871. He was 
school teacher and superintendent there 
for a time, In 1879 he went on the lec-- 
ture platform until 1884. Then he be- 
came interested in organizing electric 
light plants from New York to Texas. 
Within the last three years he has lbeen 
bugaged in literary work in Cleveland,

NO TARIFF TINKERING, 


The Senate Will Not Make Any Changes 
in the Schedule. 

Washington, Dec, 4.—The fate 
tariff legislation, and especially that 
contemplated in the four ‘ Pop-gun” 
tariff bills, and the measure intended to 
remedy the error in the alcohol clauses 
of the tariff bill, was practically sealed 
by the discussion held by tha Senate Fi- 
nance Committee to-day. 

The discussion was coufincd almost ex- 
clusively to the tariff, the cur- 
rency scheme ofthe President receiving 
only casual reference. Mr. Harris said 
he would like to see the sugar schedule 
modified, but in view of the statements 
made to Congeess by Secretary Carliele 
he could not advocate any step that 
Would reduce the revenues of the Govern- 
ment. Mr. Jones was desirous of hav- 
ing the differential sugar duty expunged, 
but admitted the inability to carry out 
that desire, 

Mr. Voorhees, chairman of the com- 
mittee, is uilderstood to have taken 
stroug ground against apy more tarilf 
logislation this ession. He declared 
himself opposed to any tampering with 
the present tariff law as it passed the 
Senate. He wanted it to stand and let 
the people have the chance of testing it. 

The Republicans were of the same 
Opinion, and said as the Democrats bad 
passed the bill against their protests 
the party must stand or fall by the 
legislation, however pernicious it proved 
to be. It was apparent that any effort 
to take up the supplemental billa would 
be the signal for the opening of the 
Whole tariff question, and the Democra- 
tic members admitted, it is said, that 
they were powerless to do anything,

St. Thomas, Ont., Dec. 6.—“‘The 
tions will take place in Marchi next, but 
pending that time many changes fraught 
With iniportance to the Liberal-Conserva- 
tive party are likely to take place,” 
sold & man in the confidence of the party 
to your correspondent, after 6 confer- 
ence with Hon, Mr, Patterson and Hon, 
Mr. Haggart. “I am confident that 
Sir John Thompson will not go to the 
country as Premier. He will be sworn 
in a# a member of the Privy Council; 
will become a Jaw lord and will resign 
the promiership. Sir Charles Tupper ts 
the most likely man to succeed him.” 

The first of a series-of meetings, which 
are to be held throughout tho west dur- 
ing the next fortnight, took place in the 
Drill-shed to-night. The building was 
thronged to the doors and the audience 
good-naturedly remained, Through the 
open window the voices of the apeakers 
reached the surgery opposite where @at 
Dr, Wilson, the fourth, would-be candi- 
date for the riding, who, unmindful of 
the fate of the pitcher that went oo 
often to the well, ia willing to try a 
fall with the balance of the quartette. 

On the platform were Col. Stacy and 
mony of the leading Conservative work- 
ers of the city, including Messrs. T. W. 
Crothers, R. McCully, W. B. Doherty, 
who, during the afternoon, had driven 
the Ministers around the city and shown 
them the sights, 

A deputation, headed by Mr, J. Mar- 
shall tho member for South Middlesex, 
arrived from London and managed to 
Bqueere in the building, which was 
crowded to the doors, The deputation 
brought the semi-official news that Hon. 
John Carling will not seck re-election in 
London, 

The audience was not over enthusiastic 
nevertheless, sat patiéntly for five hours; 
4 circumstance not the less surprising in 
view of the fact that the best speeches 
were wot reserved until tlie lost. 

The speakers ware War Minister Pat- 
terson, Hon. John Haggart, Minister of 
Railways; Senator Ferguson; Dr. Monta- 
gue, M.P., and A. Ingram; M.P. 

Manager M, A, Gilbert of the Imperial 
Bank introduced Mr, A. Ingram, M.P. for 
Bast Elgin, who stated that he was pre- 
pared to defend every yote he had ever 
cast in the House, and made an eloquent 
speech in favor of the retaining of the 
National Policy in its entirety. 

Dr, Roome, M.P. for West Middlesex, 
having spoken briefly, War ‘Minister 
J. O, Patterson was introduced and re- 
ceived An ovation. He acknowledged that 
while he was a non-combatant and a 
man of peace,yet he had worna red coat 
in the Trent Affair. Still he did not como 
here to-night in the garb of a man of war, 
but a civilian. 

Referring to the farping critics who 
were crying depression, he said he wished 
they would come to St. Thomas and see 
the signs of prosperity manifest; signs 
which were confirmed by the statistical 
proof# furnished py the census returns, 
Which showed that St. Thomas had in- 
creased 23 per cent.,, while the rural sec- 
tions had adyanced proportionately. To 
be sure that there was no boom visible, 
yet this was a good sign, for all booma 
have a reaction, Therefore, said the 
speaker, brware of a boom 

It had beew bruited around towm all 
day tbat Mr. Patterson would make an 
important tnnouncement respecting the 
appronching election. When the War Min- 
ister started in to refer to it all ears 
were strained, 

This is what he said: “Our opponents 
are very much alarmed with respect to 
the elections. They think we are travel- 
ing Around because we intend appealing 
to the electorate, We are alwaye ready 
to Appeal to the eleatorate. We have 
confidence enough in the comon sense of 
the people of Canada, and we have noth- 
ing to fear from the verdict, come it 
early or late. Our opponents are like a 
min of whony I heard a story, who waa 
asked to take a bath in winter. When 
asked how he liked it, he said, ‘I don't 
a} it, but I #uppoeq I will have to stand 
ee 

Mr. Patterson, who was in rdmarkably 
good form, next touchad upon the trade 
realtions of Canada with other countries, 
And cited the vast increase in the volume 
of trade between Canada and Australia, 
thanks to the efforts of Hon. Mackenzia 
Bowell. , Incidentally he referred to the 
Intercolonial conference, and to the de- 
termination to send Mr. J. 8S. Larke to 
Australia, 

Thowe in the audience who pin their 
faith to the rumor that Sir Charles Tup- 
per ie to succeed Sir John Thompson o8 
leader of the Conservative party amil- 
ed knowingly when Mr, Patterson paid 
® eulogium to Sir Charles, a man whom 
the speaker said had never weariod in 
exerting himself in behalf of Canada, and 
who had spent a long lifetime in advanc- 
ing the interests of thia Dominion. 

lu this conunection Mr, Patterson re- 
ferred to the immense atimulus giver to 
the trade between Canada and Eng- 
land, thanks to the efforta of the High 
Commissioner. 

After reviewing at wome length the 
various efforts made by the Conservative 
Government to secure reciprocal trade 
relations, the speaker referred to the 
strong wave of protection which ia 
eweoping over the country aa instanced 
by the Republican eweep of a few montha 
ago acro@a the border. The policy ol 
the Conservative Government in the past 
in establishing home marketa and in 
dustries, and drawing closer to the 
Mother Country in catablishing faat 
steainship lines and building up an inter 
colovial trade and in deepening the 
conals, was contrasted with that of the 
Opposition who were going about decry 
ing Canada and trying to injure her 
credit in the financial centres of the 
world, 

Eloquently the speaker contrasted the 
present etate of affairs with the condi- 
tior of things in 1874, when official aa 
Kignees ond soup kitchens were tho only 
industries that flourished 

The wisdom of the late great chief of 
the party, Sir John Macdonald, had been 
shown by the development of the country. 
It wos o fact that in 1898 Canada ox 
ported to Great Britain more goods than 
she did to the United States in the four 
years preceding.

Lauricr’s recent apeech, he cited the 
three famous declarations of the leader 
of the Opposition 1, Let the English 
example be followed; 2, Adopt the Britieh 
syatem; and 8, Every veatign of protec 


tion ehall be removed [rom the soil of 
Canada, ' 

These three declarations, anid the 
apenker, would be @bandoned within 
two year, aa waa the once favored child 
of fortune, unrestricted reciprocity. 

Continuing, the Doctor eaid that the 
party who had claimed that loyalty waa 
the last refuge of a scoundrel, itself found 


refuge among the ramparts of loyalty. 
Seriatim, he then took up the declara 
tions made by Mr. Laurier. He agreed 


with the leader of the Opposition that 
it wonld be desirable to follow the ex- 
ample of England in fostering industrica 
until such time os they had developed be- 
yond the fear of competition. 

Senator Ferguson said that many peo 
ple claimed that when a man became a 
senator be should not discuss politics 
but for himself, when be ascended to ‘the 
Upper House it was on the distinct un- 
derstanding that he ghould not by this 
act doatroy hia individuality, hia citizen: 
ship or hie manhood, 

In the course of hid remarks on the 
trade question, the senator pointed ou 
that in 1891 there were in existence in 
Canada 76741 industrial eatablishments, 
with an invested capital of $354,526,- 
000, The number of hands employed wna 
870,104, and there were paid in wa, zea 
$100,656,000, while the output equalled 
in value $476,183,000, 

As an indication of the injary which 
would be created by interfering with the 
tarilf. Senator Ferzuson atated thiut 
even the recent proposal of a 10° per 
cent, reduction, created eo much unrest 
that it almost destroyed Canadian  in- 
vestments fbr a year, #80 sensitive is 
capital. 

“Vote for no man, 
concluded the speaker, “who haa not 
fnith in his country. Vote for no nan 
whose only recommendation is that he 
has something to say nyainst the other 
party. There are black eheep in Govern- 
ments as well as in churches, municipal 
institutions and in private establish- 
menta, There is corruption in all of 
them, but all are not corrupt.

MARTER'S LONDON LESSON 


The Opposition Leader Makes 
an Important Speech.

Mr, Marter received on ovation. Liv- 


ing contiguous to Ward 5, he said, he 
would be glad to join that nassociation.

Mr. Marter then advocated the: same 
examination for Public and Separate 
school teachers, But if the Roman Catho- 
li¢s do not wish their teachers up to the 
Public school standard, js it our place 


to try and force jt on thom? Thg same — 
argument he applied to the school in- | 


Bpectors. One set of inspectors would 
be in the interests of education, but the 
Roman Catholic clergy and the Ontario 
Government are opposed to. this. 

“We have also asked that the text 
hooks be the same in both classes . of 
schools, Wo Haye been ndvocating= this 
for 12 or 15 years. What progress has 
been made? None whatever, There» is 
no, reason Protestants and. Roman Ca- 
tholics shonld not be kindly to each other 
aud mutually respectful of cach other's 
views.» They should: have a ¢ommou ob- 
ject, the good of the country. (Applause.) 

Mr. Marter then referred to tha Pro- 
testant commissioners of New Brunswick, 
zranted Separate schools when not sane- 
tioned by law, but merely out of respect 
to the conscientious confictions and re- 
quests of Catholics. 

He hoped these questions would be 
serjously discussed. “If I am in the 
wrong. I would like to be put right, 
but azain I say, as leader of the Conser- 
vative party, I do not believe it is wise 
in keepiuz up the agitation.” 

On thie issue of the London election 
Mr, Marter was equally candid ani ex- 
plicit. Said he: “I did not carry 
the temperance party. with me. [ am 
speaking for myseif, and I may possibly 
be doing what is unwise, I would Jikea 
conference on this temperance question. 
I am prepared to fight tothe last yun 
when principle is at stake, but not other- 
wise. My friend, Mr. Kribs, says that we 
lost the election at London because we 
didn't have money enough. (Laughte-.) 
Well, we don’t ecll principle for money. 
Perhaps IL was foolish on the temperance 
question, I think it would be foolish in 
the future. to trust for success ion tie 
temperance people of the province. (Ap- 
plause, and a vdice, “You are right.’) 
Ontario has a prohibition fovernment, 
Which will, just as soon as they have the 
power give prohibition. (Applanee,) 

Mr. Marter then referred to the visit 
of Hon. G. W. Koss to London, “a man 
who hus siad ten times more for temper- 
ance than I ever said, and yetin his 
speeches he never onco referred to the 
temperance question. Why didn’t he? He 
perhaps thought taht a number of the 


Conservatives did not Juike what I had 
said on the temperance question, and} 
that, therefore, they ould vote for 


the Liberal candidate. Was that consia- 
tent on the purt of Mr. Ross? I have tho 
greatest contempt for a man who has 
been preaching temperance for years and 
then deserta it for tha sake of yotes for 
his party. (Applause.) @ 

Next Mr. Marter averred that the day 
will come when there will be revelations 
of boodling by the Local 
that would eclipses anything revealed in 
Toronto. There has been more shown 
already, But there is this difference: 
The Ontario Gevernment docs not turn 
the boodlers from office, bul simply saya, 
“Don’t To it again.’ (Larghter.) This 
has been done oyer and ovr again, 

“It is in the interest of the people of 
Ontario that there should be a change 
of Government, and the sooyr ‘that 
change takes place the better for the 
people of this province.’ (Chesrs,) 

Mr. Marter then re-told the story of 
the Government's miemanagemmt and 
extravagance in connection with the 
erection of the Parliamont build§jge, He 
also took up hia parable on ecanials in 
the Commissioner of Public Wor Do- 
partmént.

‘It would be a misfortune,” said Mr, 
Hazgart. ‘to the party, it would be 
a misfortune to the country that 
it should be deprived of the -ervices of 
the right hon. geutleman whom I have 
had the pleasure and honor «f fe Nowing 
and I know the next election I fight 
will be under his leadership.”

ATATUR TO CANADA'S DISCOVERER 

Joho Cabot tn Bronze to Celebrate tho 
Pour Hundredth Anulversary 

Toronto, Dec, 7.-- Oliver A. 
laod, M. L. A,, president tho 
historical section of the Caundinn Ta 
atitute, delivered aon address last night 
on the early bhiatory of Canada — before 
n goodly number of ladies and 
The speaker reviewed in & comprehensive 
manner the history of Cannda from the 
time of the discovery of the Gulf of St. 
Lawrence by John Cabot down to the 
present time, 

“There ia hardly a maritime nation of 
Europe,” said Mr. Howland, “of which 
some of its natives did not put forward 
ita claima to the early discovery of Am- 
erica,” and proceeded to show that Cau- 
bot, who arrived at Cape Breton on 
June 24, 1494, wos the firat to visit 
these shores, and there planted the red 
cross of St, George, ut which time the 
history of Canada bogan, 

The apeaker, step by atep, 
different oventa of Canida’s history to 
the present time, dad said it was time 
to consider in what manner we appreci- 
ate Cabot’s discovery, by celebrating tho 
approaching 400th anniversary. Ile 
suggested that a statue of John Cabot 
should be erected in Queen's Park or somo 
other suitable place, 

Arrangements have already been made 
for the reception of the British Associa- 
tion in 1897. The speaker suggested 
that a purely historical international 
exhibition would be an appropriate man- 
ner in which to celebrate the discovery 
of Canada, He hoped and believed that 
the Dominion and Local Government may 
be aroused in that behalf. He did not 
think om World's Industrial Fair within 
our means, but a purely historical exhi- 
bition is. The Governments would not 
hesitate to liberally endow such an 
exhibition, since they gave large amounts 
toward the Columbian Exhibition, while 
many other nations were hesitating. 

On motion of J. C. Hamilton, seconded 
by A, Harvey, it was unanimously 
solved: That the Council of the Insti- 
tute be urged to hold an historical exhi- 
bition in 1897 simultaneously with the 
meeting of the British Association.

The British Gov rnment Taking Steps 
Towards a Searching laquiry : 


London, Dee, 7.—Lord Kimberley, Se- 
cretary of the Foreign Olfice, was the

The Daily News says: Andakh was be- 
sleged in August, Grgo with his followers 
strongthenod their position, and defended it 
heroically for six days, generally fighting 
with stones and daggers.

Derivation of ‘Grass Widow."’

Marry Hayward Who Loaned tho Victim 
Money and Took Uncontestable Polictes

Minneapolis, Minn,, Dee. 7.—Harry T. 
Hayward, the closest frieid of Cath: 


erine Ging, the girl who waa murdered 
last Monday, ‘waa arrested ‘ast ovening 
On & warrant aworn ot by tho County 
Attorney of Hennepin County. Ulis bro- 
ther, A, A. Hayward, was also ‘vrrested. 
Both were arraigned to-day, but the 
enquiry was enlarged. 

The murder was not committed by 
Haywanr, o# ho waa at the Grand Opera 
House with Miss Blanche Bartleson, his 
fiances, at tho time of the murder, but 
the officors say they will show that 
Miss Ging was murdered at Hayward’s 
inatization by two men, one of whom 
is a St. Paul gambler, who will be ar- 
rested as soon as he can be found, when 
4n attempt will be made to yet him 
to turn Stato’s evidence. 

It is said that this gambler only so- 
cured a small «um for hie work, as Hay- 
ward knew something about him that 
Would send him to State Prison, A 
motive for the crimo is found fn ‘the fact 


that Hayward has lost steadily at 
gamblin recontly—asmuch sometimes 
as $5000 a night. : 


Hb became much embarrassed for funds, 
nut 4 @hort time ago his fathergavehim 
teveral thousand dollars, and the officers 
think he hit upon the scheme oflending 
Miss Ging several thousand dollays,help- 
wd her to secure two life insurance poli- 
cies for 4n aggregate of $10,000, and then 
pitnned to get not only the insurance,but 
the money he had lent her aswell. 

If his plans had worked without a hitch 
he vould pave fecured ¢22,000—the 
&12,000 the girl had on ‘her person and 
the $10,000 life insurance.

In 1894 the rates had been a little 
lower, but he had no confidence in the 
permanency of the rates, because of the 
Orrangement between the owners of 
ships. He advised tho association to 
aecertain (what were the rotes from 
Moutroal to Great ‘Britain during a 
term of yoars, and suggested Inying bo- 
fore the Government enquiry what cvi- 
dence the association could produce, and 
& report of the rates charged for a few 
years past. As he understood it the 
commission had the power to subpena 
witnesses and could compel the com- 
panies to produce their books. He had 
also been informed that the ateamship 
agents met every week and fixed their 
rates, and when so fixed the shippers 
had no redress, having to pay the rates 
without securing the benefit of compe- 
tition. The steamships being in the 
hands of a few, the fixing of rates was 
easily done, and large sums have been 
exacted in excess of that charged from

When the embargo is removed—and he 
hoped it soon would be—the shippers 
would again be ft the mercy of the 
steamship companies. The more this 
trade is interfered with the more the 
farmer and producer will suffer, It is

Ho wished to 
remind the members that it cost more 
toship cattle from Montreal than from 
Boston.

Formerly the 
cattlomen shipped by the carload, and 
complained to the companies of the high 
rates, so tho railway companies agreed 
to allow the dealors to ship by weight, 
but they now found that (this change 
meant on increase instead of a decrease 
in the cost.

A Street Car Collides With a Wagon aud 
Samuct Clayton Susiatus Injuries 
Which May Beault Fatally 


Toronto, Dec, S—An accident of 
& very @crious nature, and which 
miy rewult fatally to Samual 


Clayton, 97 Maitland-street, employed 
4a ®& motorman by the Street Railway 
Oompany, occurred in Tannery Hollow, 
Yonge-stmeet, north, at 10 a.m. yeater- 
duy. 

Samuel Wilkinson, a York Milla far- 
mer, Was driving a tenn of horses at- 
tiched to a wagon laden with hay,down 
Yonge-street, and when opposite Rox- 
borough-ayenue, and just at the head of 
the Gteep decline which commences at 
that point, the bolt attaghing one of 
the whiffictrecs to the doubletrec came 
font and the whiffhletrecs dropped on the 
heeJs of ono of the horses. ‘The anima) 
plunged forward, carrying the neck-yoke 
clear of the pole nnd allowing the lat- 
ter to fall to tho pavement. The end of 
the pole entered the grove in the rail, and 
in thismanner the speed of the wagon 
was somewhat slackened, until the foot 
of the hill was reached, when the wagon 
tame to a atand still. 

Just at this moment the car, of which 
Clayton was motorman, started (5 wo 
the decline. Clayton saw the danger, 
and applied the brake, but the rails were 
slippery, and the car went crashing into 
the heavy laden wagon. The force of 
the collision completely wrecked the 
vestibule of the car, and Clayton was 
pinned between the wrenched brake and 
the front of the car so securely that he 
could not be freed until a heavy sledge 
was procured and the brake driven back. 

Besides several heavy bruises on his 
face, inflicted by the glass, the blow 
from the brake caused serious internal 
injuries, which, it is feared, will have 
& fatal termination. He was removed 
to his home in the ambulance, where Dra. 
Johnson and Fenton attended his in- 
juries. 

Wilkinson's horses succeeded in [reeire 
themselves, and dashed down Yonge- 
street at a lively rate, but were cap- 
tured at Davenport-road. The few 
passengers on the car were badly fright- 
ened when the crash came. 


TRLED TO BEIBE A JURYMAY. 





A Joryman Admits That He Had Been 
Approached. 

London, Ont., Dec. 8.—At the Sessions 
to-day, when ti DPxeter woollen mill 
robbery case was called, the complete 
jury was not found, but some unusual 
things happened.

To 
make it solect good quality satin rib- 
bon in any color you preter, The width 
must be just the length of a large spool 
ot machine silk and the length about 
three-eights of a yard, so that you will 
require three-quarters of a yard of rib- 
bon from two and a half to threo inches 
wide. The model is pale blue and the 
blossoms are painted on it, but it might 
equally well be any other color, good in 
itself, and the decoration can he either 
ainted or embroidered, as you like 
ost. 

In either case cut the ribbon into two 
lengths. On one put all the ornamen- 
tation. To the other attach strips of 
flannel, button-holed arouud the edges, 
and a small bag of soft silk. When so 
much is done lay the two bits of ribbon 
together, and overhand the edges of all 
three Senly, together with invisible 
stitches. If youhave embroidered the 
centre piece it may be well toadda 
line of tree stitching just within the 
edge, but that is optional and a matter 
of taste, In any case attach narrow rib- 
bons to the fourcorners. Then lay your 
spool of black silk directly in the centre 
and slip narrow ribbon through it, 
which will tie it securely into place. 
When the case is open it will display 
all the essentials of the stitch in time 
that isso important a thing. When it 
is closed it will be a very pretty object, 
as tho illustration clearly shows.

A NOVEL HANDKERCHIEF BOX. 


Too many of the boxes and cases herald- 
ed under the attractive name of ‘‘mou- 
choirs" are utterly useless, so that this 


last fact is by no means one of the 


despised. 

The foundation of this one is an 
oblong piece of cardboard, covered with 
soft silk and scented cotton, and tufted 
in the inner side, which forms the bot- 
tom of the box. To it are attached a 
succession of rings, and through these 
is run ribbon, which binds them to- 

ether, and so forms the sides of the box. 

he rings are first crocheted over with 
silk, then sewed fast to the edge of the 
bottom ofthe box. The ribbon, which 
must be of the exact width, is then run 
iorcgh and finished with a bow at each 
end. 

The cover consists of a second piece 
of cardboard, covered on both sides with 
sik, As shown in tho drawing it is 
blue, with some little tracery of gold 
without and white painted with forget- 
me-nots within, The edges are bound 
with narrow blue ribbon, and it is 
button-holed firmly to the rings at the 
back. The girl who made the model 
says there is nothing like forget-me-nots 
as decoration for a gift, and she manages 
tvintroduce some into very nearly all 
of hers. Whether she is right or not 
must be left to each woman to judge for 
herself, but certainly the box as it now 
stands is dainty in the extreme. 

The cover might be all blue or it 
might be of celluloid, in place of cover- 
ed braid, and equally the whole scheme 
of color might be changed if you prefer, 
but the sweetness of the forget-me-nots 
seems to have entered into this one box, 
and so it makes as good a model as any 
that can be found.

Narly all the railroad sta 
tions have telephonesor block signalling 
instruments, All have telegraph sta- 
tions and they carried last year nearly 
a million messages. Their railways are 
of English construction, with one single 
exception. This isa line 200 miles long 
which runs through the Island of Yezo, 
and which was built by American en- 
ginoers with American rolling stock, It 
was opened in 1880 and it is. I am told, 
paying very well. The Japanese are 
now going to make their own engines. 
They have works at Tokio and Kobe,

A RIDE ON A_ JAPANESE RAILROAD, 


The Japanese cars have three classes 
—first, secondandthird. The first-class 
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JAPANESE RAILWAY—SECOND-CLASS. 

is almost altogether like the English ; 
coaches, except that you enter at the; 
end instead of at the side of the cars. 
The cars are divided up into compart- 
ments, with doors running through 
them. ‘The first-class fare is about 3 
cents per mile. Thesecond-class2 cents 
per mile, and the third-class 1 cent per 
mile, All these fares are in silver, 
which is just half the amount figured in 
American money, 80 that Japan has 
about the cheapest fares in the world. 
The second-class cars are for all the 
world like an American stroet car, with 
wide cushions running under the win- 
dows. They are well upholstered and 
very comfortable. ‘They are seldom 
filled, and are used largely by the well- 
todo Japanese. Thore are doors at 
the side, near the end, and these open 
directly, on to the stations and not 
on to a vestibule as with us. You 
find all classes within them, and you 
may ride for hours with pretty Japan- 
ese girls, Buddhist priests and the 
thousand and one characters which 
make up the life of Japan. Many of the 
Japanese women squat on the seats, 
tucking their long gowns under their 
knees and exposing an inch or two of 
bare skin above their little foot mittens. 
You meet many Jays in European 
clothes, and now and then one will take 
off his Japanese clothes, pull a foreign 
suit out of his bag and dress in the car 
right before your eyes. No one pays 
any attention, nor seems to think it} 
strange. 

The third-class cars are uncushioned, | 
and they are filled with the poorer 
claases, who trot through the stations in 
clogs, many of them haying their dresses 
pulled up to their knees, They carry 
their baggage on their backs, and push 
and crowd in. They patronize the sta- 
tion restaurants, and every time the 
train stops there are peddlers of cookies 
and tea who come to the car windows.

Longevity In England 


Prof. Humphreys publishes in Eng- 
land some interesting tables of long- | 
evity, citing 824 cases in which the sub- | 
jects had reached ages varying from 80 
to over 100 years.. The record goes to 
show that in the matter of long life | 
women have an advantage over men, | 
attributable to their comparative im- | 
munity from many of the risks to which 
men are subject, their freedom from , 
anxiety asto labor and business, and 
their temperance in eating and drink- 
ing, which is not, however, as to the 
latter, asserted tobe invariable. For- 
merly, first born children and those born 
out of wedlock were thoughtto possess 
superior chances of long life to others, | 
but the theory is only partially porne | 
out by the* professor’s tables. Poor 
people, too, were thought to be favored } 
in this respect, the average among 
them is only about equal to that of the 
well-to-do and the wealthy. 

One thing abundantly demonstrated 
in the enumeration and its accompany- 
ing particulars is that the law in regard 
to longevity is extremely capricious and 
variable, and can hardly be called alaw 
at all, Heredity and habit have some- 
thing todo with it, of course, but be- 
yond these are a variety of obscure 
causes, different in the case of each in- 
dividual and not easily traced or formu- | 
lated. Nearly one-fourth of the cases 
cited by Prof. Humphreys were first- 
born children; one-third were small 
eaters, and only one-tenth could be 
considered robust trenchermen, such as 
Goethe and the great Duke ot Welling- 
ton, both of whom dined well and 
heartily as long as they lived.

Russia has probably the most unique 
tax in the world. It is called the 
“amusementtax,’’ and was instituted 
about fifteen months ago to found an 
institution for the poor under the name 
of the “Empress Marie Foundation,”

ticket sold, and the managers raise the 
price accordingly. Already nearly 
1,000,000 roubles haye been raised in 
this way (a gold rouble is worth 77 
cents and a silver rouble 60 cents), of 
which St. Petersburg contributed 200,- 
000 roubles. All cities except Riga are 
merriest in December and January, 
and the dullest in Pebruary and March, 
on account of Lent. Riga prefers to 
have its fun in August, Our govern- 
mont taxes whisky and tobacco because 
they are regarded as luxuries. Russia 
treats theatre going and club life as 
luxurics.

up 80 high as to drive it over the loves 
or dai, Atter ashort time a crevasse 
or sluice was formed, allowing the lake 
todrain directly into the ocean The 
rush of water from tho lake inereased, 
the sluice became broader and the boo 
square miles of lake surface fell four 
fect. Millions of fish came pouring 
through the crevasse with the water 
and with these the onormous alligators 
for which the lake had become noted, 
“Tho sluice was fifteen feet wide 
when we reached it, We stood on one 
of the banks watching the cnormous 
outrush of water and fish, The latter 
had attracted the numerous big sharks 
of Manzanilla Bay, and they hid col 
lected by hundreds to gorge thomselves 


with the dainty morsels supplied in 
such au unlooked-for manner. The 
alligators, less intent, porbaps, upon 
the fish than upon the rush 
of waters, Which was carrying 
them on, were met by the sharks 
the moment they came out into 


deeper water, ‘There the sharks rushed 
furiously at the imore slothful alliga- 


tors, and at once the battle bogan. The 
alligators, of course, labored under 


many disadvantages. Although croco- 
diles are often known to swim out to sea 
and spend whole weeks in salt water, 
the alligator is not found in the occan. 
Five or six sharks would attack each 
Saurian as he came out, not giving the 
alligators an opportunity to form them- 
selves into a mass for concentrated 
attack or defence, 

“Each fish and reptile seemed to 
understand clearly the character of his 
Antigonist, and the powerful tails were 
brought into requisition as often as the 
immense jaws. While the alligators 
were more slow to more than the 
sharks, the latter were obliged to turn 
over on their backs before being able 
to bite with any effect. This gave 
the alligators a chance to get away 
and bring their wiry, horny tails into 
action, Although the hard, bony 
armor of the alligators prevented them 
from turning and swishing their tails 
around as rapidly as the fish, often they 
could dash forward and snap a shark 
before the fish could turn on his back to 
bite or get away, Of course the armor 
of the alligator, though impediug his 
movements, was efficacious for a time 
against the blows and bites of his ad- 
yersary. But after a while the constant 
sharp snapping of-the shark tore it 
away bit by bit, and finally with a furi- 
ous rush the huge shark would fix its 
sharp teeth ina good grip and crush 
through « vulnerable part of the alliga- 
tor as if the armor were an eggshell, 
The wonderful strength of the alliga- 
tor’s jaw came into play, and time and 
again sharks were thrown almost out 
ot the water, 

‘The fight was carried on upon the 
surface of the water over an area of a 
quarter of a mile in plain view of the 
people on the bank and beach, and from 
our position we could see many of the 
movements of the huge animals. Sev- 
oral alligators were thrown upon the 
beach during the struggle, torn and 
horribly maimed, so that they died 
in a very few minutes. The whole sur- 
face of the oceanin the immediate vi- 
cinity was churned to foam by the 
lashing of the long tails, while here and 
there a reddish tinge in the water show‘ 
cd where the, combat waxed fiercest. 
For half the day we watched the battle 
until at last the level of the lake went 
down, the volume ol water coming 
through the crevasse decreased and no 
more alligators were seen.

This isan apparatus adapted for 
purifying milk by the process of elimin- 
ating from it all taints and odors im- 
mediately afterit is drawn from the cow. 
It has been found that milk so treated 
will keep sweet for a 
time and will even withstand the influ- 
ence of thunderstorms, To the cheese- 
maker this is a matter of special impor- 
tance, since firstclass chee cannot be 
made from trainted milk, whilein the 
case of milk for town supply the preser- 
vation ofits freshness should prove of 
incalculable benefit to seller and pur- 
chaser alike. As can be_ seen, the 
appliance is extremely simple, con-

sisting of tinned wire cloth so arranged 
on a stand that the milk flowing froma 
vessel above passes over it and gets 
broken into the finest stream, thus al- 
lowing every part of it to be treated h 
the atmosphere. This aerator is equal- 
ly useful to the dairy farmer for the 
purpose of pnrifying milk preparator, 
to cream raising or separating, and it is 
desirable to note that all milk should be 
aerated before being refrigerated, At 
present the refrigerator is generall 
used to cool impure milk, from whic 
results the fact that refrigerator milk 
goes sour very quickly when brought 
to a temperature exceeding 60 degrees.

7. Turn the pots frequently, pinch off 
withered flowers and faded leaves. Al- 
low all Holland bulbs to root six or cight 
weeks in the dark before bringing to 
the window. ’ 

8. Give weak, liquid manure once a 
fortnight to all plants showing buds— 
| never to half-grown plants. 

To comment a little on these rules: 
| It is useless to select summer blossomers 
| for the house in winter. A few 
fonias, abuntilons and petunias are 
practically even bloomers, but most 
pen must have their season of rest. 

‘ew roses, geraniums or fuchsias bloom 
well in winter, but these few any florist 
canname, Alliums, ageratums, cannas 
cyclamen, cineraris, petunias, nicotiana, 
callas, the otalicite orange, hyacinths, 
paper-white and double Roman narcis. 
sus and Chinese sacred lilies are among 
the surest bloomers for the beginner. 
Nearly all plants can be grown ina 
moderately warm room, but in cither a 
very warm or quite cool room the 
choice must be more restricted. For 
instance, begonias. heliotropes, im- 
patients, sultani, salvias and torentias 
would soon come to grief in a low 
temperature (unless protected well at 
night), while they would flourish in the 
warm room, The exact reverse would 
be the case with carnations, ten-week 
stocks and camellias, In the same way 
begonias, primulas, nicotiana anda few 
other plants will flower well in a shady 
window, while roses, geraniums and 
heliotropes must have sun, and plenty 
of it, to bloom. It is the attention to 
the minutiae of plant culture that makes 
the successful amateur. Yet these rules 
are not burdensome to the true flower 
lover, for itis nota task to minister to 
our friends reasonable wants, as our 
plants wants are. Clean, well-fed plants 
are always ready to bloom if they have 
half a chance,

One horse will fatigue 
his rider more in a 12-mile journey than 
another willin one of 20, The harness 
horse for common use may be of the 
cobby carthorse type, but a pleasant 
hack must have a ‘‘bit of blood” in him, 
and move on all four limbs with the 
elasticity of the thoroughbred. For 
fashion’s sake, a riding horse should be 
a high stepper, whilst a ‘‘daisy-cutter” 
. might be.equally or even more peen 
to ride. If the latter has well-made, 
oblique shoulders he never falls when he 
happens to stumble, whil the former, if 
his shoulders are upright, comes down 
“allof a heap” should he make a mis- 
take in putting his foot on the ground.

Do Eggs Nev Turning? 


The general opinion is that eggs in 
an incubator should be turned twice a 
day. Tho few experiments which have 
been made with unturned eggs are not 
reassuring. Theory seems to ugree 
with fact, for the theory is that unless 
the eggs are turned there is danger of 
the embryo becoming attached to one 
part of the shell, and the facts, so far 
as experiment has gone, show that this 
attachment is sometimes made, It is 
argued thata hon turns the eggs and 
man should do the same; the hen is the 
model the man should imitate, A hen 
does turns her eggs more 
or less when she finds a place for 
her feet in the nest, and 
when she gathers the eggs under her, 
but she does not proceed systematically 
about it, and it is probable that some 
eggs get very little turning. It is pos- 
riblo, also, that these unturned oggs are 
the ones that have chickens in them un- 
able to break out ofthe shell. Thero is 
no proof, however, of this suggestion, 
More experiment is needed to demon- 
strate whether or not the turning of the 
eges in incubators is a necessity. Until 
such experiments are made and the 
question is definitely settlod, it will be 
well, probably, to continue the turning 
of the eggs. Still, if this really be un- 
necessary, much labor could be saved.

ANGORA GUATS. 


They Aro Hardy Autmatse and Thrive on 
the Most Unenutiivated Lands 
There is probably uo well-known 
shoop breeder in the cart who has also 
mot with more marked success in breed 
ing Angora proate than James A. Bill, 
presldentor the Connecticut Agricul 
tural Society, Hoe has been breeding 
these goats for the past 20 years and 
finds them to be avery hardy animal, 
thriving in tho most uncultivated lands, 
and where ordinary shoep would starve 
Their clip of mohair ia about the same 
weight as the middle wool sheep, their 
clip bringing on the market about 
twico as much per pound and for which 
at all times there is a ready market, He 
has at all tines on hand good tigures for 
all the increase of his tloek Were it 
not for the expense of starting a flock 
he is convinced many more farmers 
would be engaged in raising them even 
considering the outlay at the beginning 
Many farmers at the south and west 
have come to the realization of their an- 
nual profit mid have commenced breed 
ing, Prosident Billheartily urges the 
farmers of this country to spare no 
time in starting a flock of these mobair 
producers nnd adds the assurance that 
they will find them more profitable than 
any wool-growing animal they ever 
bred. The Angoras live twice as long 
as sheep, are hardy, prolitic and rarely 
sick. Like all goats they are adapted 
to coarse pasturage and tho roughest 
land and will winter well on the cheap- 
est hay and other fodder, | 
His first object in buying these goats 
was to help clean fields of brush and to 
assist in keeping them cloaned, they 
being more fond of it than off better

It is made of two eight-inch boards 10 
fect long nailed about 14 in. apart, thus 
allowing room for a man to stand 
between them.

Clay Eaters, 
The natives of nearly all tropical 


, countries, and especially those of the 


sea islands, exhibit many vagaries of 
taste in the matter of food, in many 
cases showing an almost irresistible de- 
sire to fill their stomachs with the vari- 
ous kinds of earth, generally clays. On 
first thought one would imagine that 
the clay-oating habit had been formed 
through a desire to get alkaline sub- 
stances into the stomach in order to 
neutralize the acids of that organ, but 
{uvestigations prove the contrary, the 
clays which nich people most crave be- 
ing unctuous and wholly devoid of 
saline elements. Humboldt says that 
the female pottery workers on the 
Madalena River in South America 
put large lumps of clay into their 
mouths quite frequently while shaping 
theie carthenware vessels, and that the 
clay-eating instinct is 60 strong in the | 
natives of that region that infants of | 
from 1} to 8 years of age are tied in the} 
huts to prevent them from overloading 
their stomachs with the unwholesome 
diet. On the Orinoco, too, our great 
traveler passed several days with a 
clay-eating tribe of Indians called the 
Otomacs. He thus describes the pecu- 
liar habit as noted in that queer people: 

“The earth which the Otomacs eat is 
a soft, yellowish white potter’s clay, 
with a small quantity of oxide of iron as 
a constituent part.

GREEN BONE FOR EGGS 


Why It is That Powdered Bono Is Neces- 
sary to Make Heus Lay. 


A great deal has been said of late 
about the great value of fresh market 
bones, properly cut up for poultry food. 
While looking about for some reason 
why this food should be so valuable, I 
came upon Dalton’s Physiology, which

When it is con- 
sidered that all the above substances 
found in green bone are in a specially 
digestible condition, far more so than 
any food supplied by dry meat, corn or 
wheat, is it surprising that such glow- 
ing reports are so often heard about 
this new food for poultry ? 

With modern machinery obtainable 
on easy terms, poultry men should feed 
more liberally of green cut bone, espo- 
cially to pullets and cockerels during 
the cold winter months, when other 
lime food is hard to find. 




































The Common Dock, 

Tho common dock is considored{a 
nuisance by cultivators, aud yet some 
of the species servo a useful purpose. 
The one known as “sorrel'' is used in 
the Old World to make special sauces 
for meats, and one of the species is used 
in the form of splnnee ; this is known as 
the apinach dock; botanically it is Ru- 
mex pationtia, Thoy are not, however, 
agmouch appreciated in the Now World 
as in the Old, and the probability is that 
other kinds of vegetables aro more 
easily produced in bulk, and sult the 
taste just as woll,

The only trouble with 
this fence is that it may prove so 
and serviceable that it will often be left 
as & permanent structure, and a proper 
fence not be built.

“DISSOLUTION CANNOT BE AVERTED 


A Section of the Radicals to Take an In 


dependent Stand—MReverses in the Ro- 


cent Hye Elections Kender an Appeal 
fo the Country Imperative—Talk of a 
New Leader 


London, Dec, 8,—The olection for tho 
reat im the House of Commons for the 
North Lindsey, or Brigg, Division of 
| Lincolnshire, male vacant by the ap 
potutment of Mr, Samucl Danks Waddy, 
QC., to the Recordership of Sheffield, 
revultod in the return of Mr, J. Mansell 
Richardson, the Conservative candidate. 

London, Dee. 8,—The defeat of the 
Liberal party's candidates in the bye- 
elections in Forfarshire and the FBrigg, 
or North Lindsey division of Lincolnshire 
has struck a chill to the hearta of the 
Liberals. Tho announcement of the re- 
sults in the Brigg district fell like the 
pall of doom upon the crowd assembled 
in the National Liberal Club. These Lib- 
oral defeats are held to prove that: the 
cries of the party against tbe Howe of 
Lords aud in favor of the disestablishment 
of the church in Wales, etc., are failing 
of effect against the reaction towards the 
Unionist policy and especially in regard 
to the social reforms initiated by Mr. 
Joseph Chamberlain, The Conservative 
orginiers atribute the successes of their 
party's candidatea to the combined opera- 
tions of numerous Ulster delegates who 
are now paid to act as canvassera in 
every impoYrtant English constitutency. 
The opinion prevails in Liberal circles 
that tho Cabinet must re-consider its po- 
sition. 

A movement was started to-day by 
the National Liberal Club, which 4s 
strongly supported by the party gener- 
ally, demanding that the Cabinet sum- 
mon ® general meeting of the Liberal 
members of the House of Commons for 
the purpose of ascertaining the cxact 
condition of affairs. 

Hominally, the Goyernment retains a 
majority of 15 in the House, but the 
cession of Mr, Henry Labouchere and Sir 
Charles Dilke is threatened unless they 
are satisfied that the Cabinet measure 
for the reforming of the House of Lords 
ae the adherence of at least 12 Radi- 
cals, . 

The Redmondites declare their in- 
tention to vote with the Unionists if 
if the anti-lords’ resolution obtains the 
precedence of the Home Rule measure in 
the consideration of the House. 

The Government abviously will fall 
unless the Radicals be placated, and in 
any event, will be in continual peril of 
the formation of a coalition between 
the Unionists and Parnellites. 

Within the Cabinet, discord undoubted- 
ly exists as to the treatment of the 
House of Lords' matter. Lord Rose- 
bory, Lord, Spencer and ‘the Earl of 
Kimberly, with Mr. Gladstone in ‘the 
background, are in favor of reforming 
the peers, while Mr. Campbell-Banner+ 
mon, Mr. Asquith, Mr. Morley and Sir 
William Harcourt advocate the aboli- 
tion of the Upper House. So far have 
these Ministers views advanced that Mr. 
Campbell-Bannerman in a speech on 
Thursday last declared that it would 
be foolish and mischeviovs to maintain 
a Second Chamber, whether hereditary 
or elective, amd that if any be allowed 
to exist it mupt not be vested with 
power to oyerride the legislation adopt- 
ed by the first. 

It is probable that the Ministers will 
meet the party with proposals relative 
to the House of Lords which will secure 
the adhesion of the Radicals, 

Mr. Balfour will test the strength of 
the Government at the coming session 
by moving an amendment in the address 
in reply to the speech from the thrane, 
insipting upon the immediate necessity 
for the production of the anti-Lords’ pro- 
posalk, The Opposition will have a 
very strong ease, as, according to every 
precedent gf the Honse of Commonf), 
when any goat constitutional change 
is announced Tt should be dealt with 
without delay, If the Government shall 
prove to have a bare majarity, dissolu- 
tion will be imperative. 

There is no longer any doubt that 
Mr.Laboucheré,Sir Charlea Dilke and per- 
heaps two or three other Radicals will 
Hfesiime & position of absolute independ- 
ence on the re-assembling ofd Parliament. 
The general election will be hastened by 
the recent election results, unless, as is 
quite possible, tho Conservatives them- 
selves seek to proiong the present Govern- 
ment’s lease of life. Many believe the Gov- 
ernment will be compelled to appeal to 
the country within a few days after Par- 
liament meets, 


EFFECT OF THE BRIGG ELECTION, 


Confidence in Rosebery Decreasing—Tortes 
Not Gaining Strength, 

New York, Dec. 10.—Asn to the effect of 
the Brigg election, there ia little diver- 
sity of opinion among the London corres- 
pondents, 

The United Press special says it proves 
that the party cries against the House 
of Lords, and in favor of disestablish- 
ment of the Church in Wales, are ineffec- 
tive, and that the Cabinot must recon- 
sider ita position on leading measures, 

The Western GAssociated Press repre- 
eentitive says that the Lincolnshire de- 
feot ia taken ab a rebuke to the Irish 
and noti-House of Lords policy of the 
Government. 

fhe World's correspondent anys the 
defeat, following tho loss in Forfarshire 
shakes the position of the Government,and 
that the Liberal whips consider it quite 
impossible to avoid defeat many weeks 
under existing conditions, 

rhe Sun’a correspondent cablea: ‘It 
cannot be denied that the resulta of the 
two recent bye-elections indicate  per- 
sonal lack of confidence in Lord Rosebery 
rather than increased strength in the 
Tory party. ‘There are some reasons 
why thie fecling, already well known, is 
difficult to genore, There are other per-

The Bouglish Radicala who want a 
leader ogainst the House of Lords are 
beginning to ask where is Sir William 
Harcourt, They are not satisfied with 
Lord Rosebery, whose peremptory de- 
Claration in favor of & second chamber 
paralyzes their movement, They  per- 
ceive that the leadership of Mr. Labou- 
chere and Sir Charles Dilke does them 
no gool with the country. Even Mr. 
Asquith does mot answer their purpose, 

Sir William is perhaps Radical enough 
and reckless enough to start out on o 
campaign independently of the Prime 
Minister, but he is what some of _ his 
would-be followers are not, a shrewd 
politivian, capable of calculating chances, 
not at all the kind of man to fead o 
forlorn hope. He knows that among 
the cooler heads and the managing men 
of his own party the whole tendency is to 
delay. It is even said that Lord Rose- 
bery’s famous regolution against the 
House of Lords is not to be introduced 
in the House of Commons till late in the 
seasion; not at any rate in the beginning. 
The resolution may or may not have been 
drafted, The popular caricatures of 
the day Sept Sir William as sulking in 
hia tent. ulky or not, he is silent, and 
so fpr as is now kuown likely to re- 
main silent, and Radicals in a hurry, must 
look elsewhere for a leader, ' 

But where are they to look? ‘There 
is not among them all a mau who has 
the confidence of the country.

it becomes apparent» whon exploded 
from the rear of a moving body, that 
the shock of any given charge is modi 
fied in ratio to the spoed of that moving 
body, and can be further regulated by 
the size of the charge employed. This 
suggestion opens a new field for the uso 
of high explosives, wherein from a 
moving body thoy are caused to operate 
upon the elasticity of the atmosphere, 
which formed the best possible cush- 
jon for such active agents to exert their 
power against. By easy steps and 
proper modification the principle can be 
wpplied to stationary engines, marino 
vessels, railway trains, etc. 

The most important part of the whole 
device is the mechanism for using high 
explosives, From the magazine room 
which is well forward, there extend 
rearwards two solid oval or grooved 
pipes of about one-inch calibre, each 
terminating by passing through tho 
upper edgo of a concave detonating 
plate, preferably made of some copper 
alloy, which plates are placed one at 
either side of the stern of the vessel ex- 
terior thereto and near the horizontal 
center of the ship’s weight. Properly 
prepared cartridges are to be automati- 
cally fed to these pipes at suitable inter- 
vals by mechanism similar to a maga- 
zine gun. The cartridges when deliver- 
ed into the pipes are to be shot by 
pneumatic pressure to the outer opening 
at the rear of the vessel and there ex- 
ploded in the concavity of the detonating 
plates by aid of the electricyeurrent. It 
will probably be found that the best 
results will be attained by having the 
explosion take place near the center of 
the detonating plate and but a few inches 
therefrom. 

In order to secure th. natural ex- 
pansive or explosive eficcts of dyna- 
mite it has heretofore been detonated by 
use of a blasting cap, which is first ex- 
ploded by electyicity ora fuse, and 
which by its explosion generates both 
the intense heat and concussion required 
for the detonation of the high explosive. 
Considerable heat or the spark of the 
electric current, whep epplicd to loose 
dynamite, which is exposed in the open 
air, will causo it to ignite and burn, 
though itis not thus exploded, but ‘if 
when ignited it be enclosed in a hermeti- 
cally sealed vessel with resisting walls, 
it explodes under the influence of heat- 
ing" (Berthelot). This is owing to the 
increase in temperature produced by the

Bat Wants tho Colontes to Wean Them- 
solves From Protection 
London, Dec. 9.—The Daily News will 
Bay to-morrow in a leader on the Earl 
of Jersey's report on the Ottawa con- 





420 degrees Fahrenheit. From the 
above data itis easy to see how dyna, 
mite or nitro-glycerine may be perfectly 
exploded without the use of the danger- 
ous fulminate blasting cep: « The only 
requirements would be to first have the 
explosive encased in a suitable and 
strong shell or container, and second, 
to have passing through such cartridge 
and imbedded in the explosive a few 
strands of fine iron wire, which would 
be heated to a point of incandescence 
by an electric current of sufficient volt— 
age—say 20V. 

In using such airships after some de- 
rree of ascent and forward’motion has 
een made by use of the propeller 

wheels, a pair of cartridges of low power 
are caused to detonate, These car- 
tridges are to be fed to their respective 
tubes, and by a moderate force of com- 
pressed air, slowly shot through the 
same. When both cartridges are in 
proper position for firing a weak elec- 
tric current is closed, which thereby 
automatically throws a switch and al- 
lows passage through the cartridges of 
a sufficently strong current of electricity 
to fire thesame. At the start when the 
speed of the ship is moderate, light 
charges should @ used, and said 
charges increased gradually in size and 
Strength until the maximum speed of 
the vessel is attained, which may then 
be maintained by using the maximum 
charge with such ftequency as practico 
teaches to be best, and when adverse 
winds are being encountered than when 
going with a favorable breeze. 

In aerial travel, the great desidera- 
tum is ceascless and rapid onward mo- 
tion and atan altitude of from 500 to 
2000 feet the best results should bo at- 
tained. It is quite probable that a speed 
of 150 or 200 miles an hour can be easily 
had, and will, in fact, be necessary in 
order to insure a commercial success. I 
have estimated with a ship of the size 
mentioned, that after a full speed of 200 
miles an hour has been attained, it can 
be maintained by the explosion every 
five seconds of a pair of 60 per cent. ni- 
tro-gelatine cartridges, cach weighing 
two ounces. There will thus be required 
about 100 pounds of the explosive for 
each 100 miles of the journey, and the 
cost, including a liberal allowance for 
construction and insulation of the car- 
tridges should not eqceed 40 cents per 
pound. The expense would then be $1.20 
per minute, or $75 Bex hour, being less 
than 80 cents per mile traveled. Three 
thousand pounds of fuel would thus more 
than provide fora transatlantic voyage, 
and the cost therefore should not ex 
ceed $1000, which would be inexpensive 
fora vessel of its probable carrying 
capacity, which in addition to fuel and 
deed should casily transport 26 
adults, consisting of a crow of 10 and 15 
passengers.

Lomlon, Dee, A0,—The past week has 
been one of considerable interest to those 
who tire concerned with Canadian affairs, 
a8 the Canadian cattle question has again 
been’ to the front, the French treaty hus 
becn ratified by one of the French Cham- 
bers, and an endeavor bas been made 
to revive the agitation respecting Cann- 
dian copyright, de 

During his recent visit to Seotland,Sir 
Charles Tupper, the High Commissioner, 
wis approached by those who are con- 
cerned in the cattle industry, with a view 
to learn from him the present position 
of the negotiations and the probability 
of an early removal of the restrictions 
now imposed on the trade. Sir Charles, 
as moy be expected, spoke os plainly os 
he usually does om all subjects in which 
the interests of Canada are concerned, 
and his utterances attracted a good deal 
of attention, 

In consequence, Sir John Leng, the 
member for Dundee, wrote to Mr. Gardner 
upon the subject, recapitulating the ar- 
guments used by Sir Charles Tupper, and 
pressing the matter upon the Board of 
Agriculture. ‘This provoked a long re- 
ply trom Mr. Gardner. The High Com- 
missiouer has written a long letter to 
Sir Johu Leng, dealing with Mr. Gard- 
ner’s communication, nd it has been 
published in The Times. The general im- 
pression is that Mr. Gardner's position 
in the matter is rendered untenable by 
the arguments which have been advanced 
both by the Government of Canada and 
their representative in London. 

There is little that is new in the re- 
cent correspondence, as the controversy 
has been so thoroughly thrashed out in 
the official correspondence that has 
taken place. Sir Charles Tupper, how- 
ever, makes a very strong point of the

The question is not o new, one, it bas 
been discussed over and over again dur- 
ing the last few years, and was brought 
to the notice of Prof. Robertson, when he 
last visited the United Kingdom. 

The Australians are endeavoring to se- 
cure o portion of the British cheese trade, 
the Minister of Agriculture in New South 
Wales is devoting much attention to the 
matter. It is announced in one of the 
Sydney papers that an analysis mado of 
some local cheese which was sold in 
the Sydney market at 1d a pound 
contained 1.25 per cent. more fat and 
4.78 per cent, less water than cheese sent 
from Ontario, as a specimen of high-class 
Canadian make, which sells freely in the 
British market. In point of difference of 
quality, a report of the Inspector of 
Agriculture, «tates that the Corunna 
cheese was pronounced by many who 
tasted both to be superior to the Cana- 
dian. There is no fear, however, that 
Canadian cheese will not continue to 
hold its own in Great Britain, and that 
the market for it will be developed, but 
there must be entire confidence be- 
tween the exporters and importers if 
this result is to be attained.

Attachments in New York, 

New York, Dec, 10.—Three attachments 
have been obtained here against the 
Commercial Bank of Newfoundland, at 
St. Jobos, aggregating $11,180, two of 
Which are in favor of Ladenburg, ‘Chal- 
man & Co., bankers, for $8731, and the 
third in*favor of the New York Produce 
Bank for $2399. The claims ara princi- 
pally on bill sof exchange drawn by the 
Commercial Bank on the London and 
Westininster Bank of London, England, 
which were protested in London for non- 
acceptance, notice of which was cabled 
here. The sheriff served the attach- 
ments on the National Bank of the Re- 
public, where the Commercial Bank is 
suppased to have money on deposit. 

The correspondent of the suspended 
Commercial Bank of Newfoundland in 
New York, is the National Bank of the 
Republic, The balance of the Newfound- 
land Bank with the Bunk of the Republic 
is $18. The dealings between the two 
banks are for the purpose of exchange,

CANADIAN-U.S BOUNDARY DILEMMA. 
A Protest Against Fishery Scizurcs Cut 

Short Owing to the Dividing Linc 
Being Undefined. 

Washington, Dec. 11.—The Canadian 
cutter “ Petrel” about a month ago 
made a descent upon a fleet of American 
fishermen between Kelly’s Island and 
Point Pelee and cut their nets from 
the buoys, making this valuable part of 
their equipment a total loss, <A pro- 
test was at once telegraphed to the 
State Department, by which the matter 
was referred to the revenue marine, with 
the request for a prompt and thorough 
investigation. 

The United States revenue cutter Fes- 
senden was despatched to the scene, and 
has spent some time in investigating 
the incident. It is the preliminary re- 
port from the Fessenden’s commander 
that puzzles the State Department ol- 
ficials, aud has brought the coutroversy 
to a standstill. It is ascertained that 
the commander of the Fessenden, al- 
though able to ascertain acurately the 
location of the nets when they were cut, 
is not able to determiue whether they 
were at that time in American or Ca- 
nadian waters. 

An examination of the treaties and ac- 
companying maps at the State De- 
partment fails to shed any light upon 
the question. By the treaty of Ghent 
& commission was authorized to define 
tho exact location of the boundary lines 
extending through the great lakes, und 
its decision as cendered was accom- 
panied by numerous maps defining the 
points of departure, courses, ete., of 
these lines, 

But careful examination of the map 
of the western end of Lake Erio dis- 
closes the fact that it was not properly 
triangulated and does not admit of its 
being used os the basis for an uccurate 
survey. The courses given in the Com- 
mitsion’s report are incomplete and in- 
definite, and do not agree with the data 
of the charts. A map*made in 1885 
under the supervision of the War De- 
partment has also been examined and 
found to be no more accurate than the 
treaty maps. 

In the circumstances the State De- 
partment is at a loss how to lay the 
foundation for diplomatic representations 
regarding the alleged injuries to the 
American fishermen referred to, and 
the affair promises to take tho wider 
scope of negotiations for the appoint- 
ment of an International Commission to 
make a survey and drait a new treaty, 
The commander of the Fesseuden is still 
eugaged iu trying to find the basis for 
ao survey, and the Department probably 
delays action until his final report «hall 
be received. x 2 .

Strickon Down While a Guest 
fat Windsor Castle. 


THE END CAME SUDDENLY 


How the News Was Received In 


Montreal and Ottawa, 


WILL BE GIVEN A STATE FUNERAL 


Doath Caused by Heart Failure—No Ta 
quest Will Bo Held — The Body to Be 
Brought to Ottawa and Le tn State 
Prior to Burial at Halifax—Hon, Jolin 
Haggart Looked Upon as the Coming 
Promior—Sic John Was Advised to Ke 
tire From Public Life in July Last 
Owing ( Mls Having a Disease of tho 
Meart, 


London, Dee, 12.—Sir John Thompson, 
the Premier of Canada, is dead. He ex- 
pired auddenly hnd heart disanse is be- 
licved to be the cause of his death, The 
taking off of Canada’s Premier occurred 
at Windsor Castle. He had been, not 
long before death overtook him, sworn 
in as a Privy Councillor Of the empire. 

Shortly after the oath was administer- 
od by Her Majesty in person the end 
came. Tho ceremony of awenring in 
took plafe in tho presence of the Earl 
of Ripon and the members of the court 
at Windsor. 

Sir John had left Loudon this morn- 
ing for Her Majesty's residence at 
Windsor and beforn leaving the city he 
had complained of feeling unwell, say- 
ing he had not slept well last night. 

It is supposed the extitqment of the 
ceremony through which he had passed 
so told on him that he broke down under 
the strain, for after leaving the roya? 
joining the Ministers’ lunch room, There 
the castle, he again renewed his com- 
plaint of the morning that ho wag feel- 
ing unwell. 

Luncheon, he said, was out af the ques- 
tion; he pould not eat anything and 
asked to be excused from the table, His 
couryinions; including Lord Ripon, signi- 
fied their sorrow at his state of health, 
and Sir John wis led by one of the royal 
attendints to the writing room ad-

joining the Ministers lunch-room. There 
Sir John sat down on a couch and lean- 
ed forward on his hands, He appeared 
to be in intense pain; his agitation was 
also great. 

Suddenly the gitk man rose partly 
from the couch, he appeared to grope 
in darkness, thon he fell back in a swoon. 

Death came oavith ‘terrible swiftness. 
The attendant gave the alarm and the 
Ministers ut Yuncbeon eaught it up. 
There was o rush for the writing room 
by the Ministers. 

When the doctor, hastily summoned, 
had reached the side of the prostrape 
miin life had fled. 

“Sir John Thompson is dead” waa the 
intelligence that went forth from the 
place of Moath. Tho utmost surprixe, 
dismay and horror prevailed and ex- 
pressions of regret were general. 

It was decided to keep the intelligence 
from Her Majesty just ‘then, as the 
Queen's health at presentjowing to her 
infreased lameness, is far from good, 

When the physi¢ian emerged from ‘the 
temporary denth chamber he was pot 
prepared to state the real cause of death, 
but expressed the opinion that it nyas 
due to heart disease, aggravated by ro- 
bent ill-honlth, ‘which Sir John had 
fomploined of and by the excitement of 
the ceremony of the ewearing ins 

Pho inquest to determine the exakt 
cause of death will be held to-morrow 
under the regulations of the court re- 
garding such events, 

That Sir Johu wos far from being a 
well man wis painfully apparent at the 
Colonial Institute last night. In mak- 
ing bis specch, Sir John was forced to 
Purtail it on account of what he term- 
ed “Lack of strength.” “T am,” said 
Sir Joln, “unable to do juatice to the 
theme of the Ottawa conference.” How- 
ever, he made nn carnest uppeal for Im- 
perial eympathy towards the cable and 
last line, I present at the meet- 
ing, and when Sir John was speaking the 
trembling of his hands and conyulsivo 
movements of his arms ond limbs were 
plainly visible.

Even the mighty meteopolis of London 
wie astounded to-day when the tragic 
news of the death of Sir John Thomp 
son, the Caonadian Premicr, was re- 
ceived from Windsor Castle, 

In Downing-street the astonishment 
gave place to excitement that was in- 
tense. ‘The sensation created in these 
usually ataid and diplomatic quarters 
was of an unimual order, For the past 
two weeks, or rather, since Thursday 
fortnight, when Sir John Thompson 
reached here from Komo, his relation 
with the Colonial Office people have Seen 
of the most intimate “nature, and the 
news of his death waa therefore in the 
nature of a home thrust. It was only 
yesterday that Sir Jolin Thomjwon had 
a conference at the Foreign Office with 
the Marquis of Ripon, the Colonial Secro- 
tary. upon the Canadian copyright ques- 
tion, and last night he was brought be- 
fore the friends of Canada and the col- 
onies in London prominently by his re- 
marks at the Colonial Institute upon 
the Intercolonial Conference, These facta 
of themselves were sufficient to attract 
much attention to Sir John’s presence 
in London, apart from his being well- 
known here as the Canadian Premier and 
one of the Behring Sea — arbitrators. 
Therefore, the news of his “death, entire- 
ly unexpected, too, came like a bolt from 
aclear sky. Then, the manner of his 
taking off was calculated to increase the 
seppation. Sir Jolin had gone to Wind- 
sortotake the oath as one of Her Ma- 
jesty’s Privy Councillors, and after this 
ceremony it was, according to the bulle- 
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not 
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tin‘from Windsor, that death overtook 
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him, 


HOW DEATH CAME. 


Selzed While at Luncheon — He Dicd 
Almost in the Doctor's Arms. 


London, Dec. 12,—Lord Breadalbane, 
Lord Steward of the Queen’s Household. 
itt an interview after his return from 
Windsor Castle, said: 

“TI accompanied Sir John Thompson to 
Windsor, At luncheon he suddenly 
fainted, and one of the dervants and my- 
self succeeded in getting him into the 
next room, where we placed Lim on a 
lounge near a window. We got some 
water for bim, and sent the servant for 
4 little brandy. When the brandy was 
given him Sir John revived in a short 
time, and seemed much distressed at 
having made what he regarded as a 
weak 
and foolish to faint like this.” 

I replied: “One does not faint on 
purpose, Pray do not distress your- 
self about the matter.” 

He then begged me to return to my 
luntheon. But, of course, I would not 
hear of it and. therefore, remained with 
him until he seemed to haye completely 
recovered and arose to accompany me 
back to the luncheon room. I offered him 
my arm, but he walkLed unaided, cheer- 
fully remarking :I am all right now} 
thank you.” 

“In the meantime, Dr. Reid, the Queeti’s 
physician, whom I had sent for, arriy- 
ed. Within two or three minutes of Sir 
John’s return toi luncheon, and, I be- 
lieye, before he had tasted ve entlet, or 
whatever had been placed before him, I 
raw him suddenly lurch over and fall 
almost into’ Dr. Reid’s arms. 

“At the doctor’s request all the ladies 
left the room and the doctor and I and 
some of the servants alone remained. We 
didall possible, but I felt his pulse, ard 
I was convinced that no aid could ayail. 
Dr, Reid held the same views and it un- 
happily proved to be too corrects 

“So far as I could gee, Sir John had 
been in good health up to the time of 
his first seizure, but I believe he told 
Dr. Reid that he had pains in his chest. 
The cause of his death was undoubtedly 
sudden failure of the heart’s action.” 

The Associated Press correspondent 
went to Windsor to-night and found tho 
streets almost deserted, the castle look- 
ing ghostly under the pale moonlight. 
He entered the gates, after passing by 
an almost endless number of policemen 
and sentinels, and was ushered into the 
presence of Sir Henry Ponsonby, the 
private secretary to Her Majesty. Sir 
Henry greeted the visitor most cordially 
and furnished the Associated Press with 
particulars regarding the’ death of Sir 
Joh Thompson, bo far as he knew them, 
But Sir Henry added that Sir. Charles 
Tupper, the Canadian Commissioner, was 
at the castle and had been received in 
audience by the Queen, and euggested 
that the correspondent had better sce 
Sic Charles. The correspondent accord- 
ingly did ko. He was conducted along 
«m% long series of corridora to Sir 
Charles Tupper’s apartments, which was 
No. 446 on the west front of theeastle 
Rnd close to the Queen's private apart- 
ments. This npartment was originally 
intended for Bir John Thompson, who 
was to have dined with the Queen and 
possed the night at the castle. 

Sir Charles Tuyyper ws sitting sadly 
by the fire, completely overcome, Te 
preetod the representative of the As- 
kocinted Press cordially and gayo him 
the following partinuwlars of the death 
of the Caunndian Prime Minister : 

“When Sir John Thompson was in 
Italy lately he had some difficulty in 
breathing and he did ‘too much traveling, 
On arriving in Londou he consulted Dr, 
Kuasell Reynolds, an eminont specialist, 
and Dr, Traverse, Yesterday Sir Johu 
called on Lady ‘Tupper, it being her 
at home, and I advised him not «0 
to yeaterday cvening’s meocting at the 
Colonial Institute, as I knew he was 
ailing. 

“However, Sir John said that hoe folt 
pretty woll, aml I arranged to call at 
his botel and drive him to the meeting, 
mivising him to muke only & short apeoch 
and not to exert himeclf, You know how 
he spoke.

His Excellency the Governor-General res 
ceived a telegram from the Marquis of 
Ripon to the effect that Sir\Joln Thomp- 
6on, soon after the meeting of the Privy 
Council, at which he had been sworn, was 
suddenly taken ill and died. His Lordship 
desired that his expressions of earnest 
condolence be conyeyed to the family. 

Later a telegram was received from 
Lord Rosebery, expressing to the Cana- 
dian Government his deep regret at the 
grievous calamity which had deprived the 
Dominion Of its Premier. 

Montreal, Dec. 12.—The news of Sir 
John Thompson's death caused profound 
impression in this city. The effect 
on the people of Montreal became one of

London, Dee, 13,—The suddeu aud tra- | 
wie death of Sir John ‘Tuompson, the 
Canadian Prime Minister, ut Windsor 
Caatle yestenlay, shortly after havin 
been aworn in as a meuber of fhe 
Privy Council, is the Gubject of 
comment throughout Buglund to-day, 
The castle iteclf lyse oa must gloomy aj 
pearance, aa everfbody and overythiug 
neem to reflect some signs of the tra 
gedy, i 

A temporary coffin, covered with black 
cloth, reached the castle very early this 
morning, and in it the body of the Cana- 
dian statesman was placed, and it was 
ther removed to the Marble Hall. 

At noon the body was removed in a 
heurse to the Great Western railway 
station, where it was placed on board 
a funeral train, which departed from 
Windsor at 1 o’vlock, At Paddington 
Railroad station, London, the funeral 
train was met by a hearge and the body 
removed “0 an embalmer's for tho pur- 
pose of embalming it preparatory to its 
conveyance to Canada. 

Shortly before midnight a 
service was held in the room 
Clarence Tower ja which the  remaina 
were first deposited. Tho Rey, Father | 
Longinott, a Romin Catholic priest of | 
Windsor, officiated, 

Sir Charles Tupper, the Canadian Migh 
Commiesioner, Lord Pelham Clinton, the 
master of the Qucon’a houschold, and 
other high officials of the castle were 
present, 

The service, which waa 
tive, lasted half aa hour. 
the dead Premier lay on & small bed- 
stead, dressed in white linen night- 
clothes and with a crucifix upon his 
breast. The expression of the face was 
placid, although the features were a 
trifle dlacolored. 

During the entire morning the remaiie 
lay in the Marblo Hall while the ar- 
rengements for the funeral and  subse- 
qttent disposition of the body wera being 
completed. At the hour of noon, the ar- 
rangements for the funeral laving been 
fompleted, a clowed hearse drawn by 
four horses with block plumes and a. two- 
horse mourning coach arrived at the 
caatle. 

A minutes after noou the Oneen 
was wheeled into the Marblo Hall in a 
chair aud placed two wreaths upon the 
coffin, One of these wreaths was of 
lilies and the other was o% laurel leaves, 
bearing an autograph finacriptiou: “A 
mark of sincere respect from Victorin.”

Uf this 
be impossible, it will be necessary to con- 
sider the advisability of altering the pres- 
Cnt system of administration. If it were 
only a question of mbney much might be 
forgiven,

duty toward Great Britain by declining 
to reepgnize undoubted French rights and 
thus creating a difficulty between friend- 
ly nations.

A Bun on the Banks. 

St. John's, Nfid., Dec. 13.—It 
regarded us impossible for the Union 
Bunk to resume operations.

A REQUIEM SERVICE, 


Mass Sung for Sir John Thomp- 
son in London, 


THE SERVICE VERY IMPRESSIVE. 


Kir John Thompson's Body Embaloecd and 
Kemoved to a Private Mortuary to 
Awalt the Arrival of tho Cruiser Blen- 
heim, Which WIL Convey the Remains 
to Halifax. 


Londoa, Dec. 15.—A requiem mass was 
celobrated over tho body of Sir Jobn 
Thompson in Lady Chapel fin Spanish 
Place this morning at 11, The service 
lasted 46 minutos, Tho weathor was cold, 
camp, foggy and altogether disagreoable, 
and owing to the fact that the «nowe- 
papers made an error in the anuounce- 
ment of tho hour at which tho mass 
would be colebrated, many desirous of 
being present did not reach the chapel 
until the services had been conchuded, 

Tho mass was cclobrated by Father 
Longinoto of St. Edward's Church, Wind- 
sor, assisted by Canon Barry, The coffin, 
upon which rested a solitary wreath, 
the one placed upon it by the Queen, ar- 
rived at the west entrance to the chapel 
at exactly 11 o'clock, Sir Charles Tup- 
per followed immediately behind the 
caskot, 

Miss Thompson, eécompanied by Sena- 
tor and Mra. Sanford, occupied a seat 
immediately in front of the altar and 
facing the coffin. The service, which con- 


sisted of a solemn mass for the dead, | 


with antiphonal chanting, was very im- 
Ppivevive. The wreath pinced upon (the 


coffin by the, Queen was of bay and laur- | 


cl leaves, with white streamers. 4 
Wreath and cross composed of white 
fiowers from, Lady Tupper and a wreath 
from the dead man’s daughter were plac- 
ed upon the coffin after the body was 
brought into the church. 

When the body reached the church the 
coffin was covered with a pall of rich 
velvet with a golden cross. Upon the 
pall was inscribed in Latin the words: 
“TI am the resurrection and the life.” 
Acolytes carrying lighted tapers and 
@ large cross preceded the colfin up the 
aisle. The coffin was placed upon a 
catalalque erected in line with the 
altar and standing upon a purple and 
gold carpet, Six huge candelabras were 
pleced on each side of the coffin. 

At the conclusion of the masa, the 
mourners and friends passed around the | 
coffin and looked upon the face of the 
dead Premier, The coffin is of mahog- 
any, upon whith is a heavy brass shield 
with the inscription: 

“Tho Right Hon. Sir John S. D. Dhomp- 
son, P.C., K.O.M.G,, M.P., Q.C:, Died at 
Windsor Castla, Dec. 12, 1894, aged 50 
years. RKequidgscat in pace.” 

Among those present were the Marquis 
of Kipon and Lord Hawkesbury on be- 
half of the Queen; Baron de Courcel, 
Lady, Sussell, Mr. Cecil Rhodes, Doctor 
Jameson, the permanent officials of the 
Colonial Office, Sir George Osborne Mor- 
gan, M.P., the Colonial agents of Queens- 
laud aud Natal, and a number of minor 
officials, 

Lord Hawkesbury attended the requiem 
mass as the representative of the Queen. 
The *body of Sir John ‘Lhompsou was 
embalmed last evening by the French 
specialist, Charles Bayle. It was after- 
wards placed in a deal shell, enclosed 
im a leaden coffin, faced with plate-glase. 
In order that the features may be 
visible upon the arrival of the body in 
Canada, without disturbing the body or 
opening the coffin, the lid of the mar 
hogany coffin, which enclosed the whole, 
is made removable. 

The coffin was removed this afternoon 
to the private mortuary of Messrs. Gars- 
ton & Sop, in Welbeck-street, where it 
will remain nutil placed on board H.M.S. 
Blenheim. 

Two plaster casts of the features of 
the dead statesman were taken early this 
morning. One of them was ordered by 
the Canadian Government and the other 
by the family of the deceased. While the 
body romains in the mortuary it“will be 
surrounded by tapers, which will be 
kept burning without intermission. 

The mortuary chamber is heayily drap- 
ed. The walls are black, and the metal 
of the chandelier is wrapped in black 
cloth. A large cross was placed on the 
coffin this evening. The body is not 
watched by priests, and no tapers or 
candles burn in the room. No further 
services over the body will be held in 
England. 

One of the plaster casta will be used 
by the sculptor of the boat, which will 
likely be placed in Weatminster Abbey. | 

Only a few privileged persons 
been permitted ‘to look upon the 
since it wae removed to Garston’s cstab- 
lishment. The face has o natural and 
peaceful expression, although it has a 
noticeable pallor, The embalming ap- 
pears to have been perfectly done, Acids 
were firet injected, and afterwards there 
was a copious injection of a strong 
areenical fluid. These gave the body a 
ruddy color, which later, however, chang- 
ed to a lifelike palencss. 

The Admiralty have sent a cable des- 
patch to the Admiral of the Channel 
Squadron at Gibraltar, instructing that 
officer to send tho cruiser Blenheim to 
Spithead at once at full speed. She is 
expected to arrive there on Dec. 18 and 
to proceed at once fram that place to 
Po mouth, where the body of Sir John 
Thompson will be taken on board and 
conveyed to Halifax. 

The Blenheim is expected to roneh Bpit- 
heaG on Monday at midnight. The body 
of Sir John Thompson will be taken on 
board at Portsmouth on Tuesday, 

Among those who called at the Cana- 
dian office to-day to express their sym- 
pathy and condolence at the death of 
Sir John Thompson, were: Lord Mount- 
Stephen, Right Hon. Leonard H. Court- 
ney. M.P., Sir Robert Herbert, Agent- 
General to Tasmania; Sir Westley Perci- 
yal, Hon, T. Playford, Sir Saul Samuel, 
Agent-General in London for the colony 
of New South Wales; Dr. Oronhyaotckha 
and Sie Charles Lennox Peol, clerk to 
the Privy Council. 

" The London Chamber of Commerce to- 
day passed resolutions concerningg “Sir 
Jobn Thompson's death, and appointed 
a committec to request Sir Charles Tup- 
per to express their sorrow and sym- 
pathy to Lady Thompson, Similar ac- 
tion will be taken by Commercial Asso- 
ciations in Liverpool, Glasgow, Man 
chester and other cities.

ti Japanese aymy in Manchuria is 
| pushing steadily towards Moukden, It 
has just attacked and taken Mo-Tien- 
Ling, a town 100 miles beyond the Yalu 
, River. There is little probability that 
any serious resistance will be encounter- 
ed until Moukden itself is reached, Mean- 
while Anarchy prevails in all districts 
of Manchuria not administered by the 
Japafiese, DeSerters or fugatives from 
the Chinese armies raid the country, and 
the people leave their homey untenanted, 

The Japanese troops are suffering from 
the cold, but that was anticipated and 
by, way of a set-off, they are no longer 
tormented by the dysentery that pros- 
trated so many during the summer and 
autumn days in Corea, 

Many reports are current and have 
‘been published abroad, accusing the 
; Japanese of unnecessary slaughter of the 
| Chinese in taking Port Arthur, Some 
explain it by saying that no quarter was 
given the Japanese troops, being 80 
exasperated by the revolting sight of 
the atrocious mutilations committed on 


| some of the Japanese scouts, or others 


who had been captured by the Chincse. 
Indeed, some of the official records found 
on the capture of Kinchow, 15 ‘lays pre- 
viously, detailed the torturing to death 
by crushing the bones and then roast- 
ing of three Japaneso,. who were with 
the army as Chinese interpreters, The 
matter has been brought to the notice 
of the Government, and every effort will 
be made to throw light on the whole 
affair.

St John’s, Nfld., Dec. 15, -- Develop- 
ments in the failure of the Commercial 
Bank show the collapse to have been more 
serious than was at first supposed, ‘To, 
day’s revelations, indicating, as they do, 
the irretrievable insolvency of the insti- 
tution, appal the depositors. 

Directors Pitts, Googridge, Duder,Hut- 
chins and Goodfellow, and the firm of Job 
Brothers, are the bank’s debtors to the 
amount of about $1,800,000, in part oe 
follows: BE, Duder, $600,000; A. F. Goods 
ridge and Job Brothers, $500,000 each, 
and J. Goodfellow $160,000. Johu Steers’ 
liability {6 $125,000. 

The available bonds held by the bank 
consisting of Newfoundland debentuweg 
ond Canadian bonds, which are set forth

The ordinary 
death rate of diphtheritic patients was 
fifty per cent.; after the use of the ani- 
mal serum it rell to half that amount, and 
M. Roux said at Budapest that he felt 
authorized in hoping for better results 
still. This hope was not an idle one, as 
since that date the death rate from diph- 
theria has been steadily going down iu 
Paris, and has a tendency toward com- 
plete disappearance, In this respect 
the weekly report of municipal statistics 
for Raris is most instructive. Whereas 
in former years the average number of 
deaths per week from diptheria was 
frown twenty to twenty-five, this year 
these figures have fallen to twelve for 
the first week in September, eight for 
the second, seven for the third and two 
fey the fourth. Two deaths from diph- 
theria in a week in all Paris! ~—Never 
since the Bureau of Statistics was fouud- 
ed, fifteen years ago, has such a figure 
been reported. Last year the total 
deaths from diphtheria in Paris during 
September were sixty-eight, this year 
twenty-nine. 

Tho foundation of an establishment 
where the serum can be prepared on a 
large scale is, therefore, far more ur- 
gent than was the creation of an insti- 
tute for rabies. There is no compari- 
son between the frequency of rabies and 
diphtheria, which is a widely spread 
and most fatal complaint. Since there 
exists a remedy of undeniable power 
against it, provision must be made to 
have a supply of this remedy, and in 
such quantities thatit can always be 
procured in timé. Everyone may at 


one moment or another have need of 


this remedy; everyone should, there- 
fore, contribute toward the attainment 
of this desideratum in the shortest pos- 
sible time,

THE BEST TIME IS THE FALL, PRE- 


FERABLY SEPTEMBER 


Ten Souvod Reasons tin Support of the 


Theory—More Milk Will be Obtained 


Che Cows Will Milk a Longor Season 


The Other Advantegos 


We say in the fall, as regards the ma 
jority of the herd, preferably the 
months of September and October Of 
course it is recopnised on all hands that 
to make the finest butter it is advisable 


tohave a fresh cow in occasionally 
throughout the year, However, this 
does not affect the general statement 


materially, 

This articlo is called forth mainly on 
account of the growling idoa that to suit 
tho choose factory scason itis necessary 
to have cows come in milk in the spring 
or late winter, and others follow this old 
system because everybody doos 80, or 
because of the mistakon idca that cows 
will give more milk if fresh in milk 
when they come to grass, I propose to 
give ten sound reasons in support of my 
opening statement: 

1. The herd, if properly handled, will 
ive more milk and make more butter 
uring the year, Experionce proves 

this. If cows come in in the fall tho 
milk flow can easily be kept up during 
tho first few months, and when the sea 
son advances and spring approaches, 
the carly pasture, fall ryo, ote, is in 
view, and will give an added impetus to 
the milk flow, On tho other hand, the 
spring cow willrecelve an impetus of 
an opposite character as winter ap 
proaches, 

2. The cow will milk a longer season, 
Eight and nine months’ cows no longer 
fill the needs of the dairy. Much of the 

rofit of any herd depends upon the 

ength of the milking season, and if, 
when the cow has been fin milk about 
six or seven months, she be put upon 
grass or other succulent spring fodder, 
the tendency is to prolong the milking 
period, which should not be less than 
ten and a-half or cleven months ; in fact, 
I am notsure that it isa necessity to 
have cows dry atall, One thing is cer- 
tain, the short period of milking now in 
practice in many herds, is a large leak, 
not being for the present only, but for 
the future, as our next point will show. 

8, The cow trained to long and deep 
milking will perpetuate these suas 
im her offspring, and they will be best 
and most lastingly cultivated in tho full 
cow. Many seem to think that to look 
to the calves isa slow way of making 
money by dairying, but the intelligent 
man knows that this is the most in- 
tensely practical point in the whole 
range ot the management of a dairy 
herd, Teach the cow to milk long; look 
well to the calf when it is the heifer, in 
milk, and the first principles of success 
are established—the calf is the mother 
of the cow, 

4. The fall calfis the stay of the dairy. 
I take itas aprinciple not to be gain- 
said, that the man who wouldown a 
high-class dairy herd, must raise his 
own stock. More time to attend to the 
calf ; more _ suitablo weather; 
no flies; no sour milk; good grass when 
most it needsit, viz., when the milk 
ceases—all these ensure a better calf 
than the spring one. 

5. The product is worth more from 
the fallcow. It will 
that butter was worth 8 to 17 cents in 
tho best markets of this Province this 
summer, due to two causes—great 
quantity and poor quality. Our fall 
cow will give us most butter when we 
have most time to see after it, and when 
it is worth most, while her summer pro- 
duct may be sent to the cheese factory 
ifdesired, If you donot wish to make 
up the butter, send it tothe winter 
creamery—one of the most valuable in- 
stitutions of this country. 

6. Less labor in busy season. Hot 
weather, busy times, aching backs 
switching tails, empty pails anc parched 
pasnres go much together. Cows dry 
n July and August will immensely 
minimize these troubles. 

7. Cows dry during July and August. 
Grass has failed at this season, and is 
little better than straw, If tho cow is 
dry at all, this is, we believe, the best 
time. We find, generally speaking, 
that cows are better looked after in 
winter than at this period.

Would it 
suit your pocket? Except for a short 
time, when the rows are dry, one may 
patronize the factory as usual and ayoid 
tho difficulties of making butter from 
the milk of cows that have been a long 
while milking, as with spring cows, 
after the factory closes. In short, this 
system is at the basis of the establish- 
ment of our butter on first-class mar- 
kets. Of course, the practice recom- 
mended means good stables and suitable 
milk-houses, but these are not unayail- 
able. If the system commend itself, it 
will be necessary to mate the cows ac- 
cordingly. —Farmer’s Adyocato, 





Barley moal constitutes a perfectly 
wholesome food for milk cows, but fs 
certainly not remarkable for its milk or 
butter-producing qualitics, being better 
calculated to form flesh than milk. If 
the grain is on hand it may as well bo 
used as on auxiliary food, but if it has 
to be purchased, it might be advisable 
to spend the money in bran, peas, oil- 
cake, wheat and oats, the two latter be- 
ing the most superior milk-producing- 
Grains. As to the best food tor butter 
production, we put little faith in rules 
tor foeding, and believe that the health 
and appetito should be watched carofu’s- 
ly, aud the food variedin both quality 
and quantity, according to the evident 
needs of the individual, The following 
rations for butter production may serve 
as a guide, but the observant and intel- 
ligent feeder will try what can be done 
with the foods produced on the place 
and according to the requircments of 
individual animals : 

No. 1—Clover hay. 10 lbs.; oat or 
wheat straw, 10 lbs.; linseed cake, 2

HOUDAN FOWLS. 


They Aro One of tho Mort Useful Varie- 
ties of the Domestic Fow!l—Statis- 
tics of Egg Production, Eto, 


One of the best fowls for general pur- 
poses is the Houdan. An English pon! 
terer writes about the Houdan to Th. 
Country Gentleman as follows: 

One of the most useful varieties of the 

domestic fowl is the Houdan, for which 
we are indebted to the French. It takes 
its name from the town of Houdan, in 
the department of Seine-et-Oise, where 
the ordinary type is more or less of this 
kind, though, as is usually the casa, the 
type is not rigidly adhered to. M. Le- 
moine describes the French Houdan as 
having five claws to each foot, this be- 
ing a very characteristic sign, and, not- 
withstanding its tuft, it isa gad-about. 
Its principal quality is its precocity. It 
is naturally fitted to yield food, on which 
account it needs nourishment, and to 
seek this it displays great activity. 
Therefore it asks for more abundant ra- 
tions than is usually given to ordinary 
fowls. But let not that rapacious appetite 
frighten the breeder. The Heiden 
fowl rapidly assimilates its food, and all 
that is consumed is quickly turned into 
flesh. One great pointin its favor is 
that Houdan pullets are reared most 
eaely The plumage is pebbled—that 
is, white and black, irregularly marked, 
Sometimes with white feathers, at other 
times with black, but toa great extent 
white and black instead of\grey. ‘Two 
alone of its flight feathers ought to be 
white. The Houdan cock has a fine, 
upright appearance, and is a little 
proud. The head is high, the beak 
rather crooked; the chest is wide; the 
legs short, strong and grey or pinkish, 
and somewhat wide apart, with five 
claws, three in front, resting on the 
earth in support of the bird, and two 
behind, much separated; it carries a 
tuft of fiue feathers, falling backward ; 
the beard is gery full, with a cravat 
utting out; the comb is fleshy, resem- 
ling an open mussel shell a little in- 
dented ; in the midst of the two very 
small projections which compose the 
comb, there is a third rudimentary 
projection ; the beard feathers 
are long, the ear feathers white 
and short, and partly hidden by 
the whiskers. The Houdan hen is 
very active, and yet of good size. Its 
plumage is also pebbled black and 
white ; its chest round and very full; its 
feathers very close; its whiskers very 
marked ; its cravat thick and project- 
ing ; the comb is rudimentary, and has 
the form of a little butterfly; its beard 
feathers are very short ; its ear feathers 
little, and covered by the whiskers. As 
in the case of the cock, the legs are 
strong, and in color are pinkish with 
grey spots, there being five claws, three 
in front and two behind, much separat- 
ed. English Houdans differ from the 
French, in that more attention has been 
paid to the crest, and for the attainment 
of this point there has been crossing 
with the Creve, the result of which is 
secon in the darker plumage, for the 
Fronch type has more white than we 
usually soo in Britain, The economic 
merits of the fowl are undoubted, and 
it is a capital layer of large white-shell- 
od eggs, and it is also a first-rate table 
bird. It docs not lay as froely as the 
Mediterrancan races, but it is better on 
the table,

moine’s experimests as published by 
him: Number of eggs per annum, 12; 
Average woight of egg, 2fo7. 83 gr.; 
weight of food consumed per day, 6 oz

Referring to the illustrations, 
Fig. 2 is a sectional drawing of a cur 
with four conduits, with upper ducts 
for street and house wiring, and Fig, 3 
shows the method of construction, 

This design of the new conduit system 
is intended principally for the residence 
parts of large cities and has been adopt- 
ed by the Norwood Park Electric and 
Construction Company, which has pur- 
chased the patent rights for Norwood 
Park, Ill., and intends to utilize it ex- 
clusively in the construction of its elec- 
tric light plant, 

In placing the Sampson combined 
carb and conduit a trench of suitable 
width and depth is dug along the curb 
line of the street and wholly outside of 
the driveway, so as not to disturb the 

aving of the street except at crossings. 
Ihe old curbing is removed and the 
trench thoroughly flushed and tamped. 
A three-inch drain tile is then laid to 
the necessary grade and surrounded 
with sullicient gravel or crushed stone 
to a depth of ten inches. The gravel or 
stone should be well compacted around 
the tile and the tile connected to the 
catch-basins. The conduit, which is 
made of yitrified tiles laid in concrete 
and furnished in sections of four feet 
containing as many ducts as desired is 
now placed on top of the gravel, the 
sections two feet apart, and is lined up 
and tamped tight. Tho ducts of the two 
adjacent sections are peomed together 
by tiles kept in position by a mandrel 
pushed through the ducts ; a sheet steel 
frame or mold is placed from section to 
section on the outside, and a mixture 
| of concrete and Portland cement cast 
| around the tiles, securing a perfect air 
and water tight joint, and finally the 
curb is faced with cement and sand and 
| dressed smooth with trowel and brush, 
At such points as may be desired a T- 
) shaped tile or duct is laid for house or 
strect lamp connections, and all ends 
; are scaled with plugs until such time as 
; connections are to be made, At street 
corners and at such other points as a 
change in grade or in the alignment of 
the curb may necessitate, manholes are 
to be built of sufficient size to permit 
drawing, splicing and tapping of cables. 
{| The drainage of the conduit system 
is provided by means of suitable tile 
' connections from the floor of the man- 
holes to the sower system, and ventila- 
tion is obtained through the manholes 
and ducts running into the lampposts. 
In crossing streets the conduit will be 
constructed insttho same manner as the 
combined curb and conduit, except that 
no part of it will be brought above the 
surface of the street, 


Yawning as an Remedy. 

Yawning, though contrary to tho 
canons of good society, is undoubtedly 
vory beneficial to the individual, Mus- 
cles are brought into play during a 
good yawn which otherwise would never 
obtain auy oxercise at all, and its value 
as a sort of natural massage is consider- 
able.

B. B. Osler Mentioned As Min- 
ister of Justice. 


MR.BOWELL TOSTAY IN THE SENATE 


Hion. Mr. Haggart Working in Harmony 
With the Now Premicr—Threo Mem~- 
bers, It Is Suld, Havo Offered to Give 
Way to Mr. Bowell Shonld Me Decide 
to Sit im tho Commons—No Trouble 
Anticipated in Finding a Scat for Mr 
Osler Should Ho Ke Offered and Accept 
the Porifollo 


Ottawa, Dec, 16.—Nothing very now or 
startling has developed in the political 
situation, and things remain pretty much 
as they were ou Friday night. There 
WHA a long conference of tha late Minis- 
ters in the Council Chamber yesterday, 
the result of which has not transpired, 
Hon. John Haggart had a long confer- 
ence with Hon, Mackenzie Bowell in the 
latter’s rooms in the Russell House to- 
night, and rumor has it that the Hon. 
John is workjng in harmony with the 
new Premier. 

Chris. Bunting arrived this morning, 
He said to a friend that ha was on his 
way to Montreal, and just ‘ dropped in” 
tod seo how things were getting on in 
Ottawa. He is reported to haye ex 
pressed himself very much in favor of 
Mr. Bowell and in very different style 
from what The Mail has been saying. 

The most interesting rumor I have 
heard te-day is one to the effect that 
Mr. B. B. Osler had been offered the 
portfolio of Minister of Justice. He 
would probably be about as able| a suc- 
cessor to Sir John Thompson as could 
be found, and would undoubtedly prove 
& great strength to Mr. Bowell’s Govern- 
ment. 

The suggestion that Mr. Osler go into 
the Cabinet came from Toronto, and was 
ceived by much favor by the , Cabinet 
makers at | Ottawa. Negotiations {fn 
that direction have been going on for 
two or three days, 

Mr, Oxler in politica voted with 4 the 

Conservatives in the Dominion élections, 
but it will be remembered he appeared 
on the stump on behalf of Mr. Mowat fn 
recent Ontario campaign. 
_ In 1882 Mr. Osler contested Welland 
in the Reform interests, but was defeated 
by Dr. Ferguson by a majority of 183. 
Since then Mr. Osler haa appeared upon 
the stump but three times--once for his 
brother four years ago, when that gen- 
tleman contested the Mayoralty of To- 
ronto against R. J. Fleming; again in 
the Bigelow-Kent contest in | Toronto, 
when he spoke in the — interests 
of the Reformer, and again last 
Summer, whén he advocated Sir Oliver 
Mowat’s cause, It may be mentioned 
that while Mr. Osler is a most powerlul 
Pxponent of criminal law, he will yet 
have to prove himself an able parliamen- 
tarian, and competent to argue cinsti- 
tutional law. 

As to finding him a seat, there ought 
to be no difficulty, as no leas thanthree 
Conservative members, including Mr. 
Harry Corby, haye offered to resign their 
seats if Mr. Bowell wishes to return to 
the Commons, and no doubt one of them 
would be willing to make way for Mr. 
Osler, should he require it. Mr. Bowell 
will not require a seat in the Commons, 
ns he has stated his intention of remain- 
ing in the Senate, and leading the Goy- 
ernment there, as Sir John Abbott did. 

Who will be leader in the Commons is 
still unknown, but the impression is still 
Beneral that it will be Mr. Foster,

SIR JOUN THOMPSON'S DEATHS 
Comments Made By Correspondents of New 
York Papers. 


Now York, Doc, 7.-G. W. Smaliey, ia 
hiv cablo to The Tribunes saya: The aud- 
den death of the Canadian Prime Minister 
at Windsor Castio has cuused a deep and 
genuine fegling in England Doth of sor- 
row for the loss of an able and distin- 
guished man and of sympathy with tho 
People over whom he ruled, It hans been 
shown in atriking ways. Seldom has any 
event touching any colony seemed to af- 
foct England so much, It camo so noar the 
Queen os to make it personal to her, and 
everything personal to’ the Queen reaches 
an immonsé majority of her subjects; por- 
haps all of thom, The Queen in turn has 
made horself the modium of the rogrot of 
all, Sho oxprossed it in fitting words, and 
sho laid a wreath on the coffin in token 
of hor respect for a Minister who had 
served both her and Canada ao woll. It 
sounds almost cynicul to say so, yet it 
may bo said with truth and not at all 
oynioally of this eminent Canadian that his 
death conferred a benefit upon his coun- 
try which long years of honorable deyo- 
tion to her interests might not have equal- 
ed, for tho tragedy at Windsor is one of 
those which bind countries together. 

An American View for American Readers. 

The World's London special says: Tho 
sudden death of Sir John Thompson, the 
Canadian Premier, according to informa- 
tion from an authoritative private 
source, was directly due to the tedious 
formalities attending tho Royal Counoll 
at Windsor, The session was abnormally 
long, lasting one hour and 25 minutes, 
during the whole of whioh timo, according 
to usage, all present, save the Queen, 
wore compelled to remain standing in a 
respoctful attitude without moving.

TWO WOMEN HACKED TO PIECES. 
Near ee 
Flendish Double Murder at Lakewood, 
Near Buffalo. 


Buffalo, N.Y., Dec. 16.—A week ago Fri- 
day last Mr. and Mrs. Mayor Shearman 
und their little grandson, while driving 
across the tracks of the Erie Railroad 
between Ashville and Lakewood, Chau- 
tauqua County, were struck by the fast 
mail train; the child was killed instantly 
and the grandfather so badly hurt that 
he died on Wednosday last. Two days 
later, hia wife, who had been disembow- 
pled in the accident, also died.

—Harcourt the Cause of Discord 


New York, Dec. 16.—The Sun's London 
says: Several persons who are i shrewd 
judges of English political affairs expect 
the general election manifesto to be is- 
sued by the Government within a week. 
That o crisis of sowe sort in the afiairs 
of tho Government is imminent is quite 
certain. It is no longer denied that ao 
Certain section of the cabinet favor an 
immediate appeal to the country, 
teports of Harcourt’s defection con - 
tinue to make o serious division ‘n the 
Liberal party. Lord Rosebery was 4 jn- 
terrupted several times during laet 
night’s specch by cries of “ Where's Har- 
court?" 

It is not publicly known bere 1 ‘that 
Rosebery made a private visit to Har- 
court in the middle of the -week , and 
spent tho night discussing the situation 
With the doughty chancellor. 

The impression is gaining ground that 
Rosebory is onxious to retire from the 
Premiership. More than one | event pf 
the first improtance in British politics 
miy take place in the next few days. 

The Herald’s Pondon 4 correspondent 
cables: Lord Rosebery left Euston Sta 
tion Saturday morning for Althorp Park, 
on a visit to Lord Spencer. Qhe Mar- 
quis of Ripon and other gucats traveled 
there yesterday, 

So runs the curt, colorless announce - 
ment in this evening's pipers. The pro- 
bability is that no more than this brief 
mention of a visit fraught with jm - 
portance and interest to the country will

The fuct is that, although even the Op- 
position organs have preserved o discreet 
silence upon the matter, this week has 
been one of no little agitation in min- 
isterial circles, The attitude assumed by 
Sic William Hwrcourt toward the leader 
of the party could hardly have been much 
longer maintained { Without a definite 
split resulting. This, it is obvious, when 
forced upon the attention of the country, 
must résult in ministerial disintegration. 

Early, in the week, however, Lord Rose- 
bery called upon his Opponent, one vut- 
ward result of which is the &pparent at- 
tempt at reconciliation and the semi- 
official announcement that Sir William 
Harcourt wonld shortly break his -relf- 
imposed and loug-continued silence, which 
caused so much comment. 

The visit of Lord Rosebery to Lord 
Spencer's country seat moans that what 
practically amounts to a secret Cabinet 
meeting was held there Saturday after- 

on, r f 

The chief, if not the only, topic dis- 
cussed was j whether the Government 
should 0 at once to the country or con- 
tinue to hold on to office with both 
hands and, after going through the 
somewhat empty form of passing sundry 
measures of the Newcastle program, np- 
peal to the country, upon the question 
of ending or mending the House of Lords, 

Sir William Harcourt and his follow- 
ors strenuously argued in favor of the 
former course, while Lord Rosebery and 
those who think with him, were just as 
determined that the Jatter plan was 
desirable.

CHINA MUST SUR FOR PEACE 


Japau Will Not Accept Mediation By a 
Third Party—Short Fight and Jap 
Victory. 


New York, Dec, 16.—The Herald's 
Shanghai special says: In well inform- 
ed quarters it is considered that an 
armistice between the two belligerent 
is not unlikely, although the Japanese 
aS advancing slowly but surely toward 

ekin. 

The second army, which is advancing 
from the Liaotung Peninsula, is now 
Within two days’ march of Niuchwang. 

The first army is operating in Man- 
churiaj, oa few miles away to the north- 
east, and is driving the Chinese before 
it in spite of tha severe winter weather. 

Li Hung Chang is still in the aecend- 
ant. Prince Kung and the Emprest 
Dowager, who, like the Viceroy, are 
anxious for peace, would be willing to 
accredit him as an envoy to Japan to 
treat concerning terms of peace. In 
view of the fact that the season is now 
far advanced, the Japanese may 
acquiesce in this arrangement. 

The Empress and the imperial harem 
have le[t Pekin for a place situated 20 
miles west o! the capital. 

The Emperor is also believed to have 
left Pekin secretly, He is known to be 
in bad health, 

correspondent of The Herald at 
Tokyo says, after repeated efforts, he 
secured an interview with Mutsua, Jap- 
anese Minister of Foreign Affaire, 

He had heard something about the re- 
ports of American mediation, but he 
thought that when two nations were at 
war, the beaten one should make ite 
peace proposals directly to the victor.

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5 IT AGCIDENT OR MURDER? 


Suspicious Death of an Elgin 
County Farmer. 


FOUND CRUSHED UNDER A TREE, 


But Thourht to Have Been 
Killed With an Axe, 


Méndershott Found Under a Fallen Tree, 
His Mead Crushed in-~ Evidence Point- 
ing to ils Gaving Been Killed and the 
Tree Folled So As to Fall Upon the 
Body- 11,000 Insurance Takon Out 
Within a Short Period, the Policies 
Being Made Payable to Mis Uncle—The 
Inquest Adjourncd—Detectivo Murray 
Working on the Case 


St. Thomas, Dec. 17.—Elgin County is 
presently excited over what looks very 
much like a murder mystery, and, al- 
though no arrests have ‘as yet been made, 
two men are under police surveillance 
ane may be taken into custody ut any 
moment, The Attorney-Genoral’s Depart- 
ment has been communicated with, and 
request forwarded to send up  Pro- 
Vincial Detective Murray at once. 

The present case resembles in many 
of its essentials tho famous Acacia mur- 
der of 12 years ago, when Lonis Napol- 
ean was stabbed and shot down while 
hunting in the woods on his farm. Al- 
though two men, Ransom Forbes and 
Albert Thomas, and the murdered man's 

wife Were arrested for tho crime, no 
Conviction was secured, So far us the 
crown has procedded in the present case 
no proof that a murder has been com- 
mitted has. been adduced, but ‘the au- 
thorities claim to have something in 
reserve, which they decline to divulge. 
The scene of this Jast supposed murder 
is O small place called Middlemarch in 
Southwold Township, three miles west of 
this city. It was formerly known ns 
Smokes' Corners, and consists of a black- 
smith shop, hotel and church. The Hen- 
dershotts _and jWelters, the two fami- 
lies to which the parties implicated be- 
long,have lived in this locality for close on 
to half a century, and are known 
all through the southern counties, 
Briefly, the facts of the case are these: 
On Friday last two young men uamed 
William H. Tendershott, aged 23, and 
William Welter, aged 20, left the regi- 
dence of John Hendershott, uncle of the 
first named, to go into the woods jon 
rae fs BS the Wardell Farm! to 
: rees. ‘Bo 7 i ri 
John Hondo ee mmen lived with 

William Hendershott, the young man 
alleged to have been murdered, was a son 
of David Hendershott jof Walsingham 
Centre, but it is said quarreled with his 
family about the division of some pro- 
perty and came to Middlemarch to re- 
side With his uncle. 

Welter is a son of Isaac Welter, who 
resides on the adjoining farm to Hender- 
Fhott. He, too, had singularly anough 
quarreléed with his family also, a young 
woman being at the bottom jof the 
trouble. This young woman is a daugh- 
ter of Hondershott, with whom Welter 
two years ago went to live. 
ray night walter returned from the 

alone, and re ted that Hender- 
shott had been killed by « falling tree. 
Welter’s story waa that, after they had 
chopped the tree through, Hendershott 
Ww hose vest was lying on a stump, calle 
out, “It will break my watch,” and ran 
towards the stump. Welter warned him 
of his danger, but Hendershott ran di- 
rectly under the tree, was struck by it 
and instantly killed, his Bkull being 
crushed. His story of the accident was 
accepted, 

On Saturday, howewer, it was learned 
that since September last $11,000 insur- 
ance had been placed on the life of the 
deceased, the policies being made pay- 
ae to his uncle, John Hendershott. In 

eptember a policy of $6000 on deceas- 

ed's life was taken out in the Covenant 
Mutual of Galesburg, Ill., of which J. 
Ww. Cook is agent, and on Noy. 12 another 
policy of $5000 was taken out in the 
Mutnal Reserve of New York, of which G. 
Roche of this city is agent. 
: rbd peak) once aroused grew by what 
it fe on, and County Constable Fairbro- 
ther paid a visit to the scene on Sunday, 
when he made What he regarded as o 
startling discovery. He found the tree 
which had been sawn and felled lying 
with the branches pointing westward, 
and the Stump at the east. Running 
north and south from the branches of 
the falling treo is a log on which deceas-. 
ed’6 coat, vest and watch are said to 
have been lying. Decenged, it is claim- 
ed, was struck by thé tree ait a point 10 
or 15 feet from this log, or almost clear 
of the branches of the tree. 

About 60 feet in an casterly and north- 
erly direction from where the deceased 
was struck by the tree was found & 
pool of blood, A little further on were 
found sticks with blood marks. Then 
turning in a circle to the south at a 
distance of 104 feet’ was found a pool of 
blood. Continning in the same direction 
on @ log are found blood marks and 
az 050 & pool of blood, at a distance, of 
170 feet from where tho body, lay. Tho 
last blood was found a distance away. 
from ‘the starting point of 196 fect, and 
this {6 at a point considerably cast’ and 
south of the fallen tree. 

County Crown Atitorney Donohue con- 
cluded that these facts warranted an in- 


this ufternoon before Coroner Gustin of 
this wity, with Mr. Jabel Robinson, at 
one time head of the Provincial Grangzo, 
a4 foreman. The inquest was not con- 
cluded until after midnight, Wolter, the 
companion of the dead man in the woods, 
being subjected to an examination ox- 
tending over 81-2 hours. 

The only two witnesses examined wero 
young Welter and John Hendershott, the 
boy's uncle, when the inquest waa ad- 
Journed until Friday, pending the ar- 
rival of Detective Murray. The storica 
of the two did not correspond in many 
particulars, Hendershott left home 
early on the day of the tragedy to visit 
Aylmer und Eden, where he wan to got 
& robe which wna being made for him. 
Before leaving he soys he told Welter 
and his nephew to go to the woods on 
the Wardell place and cut down trees 
explaining that two axes and o saw 
would be found there with which to do 
the work, They were to continue fell- 
ing trees Friday and Saturday. 

Welter, in his evidence, stated 
Hendershott told them to cut the trees 
on Friday, and they could go to &t. 
Thomas for o holiday on Saturday. Thia 
wen the firet contradiction in the evi- 
dence. 

There wap also a discrepancy between 
the stories of Hendershott and his son- 
in-law, that was soon to be, With re- 
spect to the insurance policies, 

Hendershott swore that in September 
his nephew took out an insurance pol- 
icy of $6000 in the Covenant Mutual 
and he (Hendershott) paid the first 
nag $283 becouse he at that timo

and aleo added that he purposed can-

The uncle thereupon paid the firat pre- 
mium of $48, agrecing to pay onothor 


instalment of LS within 6O days. Be- 
fore tho 60 daya elapsed the insuren was 
dead. 

Hendershott, who ia a widower, 
cupied the same room with young Welter, 
The Intter swore that on Sunday morn- 
ing Hendershott showed him one of the 
policies, and etated that the other was 
locked up in the bureau drawer, Hen- 
| dershott flatly pontradicted this and 
swore that he never showed the policies 
to Welter or anybody else, 

There was discrepancy between the 
stories of John Hendershott and Welter 
as to the number of axes in the wyods, 
Welter swore that there was but one. 
Hendershott swore there were two, 
When Constable Fairbrother visited the 
woods on Sunday ho suw one ox, but this 
one hav mysteriously disappeared since. 

A dramatic incident | occurred while 
Welter was telling the story of the tra- 
gedy. He described how he and Hender- 
shott had gone to tho woods and were

feHing a tree when Hendershott cried 
out, “Oh, my watch,”. and ran towards 
his veat whith was lying on a stump. 


Suddenly he tripped and fell and at the 
same instant the tree jcame crashing 
down upon him. “I was paralyzed for 
the time being,” said Welter in his evi- 
dence, ‘and fully 10 of 15 minutes elapa- 
ed before I could go néar Hendershott. I 
was wort of dazedl and | merely leaned 
against a log, I could not collect my 
senses. I heard Hendershott groan apd 
kick ‘hia leg once oy twice but could not 
move. Eventually | I overcame the 
shock tod went over to him and put my 
hand undey his clothes to feel his heart 
and found he was dead,” 

Dr. Frank Lawrence made a post mor- 
tem examination of the remains to-night 
and found no less than nine wounds on 
different portione of the head and face. 

His report will not be madq public un- 
til the inquest is reaumed Friday, but 
it was learned late to-night that the 
doctor is prepared to swear that tho 
wounds could not have been inflicted 
by a falling tree. Thoy had evidently 
been occasioned by some instrument, and 
might have been occasioned by an ax, 

The theory of the prosecution is that 


Hendershott was struck on the head 
with am ax, a couple of hundred - feet 
south of the fallen tree, at the spot 


where the first pool of blood was dis- 
covered, that he staggered in the direc- 
tion of the tree, which explains the 
presence of blood stains at various 
stages. That he was again struck 
about 60 feet from where he was found, 
and that his head was then placed under 
the tree at the point where it was found 
in order to Jead to the impression that 
he had’ been killed by the falling tree. 
It must be remembered that these pools 
of blood were found in the opposite di- 
rection irom the tree to that traversed 
by the parties who carried the body from 
the woods. 

It {s mentioned as a singular fact 
that there was little if any blood found 
on the tree, or in its vicinity, while, 
according to the evidence of the inmates 
of the house to which tthe body was 
taken, deceased’s shirt ond underclothes 
were fairly saturated with blood. An- 
other circumstance to which the prose- 
cution attach much importance is the 
statement of Welter, that after the tra- 
gzedy, he proceeded 11-2 miles down the 
street to the house of Charles Welter, 
before notifying any person of what 
had occurred, although he passed half o 
dozen houses on the way. 

These are the facts on which the pro- 
secution hang their theory of murder. 
That they have made no arrests is a point 
in fayor of those accused by implication. 
There will have to be a good deal more 
substantial (testimony adduced before 
people hereabouts can be made to be- 
lieve that the tragedy was other than 
accident, notwithstanding that the 
remarkable circumstance that a common 
laborer, who carried $11,000 on his 
life, should meet with a sudden death 
after a single premium had been paid.

A large case five feet square, hermeti/ 
cally sealed, arrived at the Palace Hotel 
to-jlay from Windsor, containing a 
wreath from the Queen. Lord Edward 
William Pelham-Clinton, the Maater of 
the Household, this morning telegraphed 
to Senator Sanford, saying that the 
Queen was sending a special wreath for 
the state funeral of the remains of Sir 
John Thompson, and expressing the wish 
that the Senator would take charge of 
it 


it. 

The. body will be met at Portsmouth 
by the Roman Catholic Bishop und +he 
loca! clergy, together with a guard of 
honor, consisting of 200 sailors and 
marines, and a salute will be fired whan 
the coffin is taken on board the cruiser 
Blenheim. 

The Blenheim will sail for Halifax with 
the body on Thursday. 

London, Dec, 17.—The arrangements for 
the removal of the body of Sir John 
Thompson to Portsmouth are not yet 
complete, the officials of the Canadian 
office being desirous of first ascertaining 
the exact time of the arrival and sailing 
of the cruiser Blenheim. There will be 
very few formalities in connection with

Wibth scorching words she denounc- 
ed Oar) Peters, who, throe weeka after her 
violt to one of these tribes (who treated 
her with the almost kindnose and sffactlop) 
brought hisMex!m guns to bear and shot 120 
of them. Poor Afrios, with her smiling 
valleya devastated by the Arab slave hunt- 
ers,who surround the village {n the night, 
fire the huts, shoot down the men and 
carry off the young people and women to 
slavery, denuding vast tracts of thelr pop 
alation, Then follows the oivilization 
which marks her progress by paths of gore, 
Men like Stanley and Peters, have upon 
thely souls countless murders of innocent 
Africans, bub thanks to Livingstone and 
Mrs. Sheldon the powers of the world 
must risein thelr might, and stop this 
clvilizing process by the bayonet and the 
cannop.

' DISCUSSING EARL JERSEY'S REPOR! 


‘Tnter-Colontal Tarif’ May Yet Come, But 
Litthe Possibility of British-Colontal 
Prefercutial Tarif™—Conadian Potatoes 

nnd Value of the Imperial in- 
stitute Not Bully Appreciated 


London, Dec, 19,—The recent death of 
Sir Johu Thompson, the Dominion Pre- 
mier, bas been tho principal topic ol 
Canadian interest hore during the past 
week, and in fact for tho time boing 
Was tho chief subject of public sonver 
sation, the circttwstances under which 


} the sad event took place Deing such oa 
!to strike a chord in the sympathics of 
j almost 


| 


everyone, Hardly a single 
newspaper, metropolitan or provincinl, 
has failed to comment with regrat upou 
the loss that not only Canada but the 
empire at large has suffered in the death 
of Sic John Thompson, while at the Caun- 
diar offices here mossages expressive of 
sorrow and sympathy continue to pour 
in in large numbers, Those public men 
here, «and they are not a few, who 
watch with interest the progress of 
events in Canada had long since recog: 
nized in Sir John Thompson one of the 
ablest men who ever had anything to 
do with the political affairs of Canada, 
and they have not been backward in 
expressing their sorrow at his untimely 
demise, while most of those organizations 
whose objects are colonial or are cou- 
nected with colonial interests have 
passed resolutions pxpressive of regret 
aul sympathy. The action of the Goy- 
ernment in ordering a warship to convey 
the body of the late Canadian Premicr 
to Canada has been received with uni- 
versal satisfaction. 

Lord Jersey’s roport on ‘the recent 
Iutercolonial conference at Ottawa ‘has 
been fairly well noticed in the press. lis 
recommendations are commented on 
favorably, and their reception could not 
have been more cordial, The general 
opinion appears to be that there can be 
no reasonable objection to granting to 
the colonies full right to make any com- 
mercial arrangements they may wish 
amongst themsclyes, even of a preferen- 
tial nature, and all that scems to be 
needed is to extend the application of 
the Imperial Act of 1878, so as to wen- 
the Australasian colonics to not 

grant preferential tariff 
concessions to each other, but 
also to any of the outside colonics, such 
fs South Africa and Canada. 

But little notice appears to have been 
taken of Lord Jersey's views on the 
proposal that the colonies should  dis- 
Criminate in favor of Great Britain, in 
retro for similar Concessions on tho 
part of.the Mother Country, the latter 
proposition being, in his opinion, imprac- 
ticable at present. He is apparently in 
favor of getting rid of the first stumb- 
ling block in the way of the former sug- 
gestion—the objectionable Belgian and 
German treaties, as Lord Salisbury calls 
them, but does not think that, in any 
cause at present, the United Kingdom 
Could impose duties to favor colonial 
products. The question now is, what ac- 
tion will be taken on the report? No 
doubt the policy of the government will 
Lirgely depend upon the way in which 
Lord Jersey's views catch hold of the 
public; but in any case nothing is likely 
to be done untit after the meeting of Par- 
liaunent. 

The provincial exhibits at the Imperial 
Inktitute are gradually getting into bet- 
ter shape. The opening of the Institute 
fomewhat clashed with the Chicago 
Wxhibition, and the latter was given the 
preference, Consequently the provinces 
iid to rely, in tho first instance, upon 
kuch articles as were Ielt over 
from the Colonial and Indian 
Exhibition, andl a good many of 
them were not improved by the keep- 
ing. The courte of Quebec, Ontario, 
Manitoba aud British Columbia have, 
however, been getting better all the 
time, and they are now fairly represen- 
tative of the capabijities of the pro- 
Vinees, althouzh a good deal still o- 
mains to be done to make them all that 
they should be, The Northwest  ‘Terri- 
torics have done little or nothing so far, 
and the aame thing may be said of the 
Maritime Provinces, which have not 
taken much interest in the matter.

The rettult of the experiment is 
said to have brought forth tha exglama- 
tion from Mr. Kelly, “I have been 
farming this 84 years, and I uever saw 
such prolific results.” 

WILL BE BURIED NEW YEAR'S DAY. 
Sir John Thompson's Body Will Leave 
England Saturday, 

London, Dec, 19,—The cruiser Blen- 
heim, which is to convey the body of 
Sir Joho ‘Thompson to Halifax, arrived 
at Portsmouth from Gibraltar this morn- 
ing and took a berth alongside the 
south railway jetty, from which place 
it is expected that the body will be 
taken on board. 

It is now stated that the Blenheim 
will take her departure on Dec. 21. In} 
the meantime the ship will fake on coal . 
and be painted black throughout. A 
catafalqne will be erected in the cabin, 
where the body will remain until it 
reaches Halifax. The coffin was svuled 
yesterday. . 

There will be very little formality in 
London in connection with the removal 
of the body of Sir John Thompson, but | 
it will be received at Portsmouth by a) 
guard of honor composed of sailors aud 5 
marines, who will escort the body from | 
the railway atation to the cruiser Blen- 
heim. The Southwestern Railway Com- | 
puny are having a funeral coach draped 
and decorated for the trausportation of 
the body to Portsmouth. The Mayor and 
the other authorities of the corporation 
of Portsmouth will attend the ceremony 
of transferring the coffin to the LBleu- 
heim. Miss Thompson and Mrs. Sunford 
and her daughters will sail for New 
York on the steamer Majestic to-morrow. 

It has been arranged that the cruiser 
Blenheim, svith the body of Sir John on 
board, phall leave Portsmouth at noon 
on Saturday, and it is said that the 
voyage to Halifax will be made iu nine 
days. The Coffin will be taken to Ports- 
uiouth py a apecial train leaving Vic- 
tori Station Saturday morning, When 
the body is received on board the Blen- 
beim, 20 minute’ guns will be fired from 
the ship. 

The Queen will send oa large wreath 
to be placed upon the coffin when it 
leaves London, The Karl and Countess 
of Derby will also send wreaths, it is 
learned that when Sir Charles Tupper 
was teceived by the Queen, Her Majesty 
told him that she had received a tele- 
cram from the Prince of Wales express- 
ing deep synipathy ond regret.

THE DEED OF A DEMON 


Poison Sprinkled on a Dead 
Man’s Vital Organs 


TO FASTEN A CRIME ON A WOMAN, 


Am Aualysis Shows That Ho Dicd from 
Natural Causes — Too Much Arsenic 
Found to Justify the Conclusion That 
He Dicd from Polson—An Elgin Myn- 
tery Which Science Unravelled — An 
Effort To Be Made to Discover the 
Partics Implicated in the Conspiracy. 





Toronto, Dec, 20.— One of El 
gin County's murder mypterics | 


was cleared up ing remarkable manner 
yosterday, By scientific analysis it was 
proven conclusively that no murder was 
committpd, And this in the face of the 
fact that the victim’s body coutainvd 
many eroains of arsenic, | 

On May 18 last George Scoaley, a far- 
mer near Vienna, died after a few days’ 
illness, Ho was living at the time with 
& woman named Best, After his death — 
a will was found, in which he left all 
his property to Mrs. Best. His daughter 
Was cut off withaut a dollar. 

Then Provincial Copstable Clayton of 
Aylma appeared on the scene, an inquest 
was ordered and the remains af Scealey 
exhumed, The stomach ond portions of 
the liver and kidneys were submitted to 
4 provincial analyst at Lo'ndon. 

Provincial Detective Greer was siven 
charge of the case, He found the post 
mortem had been slovenly conducted 
and the organs when yemoyed simply 
placed in a pail to be taken to’ the au- 

1 alyst, instead of being sealed up by the 
coroner, 

Tho report of the analyst also show- 
ed that there was an enormous quantity 
of the poison in the body, 

The detective’s suspicions were aroug- 
ed that the poison was sprinkled on the 
kidneys and liver after the body had been 
exhumed and the organs removed. That 
in fact a couspiracy existed to fasten 
the crime of murder on the womaly Lest, 
although Scealey had died from natural 
causes, But the parties to the con- 
apiracy betrayed themselves by their stu- 
pidity at the crucial moment. 

Those instrumental in having the body 
exhumed claimed that Scealey was slow- 
ly poisoned by parties who’ would bene- 
fit by his death. Scealey bad no suspic- 
ion that he was being done to death. He 
could not see these atoms when they 
passed his lips—they imparted no taste , 
that enabled him to know. His senses 
were not acute enough to perceive the 
messengers of death as they struck him 
down. These were the pleas set forth. 
But Detective Greer knew something 
Arsenic 
when administered passes off through 
the kidneya in 45 minutes, and only a 
few traces are found after death. ‘here 
was too much poison found in Scealey’s 
body. 

Deputy Attorney-General Cartwright 
derided that science should be asked to 
deride the matter. 

Then the mental machines in the 
laboratories of Prof. Ellis were culled 
into requisition with their little glass 
bottles, their retorts, their circular tubes, 
theie acids and their flames, and they 
prove the correctness of the detectives’ 
theory. They show that the quantity of 
poison was such that Scealey could not 
have taken it and lived an hour, let alone 
u week, It also showed that the party 
guilty of the attempt to fasten a crime 
upon au innocent person did not have 
very correct ideas relative to the pro- 
Se and effects of the substance he 
used, . 

Dr. A. J. Johnson, one of the greatest 
experts on poisons on the continent, who 
was called in by the Government to ro- 
port on the possibilitics of poisoning in 
the case, waa interviewed last vvening 
and said: “My report, based on the 
analysis presented to me, was that the 
indications were that Scealey had died 
of some disorder of the stomach and 
bowels. The quantity of arsenic found 
in the man’s organs was incompatible 
with orsenical poisoning. Araenic, when 
Milministered, passes off through the kid- 
neys within 45 minutes, and in cages of 
poisoning only a few traces are found 
after death. In the case of Scealey too 
much was found to justify a charge of 
murder,” s 

The question that remains is as to how 
the arsenic got into Scealey’s body and 
with what intent. It is understood | 
that the Government will ask Constable 
Clayton, who had the case in charge, to 
endeavor to trace the guilty party,

Both tho Bilaut and Sharp Buds of the 
Missing AX Wero Used to Killing the 
Man—Wools of Blood Found Under the 
Valicn Tree Prove That the Murder Was 
Committed Before the Tree Was 
Velled. .

In their duties 
a4 surgeons of the railway companies 
these physicians have attended hundreds 
ol employes who have met with acci- 
dents and are particularly well quali- 
fied from their long experience to speak 
as to the probable cause of wounds, All 
agreed with Dr. Lawrence that the 
wounds on Hendershott’s head could not 
have been inflicted by, a falling tree. The 
skull was found to be fractured in two 
places and the wounds were cased, 
some by, a sharp ad others by a blunt 
instrument, The back and sharp ends 
of an ax would, the doctors think, make 
such wounds. ; 

A discovery made to-day would indicate 
that the murder was committed before 
the tree was felled. Underneath the 
tree several pools of blood were discoy- 
ered a considerable distance from the 
spot where the body was discovered after 
Welter gave the alarm. This ¢linches 
the theory that deceased was struck 
on the head with an ax while standing 
near the tree, and that he staggered 
around in & circle,the blood pouring from 
his wounds until he was brought down 
by other blows from the weapon. The 
treo was then felled with the axe with 
which the murder was committed, This 
explains the presence of blood marks on 
the stump of the fallen tree. Diligent 
search has failed to find the axe. 

No arrests have yet been made. Pro- 
Vincial Detective Murray has only been 
here a day, and as the advantage of 
prompt action had already boen Jost he 
is not likely to make any decisive move 
until he has fully acquainted himself 
with all tho features of the case, for 
after all the publicity given tl® affair 


and the ‘certainty that the trial will 
, be ono of great interest, he will not

that he can prove his case. The surface 
indications point to a bad case for 
William Welter, the dea@®man’s con-

Emporor of China hus boon prevailed upon 
to husten comminsioners to Japan, and that 
those onvoys have such Dowors of conces- 
elon as will, without doubt, enable 
thom to bring about an immediate and 
thorough ond of hostilities. The details 
of their uuthority are not given, but the 
Prosumption in diplomatic quarters is that 
tho concessions usked by the Japnaese Goy- 
VYornmont have mot with the acquiescence 
ol the reigning powers of China, 


= Credited in Washington. 
Warhington, Deo, 21. — The Jate hour at 
which cable advices from London were ro- 
ceived in this city last night, indicating 
at lenst o cossation of hostilities in the 
fiold between the Governments of Chinu 
and Japan, prooluds o Vory thorough can- 
vases of diplomatic quarters to the tenor 
of advices received by the officials of tho 
foreign Governments.

China Buying brazilinn Vessels. 

_ New_York, Dec, 21.—A Chinese agent 
is in Washington negotiating with Sen- 
hor Mendonca, Minister for Brazil, for 
the purchuse of the Nictheroy and the 
Audrada, These vessels were fitted out 
in New York under Senhior Mendonca’s 
supervision to aid the Brazilian Goveru- 
ment put down Mello's insurgent navy. 
Peace now reigning in Brazil, the ships 
Ore lying idle at Rio, and it is consider- 
ed that President Moraes would be glad 
to dispose of them, his present naval 
force being sufficlent without this enier- 
gency equadron of two. The Zalinski 
dynamite gun on the Nictheroy is the 
main reason why Chinu wants the vessel. 
It served ite purpose in the Brazilian war 
by inspiring terror amoug the insurgents 
rather than by any real service. The 
Chinese agent thinks it will serye the 
Same purpose against the Japanese. The 
vessel will commanded and manned 
by Americans if the deal goes ‘through.

BURIED UNDER POTATOES, 
The Corpse of a Woman Found Ten Days 
After Her Murder. 

Topeka, Kansas, Dec. 21.—The body of 
Mrs, A. D, Matson, ove of the best known 
women in Topeka, was found in her room 
this afternoon. She had evidently been 
murdered 10 days ago. A boy who had 
been delivering milk noticed that the cans 
which he left had not been taken for 
nearly two weeks, and to-day notified the 
police. The body was found in 1 back 
room covered with dld clothes and rags 
and several bushels of potatoes «vere 
piled on the head, which had been crushed 
With an ax that stood near by. Alter 
the crime had been committed the house 
was robbed of nearly wevorything of 
value, There is no clue to the perpetra- 
tor. Mrs. Mateon was for several years 
a member of the Board of Education, 
and at one time a city teacher. She was 
supposed to fhave considerable money 
and owned five or six houses in the city, 
Her husband left her four years ago and 
took up a homestead in California, where 
he since lived. 


THE HORSE TRADE. — 


A Surplus of Poor Animals—Good Horses 
Searce, 

Springfield, Mass., Dec, 21.—The future 
of the horse trade, according to o spe- 
cial’ report just prepared by the Ameri- 
can Agriculturist Weekly, has more of 
promise than any time during the last 
two years. The report shows that breed- 
ing has been largely abandoned during 
the last year and a half. Among influ- 
ences accountable for the long period of 
depression is to the change to olectri- 
city in the street car service and the 
rapidly increasing number of bicycles in 
use, The depreciation by reason of these 
features amount in some states to 25 
or 50 per cent., compared with two years 
ago, so far as the cheaper class of horses 
is concerned, Quality has sharply de- 
teriorated during the last three yoars, 
leaving a surplus of poor horse flesh. 
While markets are glutted with choap 
horses, there is a ready outlet for first- 
class animals, at prices about as hizh as 
at any time in years. In many states 
there is an absolute scarcity of heavy 
draught animals and choice drivers, 


MONTREAL'S GAMBLING HELLS, 


Determination of the Authorities to Sup- 
press Them. 


Montrenl, Dec. 21.—Mr. R. D. Me Gib-

Un- 
fortunately for the Excelsior Club in- 
structors, Mr. McGibban did not apprave 
of their methods. Accordingly he took 
out warrants befare Judge Desnoyers far 
the arrest of certain persqns who, he 
declared, were using, the premises, 539 
1-2 Craig-street, as a comman gaming 
house.

John Hendershott was born in this 
county about 45 years azo. He con- 
ducted a hotel iv New Sarum for many 
years, lost liis license and took up farm- 
ing at Middlemarch. His repntation fol- 
lowed him to his*new abode,~ Two years 
azo he induced William D. Welter, the 
24-year-old son of Isaac Wolter neigie 

Oring farmer, to come arid tive with 
him. Young Welter was keeping com- 
pany) With Hendershott’s daughter, and 
he had a dispute with his family over 
the, matter, A year or so azo Hender- 
shott read something in a imwspaper 
abotit Dr. Meyers, a New York physician, 
who had perpetrated numerous swindlos 
on insurance companies by insuring peo- 
ple and them poisoning them, He thought 
he could improve on the scheme and 
escape detection by adopting some moaihs 
other than poison to remove the insur- 
ed. In the long days when the two 
toiled behind the plow, Hendershott tali- 
. the matter over with young Welter 
and the subject was continued alter they 
retired to their room, for they slept to- 
Sether, 

‘It was their ambition to et rich. 
Money was coming in slowly, too slowly, 
Finally, if the theory of the crown is 
correct, they decided upon a plan. In 
June last application was made to the 
Covenant Mutual of Galesburg, UL, Jo 
have an instrance of $2000 placed on the 
life of Patrick Fitzpatrick, a St. Thomas 
loafer, generally known a8 Patsey the 
Diver.

Duncombe examined 
Fitzpatrick, but he reported that he was 
not a favorable risk. Fitzpatrick was 
then taken by Hendershott to Aylmer 
and was examined by Dr. Marlatt and 
this time the medical report was u favor- 
able one, but at the head office it was 
noticed that the name of the applicant 
was the same, the description abont the 
some, the application from tho same lo- 
cality, and the beneficiary the same, and 
thie aroused suspicion, Mr, Hoover, the 
general agent, came here and, after mak- 
ing rei poke the application was again 
rejected, 

Once more the subject was discussed, 
and they hit upon the plan of insuring 
young Hendermhott’s life for &s much 
os possible, and so arranging  affaire 
that it would appear as if he had been 
agcidentally killed.

After 
the wedding he could easily transfer 
the policy to hia wife.

Meantime the evidence against the 
two men continued to accumulate. Yes- 
terday John Hendershott handed to 
the officers un ax, which he states is 
one of the axes used in Wardell’s woods.

Woods, while Hendershott swore there 
Were two lolt-in-a hollow log there; and 
that he had not seen either of them since. 
Hendershott showed Detec- 
tive Murray the hollow log in which the 
Bxes bvere hid, and produced an ax 
which he said was the’missing one of the 
two. Thies he said he found at his house, 
How it got there he could nofigay, un- 
less the deceased; William Henry Hen- 
dershott, had brought it there without 
his knowledge. The other ax wap taken 
from the woods on Sunday, ant the of- 
ficers knbW! by whem. rhe a. 'pz0- 
duced yesterday was on old, dull, blun 
affair, and entirely unsuitable for chnp- 
ping trees, and hardly sharp enough to 
split kindling wood, On neither of these 
axes ‘were aby blood marks.

This morning Detective Murray learn- 
ed thut Joli Hendershott was prepar- 
ing to flee the country, and he decided 
to take the two men into custody, 

The. warrant jssued by tho Granger 
Juetice Frank Hunt, JP., charged Welter 
With the murder and Hendershott 
with being an accessory before the fact. 

The arrest was made while tho inquest 
was in progress, Just after the medical 
evidence had been given, Datective Mur- 
ray went out and arrested Welter and 
Hendershott, bringing them into the hall 
handcuffed together, the clanking chains 
raising the assembled rustics to a high 
state of éxcitement, 

Lawyer Norman Macdonald, counsel 
for the accused, demanded to know 
Who was responsible for handcuffing the 
prisoners, and claiming it was done for 
theatrical effect. 

Detective Murray said he would aa- 
sume the responsibility for handcuffing 
the prisoners, and Coroner Gustin re- 
primanded the Jawyer for referring to 
the Coroner's Court in the way he 
he did. 

Hendershott was put on the stand and 
naked : 

When did you last seo decensed alive ? 

Did you get or attempt to got an in- 
surance for your benefit on the life of 
Patrick Vitepatrick ? 

Were you attebupting to ran 
when arrestepl ? 

On advice of counsel he declined to 
answer any questions, 

The prisoneré took their arrest 
very coolly, Hendershott inviting De- 
tective Murray and everyone in the hall 
to come and have dinner with him. 
‘Come, boys, and haye. dinner with 
me,” was his general inyitation. After 
he was tuken to his homa for dinner he 
came to the door and repeated the in- 
Vitation to paswre-by.

Having examined the scene of the mur- 
der and the part in which deceased's 
body waa found he anid that he waa poni- 
tive that the wounds could not have 
been caused by the falling tree. They 
were in hia opinion caused by tho ond 
ond blade of an ax of of a ¢hisel. The 
cuts were clean and well defined and 
were made by @ sharp Instrument, The 
fractures and other wounds wore mado 
by a blunt dustroment. 

Dry. W. E. Smith, M.C.R., surgeon, D. 
McLarty and J. Fulton examined the 
head of deceased when the body waa ex- 
humed last Tuewday. iThey alao visited 
the scene of the tragody. They all cor- 
roborated the evidence of Dr. Lawrence 
in evory detail, The head was not in- 
terred on Tucaday but brought to the 
city and preserved in alcohol, It will be 
ao ghuptly exhibit at the trial of the ac- 
cused murderers, 

This affernoon the only witnesses ox- 
amined were David Henderslott, father 
of the murdered and Mins Mary 
Lilly Hendershott, daughter of oue pris- 
oner and the hetrothed of the other. Tho 
father sald that he kaow nothing of bis

he found at hie house, but did not know 
how it got there, Tt will be remember 
ed that Welter awore there waa only one 
ax in the woods, while + Hendershott 
ewore there were two, neither of which 
he had seen up to that time, last Mon- 
day. On Saturday last decensed’s father 
examined bia trunk in John Hendershott's

houvse, ‘There were no pants in it, but 
yeaterday in examining the contents of 
the trunk he fotind a pair of blood 


stained trousers in the trunk. These, it 
Was proven, were not the panta worn by 
the murdered man. 

The father almost broke down when he 
stated, after seeing the blood in the 
woods and learning all the circumstances, 
that he belicved hia son had been done 
to death. 

Between hie soba he related to ithe 
coroner and jury how he had told his 
suspicions to hie brother John, remind. 
ing him that he had alwaya been « world 
ly man, and admonishing him to think 
of serious thinga and make his peace with 
his Maker before it wae too late. 

He related a conversation which took 
er between him and W. D. Weller on 
aturday while on the way to St. Thom- 
ne, to the effect that Welter informed 
him of the $11,000 insurance, also that 
if he did the square thing by Johu 
Hendershott that he would do what was 
eight with hint. 

The witness told of hia discovery of 
the blood in the woods, and continued * 
“I then said it was murder, I had con- 
fersation Sunday evening with Jobu 
Hendershott, and asked him why he did 
not go to the woods und examine the 
scene for himself, that it was very sns- 
picious. John remarked that the blood 
was taken there from the dead horse by 
dogs, or tliat doge wore fighting in tho 
woods, which caused the blood, and that 
people were all too suspicious. I also 
asked him what about my son’s affairs, 
and he said; ‘What do you mean? I 
said I meant the insurance. John anid 
I was oc little previous, and that if [ 
would keep quiet he would do the fair 
thing with mo. I had conversation with 
John thi® morning. He told me that 
they were trying to ring him into this 
murder, and I gaid that if I were in 
John's place I would pray to my Maker 
for forgiveness, and he turned away und 
started to cry, and said he knew nothing 
about it. 

Miss Hendershott told in detaif of 
her and her fitthor’s trip east Friday to 
Eden, She Raid they passed ‘through 
St. Thoms, were in Aylmer between 12 
and 1 o’clock and in Eden between 4 
ond 56 pam. The crown say they can 
show that they did not poss through 
St. Thomas till about 2 p.m., and were 
in Orwell, a village half way between 
this city and Aylmer, at dusk. 

trles AWelter and William Welter 
were both at her father’s house when 
she left. It ‘was to Uharles Welter's 
house, it will be remembered, that Wil- 
Jiam Welter ran after the tragedy, al-- 
though he passed several other houses 
en route. 

Last Monday Welter swore the Sun- 
day morning before, at breakfast, Hen- 
dershott Ook one policy ont of his 
ponket and the other from a ‘bureau 
drawer ond showed them to him. Hen- 
dershott swore that this vas untrue, 
thut he never showed the policies to 
Welter at ony time and that he did not 
bye one of thom in his pocket. Mixn 
Welter contradicted ‘her father, and 
syn Dboxnteg st aeons of her lover. 

he inquest ourned at 6 p.m. till 
Thorsday next, the arikonort Deine 
remanded to St. Thomas jail. 

Besides the blood-stained pair of pants 

found in deceasesl’s trunk by his father, 
another pair of bloody trousers have 
been found in. a chest in Henderphott’s 
house. 
_ The theory eptertained by the ma- 
jority of those who have visited the 
scene of the tragedy in Wardell’4 woods 
is that the deceased was murdered be- 
fore the tree was cut down at all, 
Near the centre of the tree and close 
beside it, considerable blood was found 
on the leavek. Tho supposition is that 
the body of decegued was laid on the 
ground in line where it was supposed 
the tree would fall upon and crush him. 
but, a slight miscalculation being made 
the body waa afterwards placed with 
the head partially under the tree, nearer 
the branches, Os previously described, 

To kill his companion was the task 
for which Welter was hired. He put bis 
part of the compact into execution with 
the greatest coolness, precision and 
thoroughness. Hendershott had planned 
to take a human life, and ulthourh he 
may only be convicted as an accessory 
before the fact, there are those who be- 
lieve he also was in the woods at the 
time, notwithstanding his sworn state- 
ment _ that he @ft for Orwell 
early in the day. E. Wardell, on whose 
farm deceased met his death, says that 
he was working in a field about noon 
on Friday and saw two men Z0ing to- 
wards the woods, one of whom he iden- 
tified as Welter, but the other, be was 
almost positive, was not the deceased, 
W. H. Hendershott. Welter,-in his evi- 
dence at the inquest, sWore that he und 
deceased left John Hendershott's house 
for the woods about 12 o'clock, and 
that they did not see or meet any person 
on their way there, althourh they had 
to pase two blackamith shops, and with- 
in & few yards of several tenanted houses, 
Mrs, Smuck Olso saya that she saw two 
men running away from the tree just as 
it fell, Welter was one of them, Was 
Houdershott the other?

Fraser sold a 
house and lot and since then most of the 
money has been spent in Whisky, Night 
and day the place has bien the scene of 
orgies of the Jowest doscription, and 
the resort of the most debased in tho 
community. 

A visit to the house about an hour after 
the death, revealed uo moat revolting 
sight. Around the front of the house o 
large number of Women had congregat- 
ed, The house is @ small frame build- 
ing with a picket fence and pome shrub- 
bery in front. The Windows were board- 
ed up as if to résist dntruders, 

The firat room to enter presented a 
most dilapidated condition a few brok- 
en chairs, a table and a bureau Were 
the only furniture in this room. 

On a bed in an sa flaink roon) Jay the 
body of the deceased woman, Her cloth- 
ing had been removed from her, mod all 
but her faco was covered with a common 
quilt. 

The face presented «a horri . 
ance. The mouth wide acl 2 
eyca blackened and cuts on the face. Hér 
right arm lay exposed and was a mass 
of bruises from shoulder to waist. 


Tn the kitchen a number 
neighboring women had gathered 
and her brother — was there, 


in such a condition as to be unable 
realize the state of affairs, The neizh- 
bors state that he has been jn the habit 
of beating and abusing her, 

The coroner, Dr, D, M. Gordon, visited 
the scene and decided to hold an inquest, 
and at § o'clock in the Town Hall he 
empanelled a jury, consisting of D, BR. 
McIntosh, foreman, William Willis, 
Charles Stewart, W. Bower, George Law-

rence, R. D. Cameron, J Hood, R. Huzhes, - 


T. Matthie, Benjamin McClure, A, Law- 
fon and R Kuox, 

The jury haying been sworn went to 
the house and viewed the remains of the 
deceased, when they were dismissed by 
the coroner to meet in the council cham- 
ber at 2 o'clock on Thursday afternoon 
to allow. Dr. J. S Tennant ond Dr. J, 
H. Garnier to perform a post mortem 
examination. 

This revealed the fact that her right 
arm was broken and terribly ‘bruised, 
with several marks on the head and face, 

The funeral took place to Kinloss Ceme- 
tery, It was n sad sight. The colfin 
was borne in & common wagon and on 
it sat the brother of deceased and an- 
other,

CURRENCY BILL AMENDMENTS. 





Proposal That the National Banks Bo Not 
Compelled to Reorganize. 
Washington, Dec. 22.—Two very im- 
portant features make their appearance 
for the first time in the substitute cur- 


rency bill as agreed upon by the De- 
mocratic caucup. The main one will 
have the effect of allowing the National 


Banking system to run along without an 
arbitrary provision that banks must or- 
ganize under the now system. The ori- 
ginai Carlisle bill contemplated that 
all National banks must reorganize under 
the new plan, This would have required 
them to surrender the Government bonds 
whick now constitute the basis of their 
tcirculation, But the substitute docs 
away with this imperative change. {ff 
national banks wish to continue to hold 
their United States bonds and issue cir- 
culation thereon, they may do so. It is 
felt that they will soon discover the ad- 
vantages of the new system and will 
therefore adopt it voluntarily. But tho 
option ‘will be given to them to judge for 
themselves, and if they wish they may 
continue as National banks. The other 
important feature of the substitute is 
that it does away with the unknown lia- 
bility of the barks to guarantee the notes 
of all other banks. This feature of the 
original bill has been much criticised. It 
contemplated that if a National bank 
failed {ts notes would be paid out of its 
assets and the general safety fund made 
up by all the banks; but if the assets and 
safety fund wore inaufficient to pay the 
notes bf the failed bank, then the Con- 
troller of the Currency was to make oa 
pro-rata assessment on all the banks of 
the country.

It was 
with a thrill akin to horror that 
Radoyitch heard himself sentenced to 
death, along with the other nine, 
though conscious that it only form- 
ed part of the arrangement that he him- 
pel had suggested to General Garashin- 
n.

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| MAKING PATENT LEATHER, 





It Cannot Bo Guarantoed Although tho 
Vreeoess Ie DiMoult, 

Japanned feather, generally called 
patent leather, was first made in Am- 
orica A smooth, glazed surface is first 
given to calfskin in France. The 
leather is curried expressly for this pur- 
jose, and particular care is takon to | 
Koa: it as free-as possible from groaso ; 
tho ekins aro then tacked on frames and 


. coated with a composition of linseed oil 


and umber—in the proportion of eigh- 
teen gallona of oil to five of umber—boil- 
ed until nearly solid and then mixed 
with spirits of turpentine to its proper 
consistency, Lampblack is also added 
when the composition is applied in 
order to give color and bodve From 
threo to four coats of this aro necessary 
to form a substance to receive the var- 
nish, They are laid on witha knife or 
scraper. To render the goods soft aml 
pliant, cach coat must be very light and 
thoroughly dried after each application, 

A thin coat is afterward applied of 
the samo composition, of 3 consist- 
ency, to be put on with a brush and | 
with sufficient lampblack boiled in it to 
make a perfect black, When thorough- 
ly dry it is cut down with a scrapper 
having turned edges. Itis then ready 
to varnish. The principal varnish used 
is made of linseed oil and Russian blue, 
boiled to the thickness of printers’ ink. 
It is reduced with spirits of turpentine 
to a suitable consistency to work with a 
brush, and then applied in two or three 
separate coats, which are scraped and 

umieed until the leather is perfectly 
illed and smooth. 

The finishing coat is put on with spe- 
cial care in a room kept closed and with 
the floor wet to prevent dust. The 
frames are then run into an oven heat- 
ed to about 175 degrees. In preparing 
this kind of fleather the manufacturer 
must give the skin as high a heat as it 
can bear in order to dry the composition 
on the surface as rapidly as possible 
without absorption, and cautiously, so 
as not to injure the fibre of the leather. 
It is well nigh impossible to guarantee

Her 662,000 
men require $89,000,000 annually for 
their support, or only 838,000,000 less 
than the amount which provides France 
with an enormous host of more than 
four times England’s numbers.—Boston 
Journal. 


Man Always Was a Carvor,

carving was not, apparently, well 
known.

The ax has been identified as one which 
was used by Welter and Hendershott in 
the wood. Some hairs, exactly the same 
color os deceased's, were found sticking 
in clotted blood on the root of a tree, 

The officers believe this marks the spot 
where deceased fell dead. 

The authorities report that Welter 
is beginning to weaken, and has thrown 
out feclers, which indicate that he de- 
sires to confess. 

At the inquest a week ago Welter swore 
there was ouly one ax, and Hendershott 
two. ‘The officers accounted for one,and 
Thursday Hendershott produced an ax 
which he said was the missing ax, and 
which he gaid he found at home.

When St. Michael's College 
opened the following Soptember Father 
Rooney became prefect of studies, He con- 
tinued in the colloge as professor until 
aftor his ordinaticn os priest, Aug, 30, 
1857, Ho remained still In the pollege, 
and for one year, in addition to teaching, 
he hud charge of St. Baall’s parish. The 
following sutomer he waa appointed pastor 
of St. Paul's. For 12 yoars he labored here 
earnestly, zealously and successfully. When 
no arrived there was no Presbytery. He 
built ono, which has since become the par- 
ish house, Ho repaired and decorated the 
church, established new schools and oen- 
larged old ones, equipping all at his por- 
sonal expense, 

Soon after Bishop Walsh's consecration 
in 1867, Archbishop Lynch showed his con- 
fidence in Father Rooney by making him 
Vicar-general of the diocese. Whon Arch- 
bishop Walsh took possession of the seo ho 
continued Father Rooney in his dignity as 
vicar-general, In tho interval between 
the decease of Archbishop Lynch and the 
accession of Archbishop Walsh, he was co- 
adminietrator of tho diocoso with Fathor 
Laurent,

A building was orected upon 
it, which servos as a school, and a church, 
It was dedicated Jan. 4, 1872. 

Proporty was also purchased by Father 
Rooney in Manning-avenuo, and St. Fran- 


cis’ School built. Tho schools in the 
grounds around St. Mary's Church have 12 
rooms, and aro constantly filled, Othor 
works which engaged the Vioar<Genoral’s 
attention were a house for the Christian 
Brothors and a convent for the Sisters of 
St, Joseph, for the accommodation of the 
Sistors who teach in the parish, and also 
for the purposes of a solect school. Many 
spiritual agenclos have been initiated by 
Fathor Roonoy, who commanded the osteom 
sd affoction of all who know him. 

Yor many yoars the Vicar-Gonoral was 
chairman of the Board of Separate Sohool 
Trustoos. For 40 yoars ho has labored in 
the city, and is well known for his 
works throughout Canada,

N TROLLEY BUTCHERY. 


With Both Legs Torn off, a Lad 
Wedged Under a Car an Hour. 


GAR TORN APART TO RELEASE HIM 


He Komains Conscious, While r Big ¢ rowd 
LOooks On, Powerloss to Help Him 
Taken to Brooklyn Hospital Dying 
Blunders of the Company's Employees 
Longthen the Lijtle Follow's Torture 

Now York, Dec, 27.—Frank Tolrieka, 

15 yoars old, of No, 42 1-2 Bridge-#troct, 


Brooklyn, waa run over by trolley cbr 
Nu. 1702 of the Myrtlo-avenue line, at 
6.45 p.m. yosterday., With his logs nour. 
ty soverod just above the anklos, he was 


wedged betwoon the forward wheels and 
the motor-box, In that position he re- 
mained for 45 minutes, during which 
time traffic wor nusponded on the Myr- 
tlo-ayenuo and Smith-dtroeot trolley 
linea. The etallod cara extonded from 
Fulton Worry far up the avenue. 

The lad had started to wrose the 
avonuoe just below Jay-street. There are 
no lighta at that paint, although it is 
in the very hoorto f Trooklyn. He waa 
in front of the ar before hq realized his 
danger. Tho fnotdrman says he did not 
see the boy ‘until tho (Witter waa in the 
middle of the tragk, in tho full glare of 
the headlight. Thon he clanged his gong 
furiously, shut off the power awl jam- 
med down the brake. 

A second later the fender struck the 
boy, throwing him on his face. The 
fonder was warped, oud passed ‘over the 
boy's body without touching his cloth- 
ing. Before the car was stopped ono of 
the Whoels ran over his legs, 

The motorman sprang into t’h estreet, 
grasped the headlight and found that 
tho little fellow was jammed in the nar- 
row space between the wheels and the 
motor box. It waa impossible to move 
the car backward or forward without 
crushing Out the little life left in the 
boy, who groaned pitifully, Someone 
suggested that the car be turned over 
on its side, but it was thought this 
might Test#t in further injury tO the 
victim, ’ 

The conductor telephoned to tho office 
of the company, and a gang of emer- 
gency men arrived about 16 minutes 
later, They brought no jacks, how- 
ever, and this oversight caused another 
long delay. 

All this ‘time young Tobrieka was 
bleeding profusely and gasping in agony. 

Finally it was decided to adjust a 
rope around tho tar, rig a tackle to 
the L tracks and lift the car clean off 
ihe ground. (The work was pushed as 
rapidly as possible, The, street wag 
choked vith people, all of whom, be- 
tween anathemas on ‘the trolley cars, 
made suggestions as to what should be 
done to release the sufferer. The re- 
ferves in the ddums-street police sta- 
tion were called out to keep the crowd 
1 check, bal v 

While the tackle was being rigged 
workmen with axes chopped away at the 
flooring of the car. The lad was con- 
scious all the time. Once or twice he 
spoke to the people near by. In the 
confusion his words were unintellizible, 

At last the tackle was in readiness. A 
bie gang of men guthered about the pu)- 
ley rope. ‘The foreman had given the 
order, “Pull away, lads!” when o man 
Appeared on the platform! of the car and 
raised his hand warningly. The rope 
was dropped. ' 

Then the injured lad was lifted through 
the aperture that had been made in the 
flooring and tenderly carried to the side- 
walk. An ambulance surgeon gave him 
@ stimulant and immedjately removed 
him to the Brooklyn Hospital, where his 
legs were amputated by cutting the 
few shreds of flesh. The surgeons said 
he could not live till daylizht. His 
parents, who had been agonised specta- 
tors of the work of rescue, were with 
him, waiting for the end.

“| Dare Say | Would Have Boon 
Premier To-Day, 


BUT NOW! MAY NEVER HOLD OFFICE’ 


Tho Third Party Addresses Two Mectings 
at Picton—McCarthy Vays a Tribute to 


Sir John Thompson, Then States That 


He is Opposed to the Bowell Adiminis« 
tration on the Same Grounds as He 
Opposed Sir John 


Picton, Onty Dec, 28,—“It would have 
been far better for me if I had clung on 
to the old party. Idaro say 1 
would have been Premier of Canada to- 
day. As it is, I suppose I will never 
be Premier and never hold office.’ This 
was the confident and modest statement 
that D’Alton McCarthy excitedly hurled 
at tho head of a Prince Edward County 
elector, who jibed him with being ani- 
mater by personal spleen at a smneeting 
here yesterday and immediately he 
had said it he showed that he felt he 
haa committed an indiscretion in 60 
giving vent to his annoyance. His pre- 
vious promeditated remarks were princi- 
pally devoted to an iutimation that 
the death of Sir John Thompson and the 
adveot of a new Premier would make 
not the slightest change in bis attitude 
towards the Conservative party, and on 
assurance that he was actuated oy no 
personal motives in leaving that party. 

At av early hour this morning the 
Third Party and his faithful henchman, 
Col. O'Brien, M.P., left Toronto to ad- 
dress two meetings here and under the 
auspices of the Picton McCarthy club. 
At the station he independent poli- 
ticiame were met by a handful of citi- 
rens and a brass band, of which the most 
prominent instrument was a drum, The 
meeting, was held in the court room, the 
first in the afternoon and the second in 
the evening. Both gatherings, despite 
the severity of the weather, ware well 
attended by citizens belonging to all 
parties. At the first tho farming element 
Were mostly represented, whilst at the 
evening meting the townypeople form- 
ed the audience. 

Levi Williams, a Patron, occupied tho 
chair in the afternoon, and in the even- 
ing Mayor Laird presided. Among those 

msent at both mectings were; John 
Cavan, Patron, M.L./ W. B. Pettit, 
Patron candidate for Dominion Parlia- 
ment, and H, SP" Wilcox, president of 
the McCarthy Club, 

The afternooh meeting commenced at 
8.30. In introducing Mr. McOarthy the 
chairman delivered a high eulogium of 
hie merits, and ridiculed the iden that 
ho hal left the Conservative party be- 
cause he did not get the ;preferment 
that he wished. He liketied hin to Beo- 
constield and Glarstone, who both left 
their parties, nnd said they looked upon 
him 46 ‘the rising hope of this young Do- 
minion, 

D'Alton McCarthy then rose to speak, 
anid Joud applause. At the outset be 
alluded in feeling terms to the death of 
Sir John Thompson. It had not been, 
he said, his good fortune to be on inti- 
mate terms with that distinguished man, 
but he wished to saly of him now,as he 
has said of him when he was alive, that 
he wis on exceptionally able man, who 
would have been an honor to any coun- 
try, ond fn whose death we had oxper- 
lenced ® great losa, 

It had been said that, owing to jeal- 
ousy on his part in connection with Sir 

John’s promotion, he had ‘taken the 
course that he had. He had also heard 
for the first time from the lips of the 
chairman that he had deserted his party 
because he could not get office and emo- 
luments at their hands. He desired to 
bay that under Sir John Macdonald's 
Government he had more than one op- 
portunity of taking office. 

Mr. McCarthy then went on to relate 
his attitude towards the new Govern- 
ment which had been forined owing to 
the death of Sir Johu Thompson. At 
the heal Of that Government, said ho, 
waa his old = friend, Mackenzie 
Bowell, a gontleman whom 
be had known ever since he entered Par- 
iament, o man for whom he bad, and 
still had, notwithstanding their differ- 
ences, the very kindliest {coling. “It 
has cen thought, apparently, con- 
tinued the speaker, “that the death of 
Sir Johu Thompson should put an end 
my Opposition to the Government, and 
that 1 should no longer oppose the party 
With ~whom I was formerly connected 
now that the mau who waa supposed to 
be my rival had been removed from the 
scene and that we had at our head a 
geutleman who is an ultra-Protestant 
in so far os his Protestantiem is aleo en- 
dorsed by his Oraugeism, My opposition 
to Sir John Thompson's Cabinet was not 
because he was a Roman Catholic, and 
my Opposition to Mr. Mackanzic Bowell's 
Cabinet will be ou account of the differ- 
ences that exist between the present ad- 
minietration and myself, just as thewe 
differences existed between the last ad- 
ministration and myself. 

“It is not a quarrel of men, but a! quar- 
rel of measpres, It was not becuase Sir 
John Thompson was ao Roman Catholic 
that I oppowed bim or his Government, 
I recognize the right of all men to be- 
long to whatever sect or religion they 
please. I fizst differed with the 
Conservative party when Sir John Muac- 
donald waa leading on the question of 
the Jeanit Estates Act, aud from that 
time the severance has grown between 
the party and myself, and 
now opposed to the Government in many 
matters, although not belonging to Hor 
Majcety’s Opposition,” 

Continuing, the leader of the 
Party said: No doubt Mr. Bowell 
au sincere & Protestant as he wi 
he could not forget that although 
Bowell, the Premier, was at time 
the Grand Bovereign of the Mighty 
Orange body of this Dominion, he had 
never voted in favor 61 Protestantism 
or of Orangeiem or of anything elee which 
did not exactly the 
the party. (Applause.) If 
wos @ matter in which the 
in this country ought to have been un- 
Qnimous it should have been ju op 
posing the Jesuit Bill, and yet Mr. Bowell 
woe just as ardent o supporter of that 
méisure os Sir John }

If the Privy Coun 
cil determives that the Dominion Govern 
ment las power to deal with the Mani 
toba school question, IT suppose we will 
find the poliey of the now Government 
the same as the policy of the old, and 
that an attempt will bo made to coorce 
the people of Manitoba to restore the 
Separate school a«ystom, which they in 
their wisdom have thought fit to abolish. 
So I am here to-day to say that upon 
these questions I have not and do not 
propose to make any change, and that 

until I find a Government in power that 
agrees with me on thesq questions T aan 
not to be reckoned as one of ita sup. 
portors. (Applause.) 

He might be told, continued 
speaker, that he had excluded 
from all possibility of ever governing 
this country. If that was 6o then he 
hoped that the people who came after 
him would roap the benefit of his labora. 
(Applause,) 

“IT want to make it perfectly clear 
where I atand,”’ said Mr. McCarthy, in 
Cisminsing the subject, ‘and to let it bo 
koown that there is no change in my 
course ond no change likely to oc- 
cur, or can occur, until there is a changd 
in the way the forces are administered 
at Ottawa.” 

Mr, McCarthy then turned to his pet 
subject, free trate, and for an hotr 
treated hie hearera to a rehash of hie 
recent speech at Georgetown. Protection, 
be said, meant that we were prepared 
to establish industries in our midst by 
siving them our market exclusively, or 
as far oa we possibly could, and that 
ibe means we took in order to do that 
was to pass laws Ao prevent people buy- 
ing outside. He again predicted blue 
ruia with a deficit at tho ond of ~the 
year of vearly six millions. He repro- 
aueed his figures as to the price of cot- 
ton, and as at Georgetown ho was sub- 
jected to some heckling. 

In reply to a qnestion, he snid that 
what destroyed the freo trade party in 
the United States was the hard times, 
for which they were not in any way 
responsible. The policy that President 
Cleveland desired to carry. out had never 
been carried out, because ho was blocked 
in the Senate by a gang of men who 
turned traitors to their party and to 
their cause. But a compro- 
injse bill was put through 
that only went into force on 
July 1, und yet these intelligent people, 
when the jaw had only been threo 
mouths in force, were said to have 
bacn turned but by a cyclone. Were 
they, he asked, a desirable people ‘to 
imitate ? 

In the course of his remajrks he made 
mention in fivor of direct taxation, that 
he had mado special study of the sub- 
ject, And @ persistont queryist shouted : 

“Yes, you have studied it for a pur- 
pose!" 

Mr. McCarthy turned indignantly to 
the man and in a very excited voice 
retorted: “It is not fair to taunt me 
tbat way. I (lare say I would have 
been Promier of Canada to-day. As it 
et I suppose I will nover be Premier of 
Canada and never hold office. I speak 
Deemuse I have investigated the sub- 
ject.’ 

This was received with loud applause 
by the adidiopee, and ‘the heckler -wat 
etrenuowly hooted, 

Col, O'Brien also spoke, intimating thait 
his attitude to the Government was un- 
changed, 

At 8 o'clock, when Mr, McCarthy again 
etepped on to the judge’s bench in the 
Court House, the hall was crowded to 
the doors, Col, O'Brien was given the 
first chance to speak, and he called for 
the attention of the audience for nearly 
an hour; theu Mr. McCarthy arose and 
delivered an Oration lasting JO minutes. 
He dealt at length with the question of 
the dual language in the Northwest and 
Separato schools in Manitoba ‘md the 
territories, pointing out that these qucs- 
tions involved a perpetuation of the 
racial divisions, which keep apart the 
people of the older provinces, He refer- 
red with more vigor than he has pre- 
viously done to his quarrel with the 
French-Canadian influences. 

“T btond hero?’ said he “as an ex- 
Ample; & warning against apy man rais- 
ing his voice in Parliamont in opposition 
to the Freuch-Cauadinn fnfluence at 
Ottawa. My pojitital life has been blight- 
ed; if I haw aspirations for a political 
futuro; and no mon should be in politi- 
cal life without them. I have to ac - 
knowledge that sny French-Canadian 
masters have conquered me unless you 
stand by me. It iv the mon who pander 
to thom; whether it be Mr. Laurier and 
his coufrereés on the bne hand; or Mr 
Mackenzie Botvell an the other, who get 
ta the top. The men who ask that they 
should be saved from these troubles and 
these, difficultles ax@ the men who be- 
come obnpxious to the powers; and unless 
they have a reliance, as I believe I hyve 
in the people, they are likely to go to 
the wall. 

He then turned to the Patron move- 
ment. He did not, he said, admire class 
legislation, he did not desire to seo any 
particular section of the community, 
whether farmers, or merchants, or law- 
yers, endeavor to have legislation of a 
class character, for the prosperity of 
thie country depended upon the prosper- 
ity of us all, It should not be a question 
of town agafnst country or country 
against town, but what appeared to him 
to justify the movement wus that dur- 
ing the Inst 10 or 15 years their rights 
and interests had been actually and ab- 
solutely ignored by the Parliament of 
this country, although they numbered 
one-half of the population, and the con-

that the Patrons had found it necessary

rights. (Applause,) 

Tho tafluence of now blood was of tho 
Sreatest importance at this moment in 
our country’s history.

CANADA THE PIVOTAL POINT. 


Lord Urasscy on Fast Steamships and Im 
perial Federation, 


London, Dee. 29.—The Canadian Ga- 
cette publishes an interview with Lord 
Brassey, formerly a Civil Lord of the 
Admiralty, in wiich he is quoted as 
saying: “The leading men in Canada 
are exceedingly onxious that a fat 
mail service should be established, with- 
out reference to Imperial Federatic:, 
for if the time comes when Canada shon'd 
contribute to the Imperial fleet it must 
be by au adequate representation. Tn 
regard to foreign affairs,’ Lord Brassey 
continued, “ perhaps a council of advice 
for the Empire, resembling the United 
States Committee on Foreign Affairs, 
might be satisfactory. but Canada 
not really threatened directly in avy 
way by external foes. Ip the United 
States she has « ueighbor so powerful 
that war with the latter would be so 
obviously unequal) as to be hardly con- 
ceivable, I rogret that tho Ioperial 
army wae removed from all Canadian 
points except Hatifaxe The few regi- 
ments kept there could alwaya havo 
been ready for service in any nart of 
the world, and the presence of the troops 
had “a meral and unifying effect. A 
reforined House of Lords should certainly 
have colonial representation in propor- 
tion to the population of the colonies.” 

Finally, in the interview, Lord Bras- 
sey favors General Booth's scheme of 
emigration to the colonies, and speake 
favorably of the colonies of homelews 
boys and girls gstablished by Dr. Bar- 
nardo in Manitoba. Lord Brassey, how- 
ever, does not think that an Imperial 
tariff is feasible.

16 jurors; who, for four days have heard 
the evidenre offered by the Crown oa to 
tho couse of the death of deceased; re- 
turned at midnight,

Frank Hunt; J.P. 

The jury held three sittings yester- 
day; and a summary of the evidencee ad- 
uced will be found below. 

At the morning session Sylvester 
Swishor gave evideuce as to the finding 
of the bloodstaincd ax under the log 
in the woods last Sunday. Neil Camp- 
bell and Henry Couse were also present 
when the ax was found. Mr. Conse, 
after making a thorough examination 
4nd measurements, gave it as his opiniou 
that the skid was placed under the tree 
alter it bad been chopped down. The 
skid was a picco of a dead log, which 
lay in the path the deceased was said 
to have run for his watch; if the skid 
had been under the tree there would 
have been a dint in the log. The bluod- 
atained ax found in the woods, he was 
Batisfied, wos the one with which the 
treo was chopped down, as knicks in 
the binde of the ax corresponded with 
nicks in the tree. The skid wos oa 
beech sapling, formerly cut. ‘The tree 
had been chopped by a right-handed man 
and the sapling by a left-handed man. 

Jeriah Fortner, formerly a Wwagon- 
inaker at Middlemarch, said he made 
the handle of the bloody ax on Feb. 17, 
1892, for John Hendershott. He recog- 
nized it by the general make of the handle 
anda piece of barkhehad to leave in 
to form the knot. ; 

Robert Stevens was at John Hender- 
6hott’s two yenrs ago at a bee, when 
John told hita tliat bo paid old man 
Fortner 40 cents for making a handle; 
tind now his son had broken it, A! piece 
wip broken out of the bally of the ax 
handle; whith Hendetshott whittled with 
his knife, When he recognized the blood- 
Stained ax it was because of this break 
jin the handle, He was one of those who 
| went to the wobtls alter decensed’s body; 
onl the blood marks caused him to eus- 
pect foul play. The cap of deceased he 
‘found hanging dn a branch of a sapling 
six fest from the ground. 

) At the afternoon session Mrs. J. .L. 
Bancroft, wife of the proprietor of the 
} Penwarden Hotel; St. Thomas, testified 
that she saw Priscdner Welter and con- 
versed with him in the sitting room ol 
j the hotel on Friday night of tho killing. 
Walter swore he was not in St, Thomas 
till the following day. She also saw 
him on the Saturday at the hotel. The 
prisoner Hendershott and his daughter 
were around; and when told that Wel- 
ter hid driven up neither expressed any 
dosire to seo him. Ten minutes after,

Mrs. Charles E. Welter gave evidence 
a to her movements and those of her 
husbaad on the day of (the accident. 
Nothing important was elicited drom 
her evidence, 

Dr. U. &. B. Duncombe examihed de- 
ceased for insurnuce. John Hendershott 
brought him to his office on Sept. 2 last 
to be examined for $5000 insurance in 
the Covenant Mutual Insurance Company 
of Galesburg, Ill. It was payable to John 
Hendershott, Ou ‘June T last John 
Henderabott and J, W, Cook, localazent 
of the Covenant Mutual, brought Pat- 
rick Fitzpatrick, a drunken, worthless 
character, several times and at present 
fn jail for drunkenness and vagrancy, to 
be examined for an insurance of $2000 
in the Coveuant Mutual, payable to John 
Hendershott. The doctor rejected the 
applicant, becuuse of his personal know- 
ledyzeo of his character. John Hondershott 
called at the doctor's office three times 
to wee if the policy had been Issued be- 
fore the doetor told him that he had 
reported adversely. 

John Hendershott called a fourth time 
upon the doctor to ask if Fitspatrick 
was examined again. if he conld pass, 
The agent told the doctor that Pitz- 
patrick owed Hendershott for land und 
that Hendershott was placing an in- 
surance on Fitszpatrick’s life eo that he 
could collect his bill. Fitzpatrick was 
then taken to Aylmor by tho agent and 
Hendershott and examined for insurance 
by Dr. Marlatt. The applicant was then 
describod a8 Patrick Dowd Fitspatrick 
of Middlemarch. The policy waa not ia- 
sued upon this applicuciou, because the 
manager noticed the sameness of ufimo 
and description of applicant coming 
from St. Thomas, and made auch inquiries 
ns led to his rejection. 

Gilbert Toche, local agent of the Now 
York Reserve Fund, said that ho spoke 
tu John Henderghott about life ineur- 
ance ond he said his nephow wished to 
inaure his life, The agent thon applied 
to decensed, and secured an application 
for a $6000 policy, The application was 
at first rejected becouse the policy was 
made payble to his uncle. The agent 
pxplained that it wis at his 
witeestion that ‘tho policy wis 
made payable to John Tendershott. He 
undemtood the deceased waa engaged to 
be married to Miss Edith Welter, and 
ho (Mr, Roche) suggested the policy be 
made puyable to the uncle, and at any 
time it could be transferred to hia wiles 
The deceupod told him that there 
was no other insurance on hia 
life, John Hendershott paid the first 
premium of $48, The yoarly premium 
wan $82 

At the ovening aeasion Edwin Wardell, 
@wner of the farm leased by Hender 
hott, and who lives a quarter of a milo 
the woods, said that Hendorahott 
right to fell trees in the wood 
he first pointed ont the trees, 
Petor Smoke’a house waa 60 roda from 
the woods, and and = Riehard 
Saunders’ about a quarter of a mile, but 
Welter gave thom no alarm of the acci 
devt, going 4 mile and a half away to 
Charles BE.

Hendershott he claimed to be 
doubly guilty, as he was the sehemer and 
plotter in the whole affair. 

Coroner Gustin also briefly reviewed 
the evidence, pointing out that the pbhy- 
siciana’ testimony clearly proved that 
a murder had been committed. , The 
motive was the insurance on the !ife of 
deceased, and the evidence adduced, he 
contended, clearly demonstrated that 
Welter either committed or was present 
When the murder was committed, and 
that Hendershott was the arch-con- 
spirator. 5 

The case was given to the jury at 
11.80 p.m., and they returned the ver- 
dict given above. 

The prisoners were remanded to St, 
Thomas jail until Friday, Jan. 4, 1895, 
ot 1 p.m., when the examination before 
the magistrate will commence at the 
City Hal) before Police Magistrate 
White. 


POLITICIANS HAVE REVENGE. 


Arrest of the Newfoundland Bank Direo 
tors Ascribed to Political Influcnace— 
The Guarantecing of Notes. 

St. John's, NMld., Deb. 29.—There is a 
strong fecling in certain quarters that 
the arrests of the directors and manager 
of the Commertial Bank are largely due 
to political animositiecs. 

Sic William Whiteway and ex-Speaker 
Emerson of the Assembly are prosecut- 
ing counpel on behalf of the crown, and 
the men arrested ore all political op- 
ponents aud were chiefly instrumental 
in instituting the election trials by 
which Whiteway, Emerson and 15 of 
their party were unseated and disquali- 
fied for four years for gaining their seate 
by bribery. 

All five arrebted men were admitted 
to bail, two sureties Jor $18,000 each 
being furtished for each’ accused. The 
Bureties were obtained without diffi- 
quity, though the bonds were the larg- 
est ever given here, i 

The Union Bank shareholders Gre agi- 
tating for-a meeting now, and threaten 
similar proceedings ogainst the directors 

The Legislature was engaged all day 
in discussing proposals for pudrantecing 
the notes of the suspended banks, The 
Government adhered to its proposition 
to guarantee Union Bank paper to the 
amount of 80 cents Sn the dollar ond 
Commercial Bank paper to the amount 
of 20 cente on the dollar, The Opposi- 
tion introduced an amendment to guar- 
anteo al? notes at their face value, to 
roisc a Toan to meet obligations thus 
created, and to retarn $50,000 yearly 
by o sinking fand or by the allotation 
of that amount directly from the Treas- 
ury. It is said on reliable authority 
that thé Government will arrange to 
have ita proposal defeated in the Upper 
House to allow incoming banks to éteady 
local ones, upon which point an agres- 
mont has been arrived At. 

THE TRADE OF THE YRAK, 
A Slight Increase in the Number of Fatl- 
ures Throughout Canada 

Now York, Deo, 20,—Bradstreets says. 
Torouto jobbers say trade is very quict, 
and trayelera from that city are no 
hurrying their departure, although at 
Montreal preparations are making in 
soveral lines to send out travelers, At 
Quebec City shoe manufacturers report 
the trade brisk, At Llalifax the vol- 
ume of business fa moderate and whole- 
sulo trade ia dull, Collections through 
out Nova Scotia are slow. In Newfound- 
land the business qitgation remains un- 
Chinged, or, os previously described, 
somewhat ohnoti¢, Bank clourings at 
Winnipeg. Hamilton, Toronto, Montreal 
and Halifax aggregate $16,412,000 this 
week, against $21,171,000 last week 
and $16,350,000 in tho week last year, 

Canadian business failures during 1894, 
ox reported to Bradstroets, aggregate 
$1,851,781, axainst $1,543,000; total lia- 
bilities amounting to $17,724,000 thie 
year and $14,762,000 lost year, with 
customary ratioa of assets, There te a 
moderate increase in the number of fail- 
ures in the Province of Ontario, but a 
fulling off in total liabilitiog, a greater 
relative increase in the number of [ail 
urea jn the Province of Quebec, with a 
glory goin in volume of liabilities. New 
Bruneawick reports a moderate jucreaad 
in the pumber of failures, with nearly 
double the amount of liabilities in 1803, 
nod Nova Scotin a moderate deoreaao, 
and a heavy decline in volume of Habili- 
ties, the like being true with referonce 
to Prince Ldward Island, In Manitoba 
there de one less failure than the year 
before, though with a #lightly increased 
volume of liabilities, Failures in the 
Northwest Territory dropped more than 
one-hall this year, and liabilities «till 
further, There ie alao a «mall number 
of failures reported from Britheh Colum- 
bia, but liabilities have {nereased, Thero 
are 22 failures reported from Newfound: 
land, asalnst 15 the year before, with 
Hiabilitice of $6,260,000 this year zainat 
$927,000 Jnat year, ‘Cho situation tn 
Newloundland appears to have been one 
of muspended animation rather than gon- 
oral commercial or Iinancial failure, 
whieh will aceount for the comparative- 
ly fow commercifil deaths reported, tp 
spite of the business crisis,

K which saya : “Tho act of any 
person who goos through a form of mar- 
riage in any part of the world with 
any person whom he or she knowa to 
be warried is bigamy.” 

In July, 1875, David Stock and Miss 
Mary Spaulding, then 17 years of age, 
were united in marriage at St. James’ 
Cathedral, Rey. Denn Grasett officiating. 
After a number of yours of happy lilo, 
duriug which uine childron were born 
to Mr. and Mrs, Stock, trouble arose in 
the home,—tle woman finally applying 
to Col. Denison’s Court for an order of 
protection, which was grantod. Mrs, 
Stock then went to live with her mother, 
Mre Ann Spilling, in Victoria-street, and 
worked as-a tailoresa in rooms directly 
beneath hor mother’s apartments, Jones 
went frequently to visit the partios with 
Whom Mrs, Stock was employed. Being 
something of a musician, he became a 
favorite at the little dancing partics 
periodically given. In this way Jones 
and Mrs. Stock became acquainted, and 
on Dec. 10, 18938, they were joined 
in wwedlock by Rov. Dr. Sims, 
Bond-street Congregational Church, 
To the clergyman Mrs, Stock gave her 
maiden name, Mary Spaulding. 

Stock becamo aware during the month 
of October ol his wife’s unlawful mar- 
riage, and instituted criminal proceed- 
ings against her. She and Jones were ar- 
rested by Detective Harrison. Mrs. Stock 
was convicted and sentenced to sorve o 
term in the county jail, which has not 
yet oxplired, 

The defence offered by Jones was that 
the marriage between Stock and Mary 
Spaulding had been annulled,jond that he 
thaught she was free, In order to secure a 
conviction against him yesterday it be- 
came incumbent upon the crown to prove 
not merely tho first and second marriages 
of the woman, but that no bill of divorce 
or separation had been granted between 
Stock and his wile, and also that Jones 
knew thatin uniting himself to Mrs, Stock 
he Was marrying o woman who already 
had a lawful busband living. 

Mrs, Stock admitted both marriage 
ceremonies, and swore positively that 
ehe had told Jones before she consented 
to marty, him that she was already mar- 
ried, 

When Rey. Dr. Sims had told of per- 
forming the marriage ceremony between 
Joucs and Mrs. Stock, Mrs. Spilling, Mrs. 
Stock’s mother, was called and amused 
the rourt with her reci'tation 
of how the courtship was car- 
ried on by Jones and her daughter, 
When Jones came to visit my daughter 
he brought musical instruments and had 
a little zirl dancing there. I told) him 
not to be losing time going after another 
man’s wile. He should be ashamed to 
be seen walking with her. I told him 
often and often. the samp old tune, and 
I complained to his father. 

She said she would quite frequently 
move to get peace and quietness and to 
escape visitors. 

Are you trying to escape now?—A. I 
dread ‘Davy Stock; he’s a dangerous 
man; he had a woman in Belleville. 

Did you think your dauzhter had a 
rizht to marry?—A. I wouldn't venture 
ft myself, I\heard her making a joke 
about marrying again, and she said she 
was of age. 

Why didn’t. you order Jones away?— 
A, He would then hanz around the doors, 
and I didn’t want that. 

Jones, who is an Englishman, 24 years 
of age, took the stand in his own de- 
re and related the story of the court- 
ship. ‘ 

At first he thought sha was single ; 
Mrs. Spilling oTfered no objection to his 
visits; when he took Mrs. Stock out to 
places of amusement Mrs. Spilling want 
ed to go along; but thay slipped pway 
when she was out; but when they came 
back they, had to treat her “to make 
it up.” 

Six weeks after Jones met Mrs. Stock 
he learned she was anarried, but she had 
got w separation and was free, and 
Stock wns married again. Jones want- 
ed to know why they céiJled ber “Miss” 
Stock if she wns married, and they, then 
told him os above. He said Mrs, Spill- 
ing usat to ijavite him in to tea on 
Sundays, ond wanted him to come there, 

“What is divorce?” asked Mr. Dew- 
art. 
“Well, divorce is divorce,”’ said Jones. 
He thought an order of protection in 
the Police Court wae final and allowed 
a re-marringe of the parties.

An intesesting calculation has recent 
ly been made public through one of the 
many publications of the French Acad 
emy of Sciences. It isto the offact that, 
taking into consideration the wear and 
tear on the solid land by ocean lashing, 
river erosion, and wind and weathor to. 
say nothing of probable volcanic action, 
the world will, by the end ofthe year 
1,500,000, be completely washed away, 
aud the ocean will rollover the present 
foundations of our great continents, 


plant food is considered to bo anything 
that, boing contained in planta toa large 
oxtout, may be applied to the soil to con 
tribute to the supply of it for the crops 
Whon we seo that when such an clo 
mont ol plant substance is applied to tha 
soll the following: crop Is greatly helped, 
we can hardly agree with the opinion 
that it is nota food for plants, writos 
Henry Stewart to American Agricul 
turist. Ho says: 

If we study the composition of plants, 
wo find that lime is the most important 
part of the mineral oloments of nearly 
every ono, 
up of these mineral clements, a 
examining the ash we may discover 


and by 





what kinds and quantities of mineral 
mattors the plants require, And it isto 
be remembered that in the growth of 
plants every eloment found in thom is 
Indispensable: But how much more 
must it be so, if sucha thing were pos- 
sible, for one element to bo more indis-. 
pensable than another, for limo, which 
exists in such a largo proportion, to be 
anything but indispensable ? 

And this must be thought so as we 
consider. that in the ash of hay one- 
eighth partis lime. In tho ash of clover 
more than a third of itis lime. In the 
ash of potato tops nearly one-half is 
lime. The ashes of wood, which we 
think so yaluable on account of the pot- 
ash in them, have several times more 
lime than potash, the lime amounting 
to from 80 to 70 por cout, And thero is 
not one plant grown that has not lime 
initsashes. Tho same applies to pot- 
ash and phosphoric acid, and reasonably 
theso are supposed to be food for plants. 
Why, then, is not lime a plant food ? 
Surely it must be so considered. 

The best farmed localities in the 
world are those where the soil contains 
a large proportion of lime, being doriv- 
ed from the decomposition of limestone 
rocks. But it is not so much on account 
of the lime in the soil that the land is so 
well farmed and so productive, but most 
ly for the reason that, lime being there 
abundant and cheap, the farmers burn 
tho limestone and make lime and apply 
it tothe land. Lime only is a plant food 
but limestone is not, and the soil may 
be well filled with limestone and yet be 

uite poor. This is common experience. 

ow, limeis a very active chemical 
substance, This will be seen if somo of 
itis putin some vinegar, This will 
foam up and boil over the cup, and a 
larger quantity of gas will be evolved. 
In the end there will be no more acid 
in the vinegar. And this is ono 
effect of lime on soil that is sour, such 
as swamp land, in which the excess of 
acid prevents the growth of any useful 
plant, 

If we put some lime on a dead animal 
orany other organic matter, it will 
quickly decompose it and reduce it to its 
original elements, and this is one effect 
of lime when used in a compost, the 
matters thus decomposed then becoming 
good manure and useful food for plants. 

nd this same effect is produced in the 
soil when quicklime is applied, as it 
usually is in the fall, when the land is 
prepared for wheat and grass and clover 
seeding, But the chemist may take 
some sand or other mineral matter and 
mix lime with it and then add water, 
and the lime will dissolve quite a con- 
siderable quantity of this mineral mat- 
ter, forming silicate of lime, and by tak- 
ing the silica from the potash or the 
phosphates or magnesia or the alumina, 
ate., that the soil is made up of, tho 
lime renders these elements of plant 
food soluble and available for the crops, 

Now, this is a small part of the natnral 
history of lime as it is used in good 
farming. And with such a history we 
must realize its valuo to the farmer 
quite independently of the fact whether 
it is actually a plant food or not. And 
as this is the season when the land is in 
the best condition for the application ot 
lime, as lime is most soluble in cold 
water and the wheat crop is most con- 
venient for it, itis a question for all of 
us if it is not advisable to so use it and 
gather the fruits ofits good effects on 
the soil. The freshly burned lime only 
is used, and 20 to 30 bushels per acre is 
the usual quantity. It is left in heaps 
in the field, preferably of one bushel 
each two rods apart, andina few days 
it falls toa fine powder by the action 
of the moisture of the air or a shower 
of rain, when itis easily spread quite 
evenly, 80 as just to whiten the surface, 
with a long handled shovel. But when 
the lime is thus used for the wheat it 
is not advisable to use superphosphate 
until the spring. It can then be used 
to advantage.

The Clairgeau and 
Buffum, both of which are generally 
well colored when ripe, showed much 
more color than is often secon. Why 
fruit should be especially high colored 
from this orchard we do not know, but 
itis probable that soil and exposure 
have much to do with it. 

The Anjou {s a noble pear. Such fruit 
will soll at almost any price its owner 
may ask—a small box will bring more 
money than a barrel of this variocty as 
it ordinarily comes to market. 

One of the best pomologists in Cali- 
fornia, Geo. Husmann, speaks highly of 
Anjou and Clairgeau. He comments 
on the great mistake made in that state 
of planting Bartletts exclusively, in- 
stead of planting to grow a succession 
with which to keep the market supplied 
until May. He has kept the Easter pear 
in his house until April, when they were 
just in their primo, and they have been 
shipped successfully to England,—Am- 
erican Agriculturist. 


More Wheat ina Barrel of Flour. 


How many bushels of wheat in a bar- 
rel of flour? The testimony of leading 
flour manufacturers is at variance on 
this question. The largest manufac- 
turing concern in the world, located at 
Minneapolis reports that while ordinar- 
ily 44 to 44 bushels of whent are used to 
make a barrel of flour the present low 
prices of wheat and wheat offal make 
these to-day the cheapest animal foods 
in the country; that in consequence of 
this itissafe to say many millers are 
using over five bushels of wheat to a 
barrel of flour. It really makes no dif- 
ference how much wheat they use, as 
offal is worth practically as much as the 
wheat costs,says The Orange Judd Far- 
mer, which adds: “If 10 to 30 per cent. 
more wheat is used in the manufacture 
of flour, it should interest farmers in 
two ways—primarily in the more rapid 
reduction of burdensome wheat stocks, 
which have been the bugbear for two 
years and, further, in the possibility of 
securing as relatively low prices need- 
ed supplies of mill food.

Counts of Newenburg and Tanchel, 
who, since the fourteenth century, have 
ranked among the most oowbetul of the 
Pomeranian nobles. 

Prince Bismarck first made her ac- 
quaintance at the house of his friend 
Moritz Von Blankenburg, a well-known 
leader of the Conservative party in the 
Prussian House of Delegates and the 
Diet. Their acquaintance became more 
intimate while on a journey to the 
Hutz, on which both accompanied the 
Blankenburgs. In 1849, two years after 
the acquaintance began, Bismarck 
asked Fraulien Johanna to become his 
wife, andthey were married though 
not without some opposition on the part 
of tho wife’s parents, who regarded Bis- 
marck from his wild student habits, as 
amanof very uncertain future. His 
prospects at that time were in fact,any- 
thing but a promising character, as he 
svemed inclined to dissipation and had 
apparently no though ot applying him- 
sclf to a serious carcer. 

They went to Italy on their wedding 
tour and then set up housekeeping in 
the old quiet stone mansion of the Bis- 
marcks, at Schoenhausen, in their old 
provincial home. Here, where Bis- 
marck himself was born, his first child 
and only daughter, Marie Elizabeth Jo- 
hanna, was born on August 21, 1848, 
Of his two sons, the elder, Herbert Nico- 
laus Heinrich Ferdinand, was born at 

Jerlin on December 29, 1849, and the 
younger, Wilhelm Otto Albrecht, at 
Yrankfort-on-the-Main, August 1, 1852. 

Throughout life the Princess Von Bis- 
marck preserved all the simplicity of 
her youth. She was a perfect specimen, 
in the best sense of the word, of the 
German hausfrau—very quiet, bore her 
honors as the most natural thing in the 
world, held fast by the old triends of 
humbler days and had but one great 
object in life—to make her husband and 
children happy. 


Although she took comparatively 


little part in political and court life, she 
was credited with possessing great in- 
fluence over her husband, who is said 
to have consulted with her freely and 
to have reposed much faith in her judg- 
ment, Of Princo Bismarck’s preroga- 
tives and dignity she was a most zealous 
defender, and it is said that her angry 
denunciation of the present Emperor as 
“a stupid brat,” a phrase that was 
promptly repeated to the object of it, 
rankled long in the memory of that ex- 
tremely self-satisfied potentate. Tho 
affection existing between herself and 
the Prince is understood to have been 
strong and deep, and her death, al: 
though not altogether unexpected, will 
be a shock to him which, in his present 
onfeebled condition, may have very 
serious consequences. 





Silver Wodding Presents. 


An interesting exhibition has been 
taking place’ in Copenhagen of the 
silver wedding presents to the Crown 
Prince and Princess. They number 
some 300, andare of the most varied 
kind, Among the presents from royalty 
are a beautiful silver epergne from the 
Prince and Princess of Wales. From 
the King and Queen of Greece, a costly 
brooch studded with diamonds and 
rreat pearls, with solitaires and sleeve 
finks of pearly; from the Czar and 
Ozarina, two Sevres vases, with thelr 
portraits ; from the King and Queen of 
Sweden and Norway, gold egg cups; 
from the Duke and Duchess of Cumber- 
land, a painting of the Princess Louise, 
in her boudoir; from Prince Waldemar, 
an oxydized silver dish; from the 
Crown Prince of Sweden and Norway, 
his wife, and brothers, antique 
altar candlesticks; from Prince and 
Princess Bernadotte, a cigar case of 
silver, with initials in diamonds, and a 
bracelet of brilliants and rubies from 
the Prince and Princess of Weid ; a por- 
colain vase in rococo from the Duchess 
Frederic of Anhalt; a silver service from 
the Landgraf of Hoase and Princess 
Marie of Anhalt; a silver box from the 
Duke and Duchess de Chartres, anda 
number of minor articles from other 
royal personages.

Cauliflower in Winter, 


How to put away cauliflower plants 
that have not headed to keep for winter 
until they form heads is a perplexing 
problem with some growers. Here is a 
plan indorsed by Rural New Yorker: 

Dig a pit of the required size 24 foot 
deep, Commence at one ond with the 
plants set as closely as they can be plac- 
ed and cover the roots with earth, 
Cover with boards or sashes to keep out 
the rain. If the plants show the bud in 
the least, they will develop perfect heads 
before Boring, Ot course the frame will 
need to be lower on one side than the 
other to carry off the rains, and the 
boards should fit closely. In case of 
severe cold, say when the temperature 
falls below 15 degrees, some mats or 
straw should be thrown over the cover, 
They will keep and head up through 
the winter splendidly if set in the ground 
ina piece of woods and covered with 
leaves to the depth of six inches. Keep 
the leaves from blowing away by some

STEAM LAWN MOWER.

antomatically controls the supply of oll 
fuelto the burner, and by this means 
the steam is said to be maintained at a 
uniform pressure, while the engine is 
working, and should the attendant 
leave the machine for any purpose while 
tho lamp is burning, it is stated, tho 
diaphragm will not allow the steam to 
attain more than tho set pressure, so 
that all possible danger of an explosion 
is obviated. 

The water is fed to tho boiler by a 
brass force pump, and is first passed 
through a heater and delivered to the 
boiler at a temperature of about 180 de- 
grees Fahrenheit. The oil (uel is burnt 
in the fire-box of the boiler by a burner 
similar to that on a naptha lamp. 

The oil is carried in a specially con- 
structed reservoir at the top of the 
chimney, and is led to the burner by a 
small tube down the side of the chimney 
and boiler. The water is carriedin a 
cylinder between the shafts of the ma- 
chine. 

Tho advantages claimed for the steam 
lawn mower besides the economy is that 
the lawn is not marred by the footprints 
of a horse and that the machine is more 
readily manipulated and moved around 
beds and along hedges. The apparatus 
can be used as a small portable engine 
for driving any kind of light machinery, 
such as chaff cutters, laundry machines, 
pumps, churns, ete. 


Potush In Manuvrog, 


Potash is contained in most of the fer- 
tilizers and manures that we apply to 
the soil, but in such different qualities 
and forms thata word should bo said 
about the matter at this time of the 
year. In many barnyards the potash is 
allowed to go to waste so that tho value 
of the manure is lessened very material- 
ly. The urine of the animals contains 
nearly all the potash that we get from 
the manure, andif this is allowed to 
waste four-filths of the very clement we 
are after is lost. Yet this is the case in 
very many barnyards. Straw or other 
material should always be ready to soak 
up tho urine and retain it. Another 
source of waste of potash comes from 
the rains and melting snows. If the 
manure is exposed to the rains the run- 
ning. water washes nearly all of tho 
soluble potash away.

For Hauling Corn Fodder, 


Hauling fodder is not a pleasant task 
at best. Many devices have been in- 
vented for lessening the labor in load- 
ing. The vehicle described herewith 
greatly simplifies the operation. Use 
two 4 x 4 seantling 12 or 14 feet long for 
sills. For an axle select a 4 x 4 six feet 
long. On the upper side of this bolt a 
spindle, which can be made by any 
blacksmith. Place the axle a little bac 
of the center and ontop of the frame. 
Use mower, or strong low,wheels. Mako 
runners for front end from 4x6 blocks

18 inches long. Sink heads of bolts 
which hold on runners two or threo 
inches below the surface.

tural that no small artistic success has 
been achieved in its workmanship. 
Aboard almost every vessel in the navy 
one man at least may be found who 
bears upon him some remarkably well 
executed designs, and every squadron 
boasts of some man who is skilled in the 
work. Tradition in the matter of de- 
sign has a very firm hold on the art of 
tattooing, and apprentices just out of 
the school alte often have on their 
skins practically the same designs as 
those borne by mean whose years of ser- 
vice are more than a score. To be sure 
time may have modified the emblems 
somewhat, although the ideas of each 
are identical. The men who do the 
tattooing generally possess books they 
have coinpiled themselves of almost 
every design known to the art, and the 
books of two such artists will be found 
to differ but slightly. The illustrations 
from which the seaman may choose the 
figure that is to be placed on his Sbody 
or arm are very carefully drawn in In- 
dia ink and Chinese vermilion just as 
they appear when picked into the skin, 
except that the black ink has a blue ap- 
pearance wheninthe arm. The ver- 
milion loses none of its brilliancy in the 
process: A brownish color is obtained 
y mixing the two, 

The instrument used for tattooing 
generally consists of four needles set 
side by side in a stick, with their points 
comparatively close together to insure 
aclean line. Itis frequently worked 
by electricity. The electrical machine 
is a small affair,like a hand sewing ma- 
chine, which, when attached to a stor- 
age battery, imparts a rapid vertical 
motion in the needles and these, when 
passed along over the skin, make a 
elearly defided line of punctures. In 
making a design on the skin the picture 
is first drawn in outlinein India ink, 
omitting the minor lines; then the 
needles are brought into use to prick 
along the lines. The method in use 
among our bluecoats is torun the need-

When the main work is 
faiahen the shading and other fintsh- 
ing touches are puton, This is where 
the skill of the tattooer comes into play, 
as many designs would not show up for 
half their value without the lines of 
shadow, Alithis time the bluajacket 


being tattooed has undorgone no small 
amount of discomfort, not *to say posi 
tive pain, but ho knows how well the 
things will look afterward and he docs 
not mind 

The time required for the execution 
of the designs varies, of course, with 
their intricacy. The average time is 
about two hours. The pain of the 
operation itself is by no means equal to 
the discomfort a day or two later, when 
the skin becomes much inflamed and 
swollen, It is more than a weok before 
the design begins to look anything like

The duplex design portrays 
a sailor greeting or bidding good-by to 
his sweetheart. She is always a young 
person in abbreviated costume, her face 
full of tears or smiles, as the case ma 

be, holding his hand. In the distance is 
the ship which has either just conveyed 
him home or is about to take him away. 
Her humble cottage is alsoin the dis- 
tance. This design may be found upon 
the arm of almost any sailor who makes 
any pretention of being well tattooed. 
“Youhg Amorica” isa female of divine 
form, holding an American flag aloft 
and sitting onan eagle, which in turn 
rests upon the national shleld. A pen- 
nant in the eagle’s beak bears the title 
of the design. These designs represent 
the generality of tattooing work, al- 
though the seamen who have been to 


Japan frequently return with beasts, 
birds, fishes and dra 


gons on them. 

Ji Steinmetz, the coxswain of the Cin-

Occasionally a sailor will have his 
back tattooed with an American flag of 
such ample dimensions as completely to 
cover the back from shonlder to should- 
er and neck to hips. The device of a 
chain about the neck or wrists is one of 
which the bluejacket is quite fond. 
The links are,as a rule, made to resem- 
ble the ship's cable, and occasionally a 
cross or anchor is pendant from the 
chain. Steinmetz has a well-executed 
chain about his neck. The upper part 
of Jack's body by no means offers the 
only surface for anconiny In the early 
morning, when Jack is busy holyston- 
ing the decks and splashes about bare- 
foot in the water, one iN note an 
ankle circled with a tattooed band or an 
instep marked with a star.

full-rigged ship comes in for a great 
share of patronage. There was at one 
time, and still may be, a penalty for the 
unlucky sailorman to pay who is caught 
tattooing a cadet, But there are many 
hours of leisure and many secluded 
places in quarters or aboard ship, and 
the youngster manages somehow to 
have his arm tattooed. 

In looking over the men an arm may 
be found that bears two or three sets of 
initals in hearts. That means that Jack 
is a man who has & sweetheart in évery 
port and a fertile brain at accounting to 
one for the initials of the other.

In the first place, my hens havea 
good warm house. No extra quality or 
quantity of food will produce eggs trom 
freozing hens. Then | give them break- 
fast as follows: I throw the waste scraps 
from the breakfast table into a clean” 
old kettle kept for that purpose. Ifthere — 
are no meat scraps I adda piece of suet 
or, or any waste grease which can be 
bought cheaply at the butches’s. I boil 
these up in a half-gallon of water and 
thicken with bran or coarse meal, and 
occasionally season liberally with cay- 
enne pepper.

THE COST OF OLD BOOKS, 





The Prices Vary According to the Qual- 
ity of iho Doalers’ Patrons, 


The book-hunter soon finds out that 
the prices for rare old tomes vary in 
ratio to the quality or wealth of a 
dealer's patrons. Thisis as true of the 
book-shops of San Iraucisco, Chicago, 
New Orleans or Boston as it is of New 
York, the leading old book mart of the 
country. If you go ito the sbtylish 
bookstores of any of these cities you will 
have to pay 25 or 5) per cent. more for 
a book fai if you went to tle invonse- 
quential dealers in out-of-the-way places 
—in cellars or in tumbled-down shops. 

Another point in book prices is the 
high prices charged for one sort of 
books and the cheapness of others. On 
the 5 and 10-cent counters will be found 
beautifully bound religious works and 
yolumes of novels, worn aud cheap 
editions of popular novels and technical 
works too ancient to be of any special 
service at this time. It is an unusual 
thing to find a bargain on any of these 
cheap counters; the dealers are exceed- 
ingly careful on that score. Albeit, 
every once in a while a dealer gets 
caught napping, and the book-hunter 
picks up a tone of great value, 

Then the prices go up and down ac- 
cording to fads. The Napoleon fad is 
now on, and evesything about the Little

year’s prices, There is also a 
Americans—the early -editions of 
Lowell, Hawthorne and Holmes now 
bring good, round prices, This tho 


dealers deny, of course, but the book- | 


hunter who makes the rogular rounds of 
the shops knows better. 

It may be said that religious works 
sell at the cheapest prices ; dramatic 
works, memoirs and annals of the stage 
at the highest. Works on Pk average 
up with the drama. Audibon’s works 
are always held at high figures, Frank 
Forrester's works, now out of print, are 
hard to pick up, and the few 
sale go at fancy figures. 

The high prices for sporting works 
are owing to two causes. Works of this 
character are rarely issued except in 
limited editions, aud are well printed 
and boynd. Dramatic, and sporting 
works seldom 
so when an edition is exhausted the 
purchaser muat go to the old-book store 
These works, fottengp in the style of 
*Bootlh’s Letters’ “and ‘Jefferson’s 
Autobiography’ —both exquisitely illus 
trated by The Century—are not thrown 
awnhy when read, Jiké most novels Ara, 
but are preserved for reference. Hence, 
when a copy gets into second hand book 
stores the figure asked is often greater 
than the publisher's price, ‘ 
Advertiser.

Chis story toll by the proprictor was 
coulirmod by their New York buyer, 


At the time of iny visit, early in Sep 
tombor, there were about 1,000 asarly 
ready for market and such a multitude 
,of pure white birds was a pretty 
sight. The variety grown is the 
} Pekin, that at maturity will weigh 
{14 to 20 pounds to tho pair, They 
have rich, yellow skin, and orange 


colored bills and legs. ‘Chey bear con 
finement well, and it is claimed thoy 
may be reared successfully with wator 
sufliciont only for drink. However, it 
is found that without water in which to 
wash themselves their plumage is soiled 
by the mud, and the feathers, worth 40 
to 60 conts a pound, are injured in mar 
ket value. 

Tho Pekins are prolific in eggs, lay- 
ing from 125 to 150 each in the year, but 
many of the eggs are intertile. In tact, 
the proprietors of this ranch thought 
they did not get to exceed fifty ducks 
from 100 eggs, The duck naturally, or 
as ordinarily kept on the farm, rarely 
lays before spring time, Ducks reared 
in the approved modern style, hatehed 
in May, will begin to lay about the holi- 
days and continue laying all winter, and 
this weakens their vitality. But why 
is not the constitution weakened also in 
respect to making rapid and great 

rowth of frame? The barnyard fowl 
is undergone the same revolution of 
habit, and I have found their eggs as fer- 
tile in winter as at any other time. Is 
not this lack of fertility attributable 
rather to the fact that the natural habit 
of the duck is not completely revolution- 
ized by domestication? By nature the 
duck is monogamous—that is, the drake 
mates only with one duck—and it is 
probable that in large fiocks there are 
drakes that will mate each only with 
one duck, while other drakes will care 
for two or more each, and thus the fer- 
tilization proves unequal and irregular, 
Ducks at their best da not show the de- 
velopment of the polygamous habit to 
the same extent as barnyard fowls. 
The best authorities recommend in- 
breeding only five or six ducks to one 
drake, while with one vigorous cock in 
company with twenty hens the eggs 
will all be fertile. 

The eggs are hatched in incubators, 
which are set in operation as soon as 
there is a complement of eggs to fill a 
machine, On a well managed duck 
farm the ducklings should begin to peep 
about the first of ebrnary, and the in- 
cubators are kept running until about 
he first of July, Tho ducks are reared 

nder artificial brooders in their houses 
and in small yards, and not allowed ac- 
cess to water for bathing until a month 
old. I presume in winter they never 
fo out of their yards until killed, From 
the time they are hatched until ready 
for market the ducklings are fed all the 
wholesome food they can digest, and at 
ten weeks old the Pekins should dress 
ten pounds to the pair, 

Of course such weights are obtained 
only by farmers who thoroughly under- 
stand the business. The men I visited 
had been in the business several years, 
and had Jearned by practical experience 
how to achieve success, For anyone to 
try it relying on book knowledg’c alone 
would simply be inviting failure. In 
competent hauds, poultry farming may 
be conducted successfully on a large 
scale; hence it was a great satisfaction 
to see this notion illustrated on this 
ranch. I did not inquire how well it 
was paying, but that it was a paying 
business was evident. It is proposed to 
try and rear 20,000 at this ranch next 
year. It is estimated that Pekin ducks 
may be reared to the age of ten weeks 
for five cents a pound, and the price re- 
ceived will probably average twenty 
cents a pound, The earliest shipments 
will realize thirty cents a pound or more, 
and eighteen cents is about the lowest 
figure for them at any season. 

There is one peculiar feature in the 
market for choice poultry—the breeder 
need not consign his stock for sale and 
take the chances‘of the market. A class 

of New York dealers are always in 
| search of poultry of superior quality, 
and will buy it outright at excellent 
prices, These dealers supply the large, 
fashionable hotels and restaurants, that 
will have only the best, and it is 
often more of a question of ability to get 
| what they want than of prices. The 

house handling these ducks in New 
| York was getting 20 cents a pound for 
choice spring chickens when what I re- 
gard as very good poultry was selling 
at 15cents. Their customers don’t go 
| shopping, but buy where they know 
what they gets superior, and they are 
willing to pay a good round price for it. 

Eager buyers seck for a good articie, 
‘while a poor article has to hunt for a 
market, 

These ducks rapidly grown are like 
rapidly grown lettuce or radishes—-very 
tender. Their market was originally 
made on this tender, fat condition with- 
out the use of celery to add to the 
flavor. 

The wholesome food, of course, 
changed the quality of the flesh, and 
now the supply is notequal tothe de- 
mand, They are fed colery finely cut 
and mixed with there food for probably 
a month preyous to killing. There ig 
no distinet taste of celery on the flesh, 
but its union with the natural qualities 
of the flesh imparts a flavor that is 
simply delicious—little, if any, inferior 
to the canvasbacks which feed on wild 
coelery,—Country Gentleman. 
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Exeroining the Skin 
“The trouble with most bad complex- 
ions,” said a doctor to a roomful of 
schoolgirls the other duy, “is that the 
skin does not get exercise enough.”

breakwater, In epite of the dunger of 
being washed iuto the sen, the guard 
proceeded along the breakwater and, 


having rigged up the rochet apparatus, | 


began firing life lines in the direction of 
the wreck, 

The faint light of the rockets 
disclosed the fact that the vessel had 
broken in two amidship# and that the 
malumust had fallen, crushiog the lives 
out of several of the crew, A few s#ur- 
vivore could be secon clinging to each 
half of the vessel, and their piteous 
erica for help could be hoard above the 
roar of the eturm. After many failures 
the coast guard anuceeeded in firing a 
line over the wreck, but by that time 
all on board had perished, A lifeboat 
vainly tried again and again to approach 
the wreck, Not a vestige of the barquo 
could be #een to-day, and there ia no 
prospect of any salvage.

THE POLITICAL YEAR REVIEWED. 


in Europe No Nation Has Cause to Be doy- 
ous Over 1894's Record, 

New York, Dec, 31.—In his “#pecial cable 
from Paris to The Herald, M. Jacques St. 
Cere reviews the European political year 
as follows: 

Another year is drawing to a cloae, 
and it is finishing without serious 
incidents and without war, yet there is 
not a country in Europe in which seri- 
ous events have not taken place during 
the course of the last twelve months. 

In France we had the assassination of 
President Carnot and the election of 
Casimir-Perier to succeed him. England 
has had proof of the powerlessness of 


the Liberal party to accomplish any-- 


thing. 

In Germany there was the remoyal of 
Count Von Caprivi from the Chancellor- 
ship of the Empire, the appointment of 
Prince von Hohenlohe in his place and 
grave symptoms of popular discontent. 

In Russia there was the death of 
Alewander Ill. and the succession of 
Nicholas IT, 7 
_ Austria has a Hungarian crisis which 
is becoming disquieting. 

The Banca Romana scandals in Italy 
have shaken the Crispi Ministry. 

In Belgium there was an electoral 


crisis. Such is the balanca sheet of old 
Europe. 
Iu the far east we have the China- 


Japanese war, which is still going on, 
and is assuming the character of a war 
of races, 

As to what relates to the sociak ques- 
tiou it is well to call attention to tha 
rapid progress of anti-semitism in France 
and Germany and the advance of social- 
ism all over Europe. 

From the diplomatic point of view the 
most important facts are the decreasing 
influence of the Triple Alliance, and the 
evidence of the existence of an Anglo- 
Russian understanding, to which France 
Will be gradually admitted. 

In the financial world the salient fea- 
tures are the general increase of public 
debts, especially in the matter of war 
budgets, and the jutroduction into the 
European speculative markets of African 
mining securities, 

To sum up 4ll this is to say that\ it 
means for Europe a continuation of the 
situation of the year now closing, just 
“6 this year has been a continuation 
of the preceding one. his is a prool 
that peace is a universal necessity, for 
in spite of the disappoarance of te Czar 
und M. Carnot peace was not disturbed. 

In France the situation is not so good 
a3 it was a year ago, There is a feeling 
ol disquietude abroad, which is very per- 
ceptible and inexplicable. But a similar 
feeling extends all over Europe, which 
bis no reason for feeling very joyous in 
Woking over the record of the year whose 
last winds are wow, running out of the 
clues,
